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Preface 


N compiling a family history such as this there are a few essen- 
tial facts that should be borne in mind. Family descent has 
always been of great importance in Europe. It has not, except 
in certain parts of the South and of New England, had any par- 
ticular interest for Americans until the migratory needs of those 
who had left the mother-country were satisfied. Religion, food 
and water, land, these were the first essentials; and only later, 

when human rights and property were attained, did the ornamental things of life fill a 

need in the lives of human beings called to tame the wilderness. 

What of their homeland they could carry with them, they brought; what in the 
homeland they had been, they still were; what laws they had across the sea, they repro- 
duced; and what were the names of town, village and county whence they came, these 
they gave to the new land which was of their tillage and to the newly hewn timbers which 
were their homes. They knew each other; they bore with each other; they intermarried. 
But seldom did it occur to them, save in rare instances, to set down with their own, 
the family names of the wives who bore their children and who sat with them 
beside their hearths. The difficulty was that, too often, the maiden name of the wife was 
lost, unintentionally, and because of a complete lack of imagination on the part of the 
husband that it ever could be forgotten! The man’s surname was the wife’s surname; 
she had thrown in her lot with his and became a part of him, not he of her; and it was 
only after American genealogy became of interest to Americans and when the immense 
interest of those who delve therein was understood, that old records were examined, old 
books unearthed, old tombstones studied and old letters brought to light, so that Amer- 
icans looked back to their ancestors as well as forward to their descendants and discovered 
too often and too late that the maiden name of the wife and mother was lost beyond recall. 

But among those who had “family,” who were “‘born,” that knowledge remained as 
a little well-spring to assuage their homesickness and to renew their life even among virgin 
forests and by unknown rivers; while those who had for their background manors and 


estates, these were somehow still the gentry in the new England as they had been in 
the old.

As regards the word ‘‘Manor” which, in the twentieth century, is loosely used in 
the United States to denote merely an acreage or a number of houses in a building 
development, on the continent of Europe and in England from early days it meant lands 
held in fief from a King, which came down thence from father to son pursuant to the 
laws of the realm. It meant that 

“The inhabitants of a manor or the estate of a lord were, 1, the lord himself or 
his representative, who held his estate on condition of furnishing the King a certain 
number of armed men; 2, the lord’s personal followers who lived with him, and usually 
a parish priest or a number of monks; 3, the farm laborers or villeins bound to the soil, 
who could not leave the manor, were not subject to military duty and who paid rent in 
labor or produce; there might also be a few slaves, but this last class gradually rose to 
the partial freedom of villeinage; 4, certain free tenants or certain sokemen, who were 
subject to actual military duty, but were not bound to remain on the manor and who paid 
a fixed rent in money or service and were not bound to the soil as the villeins were.’’* 

“Next to the manor-house (where courts were also held) the most important build- 
ings were the church (used sometimes for markets and town meetings) ; the lord’s mill 
(if there was a stream) in which all tenants must grind their grain and pay for the grind- 
ing; and finally the cottages of the tenants gathered in a village near the mill.” 

“The land was divided as follows: 1, the demesne (or domain) surrounding the 
manor-house. This was strictly private—the lord’s ground; 2, the land outside the 
demesne, suitable for cultivation. This was let in strips, usually of thirty acres, but was 
subject to certain rules in regard to methods of tillage and crops; 3, a piece of land 
which was divided into fenced fields, called closes (because enclosed), and which tenants 
might hire and use as they saw fit; 4, common pasture, open to all tenants to pasture their 
cattle on; 5, waste, or untilled land, where all tenants had the right to cut turf for fuel, 
or gather plants or shrubs for fodder; 6, the forest, or woodland, where all tenants 
had the right to turn their hogs out to feed on acorns and where they might also collect 
a certain amount of small wood for fuel; 7, meadow land on which tenants might hire 
the right to cut grass and make hay.” 

In the simplest terms the difference between a manor and an estate in England is 
only a variation in the degree of ownership. A Manor is derived from the crown and 
usually entails the title of Lord of the Manor, while an estate is part or all of a Manor 
sold or rented to another by the Lord as agent for the crown. An estate is disposable at 
the will of its proprietor as long as the rights of the Lord of the Manor are respected. 
Even when an entire Manor is sold as an Estate to another, the Manorial right and title 
remains solely in the original crown grantee and his descendants.

In early Norman times certain offices were in being which, at a later date, fell into 
disuse except in law. They came through the Latin of the priests and the French of the 
Court into English speech. 


Escheator, first known in written English usage in 1292, meaning the King’s officer 
who took charge of landed property in reversal, or which was forfeited to the Crown or 
Lord of the Manor through failure of heirs or through the owner dying intestate with- 
out heirs. 


Dapifer, a court official corresponding to the steward of an ordinary household. 


Pincerna, first used in English writings in 1611, from the Latin, meaning Pincern or 


Cup-Bearer. 


Seneschal, from the Teutonic or Gothic, through the old French Senechal, to Middle 
English Seneschal; and found in English use in 1393; formerly an officer in the household

of a Prince or dignitary who had superintendence of domestic ceremonies and feasts. In 
some instances a royal officer serving as the presiding magistrate of a district or prov- 
ince and, through the centuries in lesser degree, a steward or Major Domo of the 
household. 

Labadist, in the seventeenth century a new sect came into vogue in France founded 
by Jean de Labadie (1610-74), who seceded from the Roman Catholic Church, and 
taught as primitive Christianity, a kind of mysticism based on the obligation of commu- 
nity of property among Christians. 


Certain momentous public documents of Great Britain are held in universal esteem 
by all lovers of democracy and there are others of inestimable value to those whose 
ancestral roots are firmly fixed in British soil. Chief among these is the Magna Charta, 
of June 15, 1215. In view of the connections established in the Olcott, p. 230, Booth, p. 
218, Drake, p. 106, and Houghton, p. 40, lines of descent, a brief account concerning 
the twenty-five barons responsible for the maintenance of the charter will be of value. 
They are generally described as sureties, a fourteenth century term arising from the legal 
terminology of security for the observance of a contract. 

The Magna Charta Barons, as a whole, were barons of tenure under the feudal 
system and not, as later, barons by writ of summons to parliament. They were peers of 
the realm, barones majores, heads of families and the proprietors of fortresses, castles, 
lordships or manors. They formed the king’s counsel and held their tenure by virtue of 
royal grant, for which they were obligated to come to the monarch’s aid when required, 
with monies or arms. As a unit, however, their powers were greater even than King 
John’s, as the issuance of the Magna Charta indicates. 

Under the terms of the charter and during the period of June 15th to 19th, 1215, 
twenty-five of these barons were chosen to enforce the laws, changes and redresses named 
in that document. Anyone having a complaint was to present it to at least four of these 
Sureties, who would put the matter before the King and ask for redress. In the event that 
the monarch had not acted upon the matter within a period of forty days, they were 
empowered to force him to a decision even to the point of declaring war. There is no 
existing record of the Sureties’ actions following the issuance of the Magna Charta, but 
it is known that particular jurisdictions were divided among the original group: d’Albini 
for Lincolnshire, Roger Bigod for Norfolk and Suffolk, Henry de Bohun (see Drake, pp. 
107, 236), for Hertford, Lacie for York and Nottingham, Roos for Northumberland, 
and Vesci and Hardell for the city and Tower of London. Among the remainder, Fitz- 
walter, Percy, de Quincy and Mowbray were commanders of the armed forces. The 
entire list of the original Surety Barons is as follows:

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Another of these great documents, in reality a listing of all the landholders of 
Britain, was the Domesday Book, which was a statistical account of the state of Eng- 
land in the latter part of the eleventh century, prepared by command of William the 
Conqueror in the year or years just preceding 1086. It is one of the oldest and most 
valuable of English historical records. It first appeared in print in 1783 in two folios, and 
was ten years in passing through the press. For the making of the survey each county 
in England was visited by a group of royal officers, who held public inquiry, probably in 
the great assembly known as the County Court, which was attended by representatives of 
each township, as well as of the local Lords. The unit of inquiry was the Hundred, and 
the return of each Hundred was sworn to by twelve local jurors, half of them Saxon and 
the other half Norman. ; 

A further listing is to be found in the Pipe Roll, the great roll of the English Excheq- 
uer, comprising the various pipes, or enrolled accounts, of sheriffs and others. The rolls 


of the Treasurer and the Chancellor were duplicates; that of the former called from its 


Those marked with a star have no known descendants. 
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shape the great roll of the Pipes and that of the latter the roll of the Chancery. These 
records are complete from the second year of Henry II (1155). 

Of the title Honorable which was written into English use by 1340 and was used 
from Norman times, it implied a style of nobility or noble parentage and is used among 
the younger sons of Dukes, as Right Honorable; the sons and daughters of Earls, Vis- 
counts and Barons as Honorable; and to life peerages in favor of distinguished lawyers, 
whose children bear for life the courtesy title of Honorable. Privy councillors are styled 
Right Honorable whether of noble birth or not; from which the word Honorable in 
America came to be used as prefix to the names of Colonial and State Governors, as in 
Wolcott, p. 88, and to “the name of those persons who sustain or have sustained high 
public office either in Colonial times or to the present time.” In Italy today it remains 
very much as in feudal times and has the designation Nobil Huomo and Nobil Donna, 
(see Olcott-Bartocci-Fontana, p. 255). 

Patrician, also as in Olcott-Bartocci-Fontana, p. 252, is a title derived from the Latin 
pater, father, and is indicative of the old citizen families of ancient Rome. Originally it 
distinguished the higher class of Roman free men, the office holders, from the plebs or 
plebians. Patricians were all members of clans, gentes or gens, and in the early days of 
Rome, political office was open only to such personages; subsequent changes in the polit- 
ical structure made the title that of an individual office-holder rather than of a family 
group, and under Constantine, 272-327 A. D., it became a title conferred for distinguished 
service, a title of rank instead of office, and not hereditary. Under the latter system of 
honorary patricians the title became modified as honorarii, codicillarii or praesentales 
and was conferred upon Burgundians, Bulgars, Saracens and West Saxons alike. Pope 
Stephen, 752-57, made a further modification in the title when he created Pepin the 
Frank (see Vail, p. 200), who died 768, a patricus Romanorum, for services to the church. 

The true and hereditary patricians of Italy today, few in number though they be, are 
recognized, and have been since 494 A. D., as of the oldest and noblest families and also 
they have been regarded, since the sixth and seventh centuries, as defensors, protectors, 
and patrons of the Church. Of such are Count Giuseppe Domenico Bartocci-Fontana, of 
Foligno and Assisi, and of the Pope’s Noble Guard, p- 254, and his sons Nobil Huomo 
Simone Giorgio Bernardo Pio Giovanni Piergiuliano Bartocci-Fontana, p- 255, Nobil 
Huomo Federico Francesco Stefano Bartocci-Fontana, p. 255, and Nobil Huomo George 
Arnold Olcott Christofero Micaele Bartocci-Fontana, p. 255, and his daughter Nobil 
Donna Maria Valeria Elizabetta Madelina Ludovica Bartocci-Fontana, p. 255. 

Of the Noble Guards, the sub-divisions are as follows: sub-lieutenants, lieutenants 
and captains, so entitled according to their length of service; outside the corps, all have 
the rank of Captain and have precedence over all other captains of the other armed forces 
at the Vatican, even of the foreign forces there. The entire Corps is composed of forty- 
eight Guards, seven Cadets or Corporals; seven Esenti or Sergeants; two Brigadiers or

Lieutenants and one Commander or Captain, but as the Guards have the rank of Cap- 
tain, it follows that the Cadets or Corporals have the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, the 
Esenti or Sergeants the rank of Colonel, the Brigadiers or Lieutenants the rank of 
Brigadier-General and the Commander that of Captain-General, and one Esenti is Major- 
Adjutant and one Cadet is Adjutant. The Commander or Captain-General is always a 
Prince of the Roman Patriciate. 


The Noble Guard should not be called the Noble Guard Corps, but the ‘Noble 
Bodyguard of the person of His Holiness” (“Guardia Nobile del Corpo di Sua Santita”’), 
they being particularly the guard of the Pope’s person and are near him at all private or 
public audiences, and also in case the Pope is ill or dying; or, after his death, two at least 
are always on duty beside his bed or in the room where his body lies; and until his inter- 
ment they stand on guard where his body lies in state. Also one Guard is assigned to each 
Cardinal who attends the Conclave to elect a new Pope and escorts him from his lodgings 


to the Vatican, to and from the Sistine Chapel to the Conclave and back to his private 
apartment. 


Not only the Commander, but each Guard is appointed by sovereign consent and 
nomination of the Pope himself. 


Among the requirements for acceptance of a Guard are his civic good conduct, knowl- 
edge of languages, and compliance with the military obligations and service of his country, 
and he must be six feet in height or more. Up until the Lateran pact, February 11, 1929, 
the guards must have been born in the city or province of the Ex-Pontifical States and have 


one hundred years of recognized and approved nobility, attested by the Sovereign Mili- 
tary Order of Malta. 


Of the title Esquire, which came into written English in 1475, meaning armiger or 
esquire, from the old French esquier, escuier, escuyer and Esquire or Shield-Bearer, 
from the Latin Secularius, which was and is in England a “‘title of dignity” and not 
“a title of worship” as in the United States. “Tt is coeval with William the Conqueror, 
but in its present application it takes its date from Henry V, (1413-22) and is derived 
from the Norman equiére, from whence is also derived equery.”* It belongs to the sons 
of “the peers and Lords of parliament during the lives of their fathers; to the younger 
sons of peers after the deaths of their fathers; then to the elder sons of the younger sons 
of peers and their eldest sons in perpetual succession.” “It belongs to the sons of Baronets 
and the eldest sons of Knights.” It also belongs to Barristers at Law in their office or 
profession and to Justices of the peace and Mayors while in the commission or in office, 
from which it has passed into the United States directly to the legal profession, and thence

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as a “title of worship” to landed proprietors and men of high standing in public and 
business life, and is written after their names; and finally, in the nineteenth and twen- 
tieth centuries, it has come into occasional use for men, other than lawyers, of birth, breed- 
ing, education or position. 

Of the title gentleman, in written English use in 1425, which is found in English law 
as “one who bears or is entitled to a coat-of-arms,* and from which follows Gentleman 
Commoner as “one of the highest class of commoners at the University of Oxford, 
equivalent to a fellow commoner at Cambridge,” Gentleman Farmer as meaning “a man 
of property who occupies his own farm and has it cultivated under his direction,” + and 
Gentleman Pensioner, which is “one of a band of forty gentlemen, entitled Esquires, 
whose office it is to attend the person of the sovereign to and from the chapel royal and 
on other occasions of solemnity.” } 


In the eleventh and twelfth centuries by a silent and unpremeditated movement over 
the whole of the more populated and civilized European societies, nomenclature began to 
appear and the distinguishing surname became part and parcel of a man’s property and 
passed on with his other possessions to his direct descendants. 

These surnames were of five classes: 


Baptismal or personal surnames, notably Williams, p. 123; Douglas, p. 74; Ray- 
mond, p. 75; and Arnold, p. 169. 


Local surnames, namely Griswold, p. 55; Olcott, p. 18, et al; Wolcott, p. 84; and 
Underhill, p. 133. 


Official surnames of which there are none in this history, though Sergeant is a good 
example. 


Occupative surnames, such as Chandler, p. 68; Smith, p. 43; Wright, p. 196, and 
Waterman, p. 129. 


Sobriquet surnames among which may be found the descriptive designation of 
Beardsley, p. 61; White, p. 58; Brown, p. 250, and Cocks, p. 141. 


Of titles among the early arrivals and in Colonial times there were few and those 
were principally among the Royal Governors—as for instance: 


Richard Coote, Earl of Bellomont, Royal Governor of New Hampshire, 1695-1701, 
and of New York, 1698-1701.

was Hon. Simon WV olcott, brother of Hon. Henry Wolcott, and son of Henry Wolcott, 
Esq., of Galdon Manor, England. 


To Colonial Governors was given the right to give letters patent (litorae patentes) 
“open letters,” so called because they are not sealed, but exposed to view with the seal 
pendant at the bottom, and were a grant by the Governor “to some person or persons of 
some privilege, property or authority,” as to Timothy Olcott’, Gentleman, by Henry 


Moore, Royal Governor of New York, 1765-67, p. 63; and doubtless by the King to 
Thomas Newberry, Gentleman, p. 99, in this history. 


The proprietors of a Colonial town exercised a definite authority over the number 
and condition of persons admitted as inhabitants. The right of commonage was with- 
held from those who were on probation and those not wanted were “‘warned off.” In 


later years, the warning to depart was frequently ignored, but the town was not held 
responsible for any such person who became a public charge. 


The condition of freeman of the colony was essential for any person aspiring to 
civil or military office. Only freemen could vote. If a man were an inhabitant, at least 
twenty-one years of age and of acceptable character, he was proposed for freeman by 
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12 PREFACE 


the freemen of his town. In Massachusetts Bay, Plymouth and New Haven colonies, 
church membership was an added necessity. The Connecticut colony had a property 
qualification as well. Meeting these requirements, a man was admitted freeman by the 
General Court of his colony and took the freeman’s oath. These oaths were funda- 
mentally the same in all colonies. 


The following is that of a Connecticut Colony in 1640: 


“I, A. B. being by the Providence of God an inhabitant within the 
jurisdiction of Connecticut, do acknowledge myself to be subject to the 
government thereof, and do swear by the great and fearful name of the 
everlasting God, to be true and faithful unto the same, and do submit 
both my person and estate thereunto, according to all the wholesome laws 
and orders that there are or hereafter shall be there made and established by 
lawful authority, and that I will neither plot nor practice any evil against 
the same nor consent to any that shall do so, but will timely discover the 
same to lawful authority there established; and that I will, as I am in duty 
bound, maintain the honor of the same and of the lawful magistrate thereof, 
promoting the public good thereof whilst I shall continue an inhabitant 
there; and whenever I shall give my vote or suffrage touching any matter 
which concerns this Commonwealth, being called thereto, will give it as in 
my conscience, I shall judge may conduce to the best good of the same, with- 
out respect of persons or favor of any man. So help me God in the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

“In this oath there is not the slightest recognition of the authority of 
Parliament nor indeed is there anything in the laws of the colony, which 
would imply that Connecticut was anything less than a free, sovereign and 
independent state.” 


In the earliest days all the freemen of a colony assembled to exercise the govern- 
mental function. This soon became inconvenient and the freemen of the town chose one 
or more of their number to represent them at the General Court. These deputies were 
similar to our present representatives in the State Legislature. The officers, comprising 
the unit approximating the modern Senate, consisted of the Governor, Deputy-Governor, 
and Assistants to the Governor. The Assistants were elected by the General Court as a 
whole, as in some cases were the Governor and Deputy-Governor. The whole body com- 
bined the duties of the legislature and the judiciary. 

Men of mark in their calling in Colonial times, clergymen invariably, teachers 
and lawyers generally and merchants of position and wealth often, were addressed as 
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PREFACE 13 


Mister, an abbreviation of Master, from the scholastic degree of Master of Arts, given 
to graduates of Universities and Colleges and so carried to general learning and then to 
persons in ordinary walks of life. It is doubtless a shortened form of the Latin, Mag- 
ister from which comes Magistrate, rapidly abbreviated in writing to Mr. (see Simon 
Wolcott, p. 87), and now commonly used in the United States for all men, as in England 
for all untitled ranks since 1551. This and the written title of Esq. after the name and 
Esquire abbreviated to Squire before the name, in New England, were titles given to the 
gentry at once and without question. 

Of lesser degree were Goodman and Goodwife in use from very early times and 
finally obsolete in England about the eighteenth century, but still in use in New England 
in Colonial days and as late as “the delusion of Witchcraft’ in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, of which Goody was the colloquial form for the wife, as is found 
in “Goody-Two-Shoes”; and Goodman, as in Goodman Whitehead in Wolcott (see p. 
87). The lesser folk, the husbandman and the yokel, were called by their Christian 
names or by their trades, as they had been on the continent and in England time out of 
mind, 

In Colonial America all able-bodied men between the ages of sixteen and sixty were 
required to render local militia service, or to do guard duty either at night or by day. 
These companies, or train-bands, elected their own officers, who were confirmed in rank 
by the General Court of the Colony. In small communities, the ranking officer was fre- 
quently an ensign or lieutenant and, as the town and company grew, the commander 
became a captain. The county forces were led by a major, and as regiments came into 
existence so did the ranks of lieutenant-colonel and colonel. 


The rank of general was 
exceedingly rare previous to the Revolutionary War. 


The Honourable Artillery Company of London (see Underhill, p. 134), the oldest 
existing volunteer corps in Great Britain, was founded in the year 1500 by King Henry 
VII. Originally an archer’s company, it became with the development of gunpowder 
and field-pieces, an artillery unit and its membership comprised all the commanders and 
commissioned officers of the train-bands of London and vicinity. Members of this noted 
organization who had migrated to New England, founded a prototype, The Military 
Company of Massachusetts, in 1637. It later became The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts. These men, including James Penniman and John Un- 
derhill (see p. 133), who became members of the London Company, September Ty OLA. 
desired to continue the traditions of service and prestige which the parent body had 
achieved. Membership in the Massachusetts Company subsequent to 1637 was awarded, 
upon selection among qualified candidates, by the founders (see Captain John Underhill, 
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eleventh upon the roll, p. 133) and their successors. At this day there remain but thir- 
teen hereditary members, the others being elected. 

This is not the case with the National Society Women Descendants of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company and their Courts of Assistants, who are invariably 
chosen only from hereditary descendants of those in the original Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

As to the calendar, it is a matter of great importance in any genealogical work to 
realize the distinction between old and new style dates. The new style calendar as adopted 
in England by Act of Parliament in 1751, changed the first month and day of the ensu- 
ing year from March 25, 1752, Old Style, to January 1, 1752, New Style. Under this 
system in September of the first year, it was found necessary to drop eleven days from the 
English calendar, and September 3, 1752 became September 14, 1752. However, as the 
New Style date was used in continental Europe many years before its adoption in Eng- 
land, it was long the custom of precise recorders previous to 1752, to double the years 
for all dates between January 1st and March 25th: for example, March 5, 1675/76. A 
knowledge of this change is of particular value in this history wherever any attempt is 
made to alter Quaker dates to the more usual form of naming, instead of numbering, the 
month. 

The ancient Roman year began with March, as is indicated by the names September, 
from septem as being the seventh month of the old Roman year, and in.the sequence of 
octo (eight), novem (nine) and decem (ten), October, November, December; names 
which the four months still retain, although no longer indicative of calendar position. 
Later changes made January the first month. 

Technically, upon the basis of Governor Winthrop’s writings, the Winthrop Fleet of 
1630 consisted only of eleven vessels, although it is more than likely that there were 
several other arrivals in 1630 sanctioned by the Massachusetts Bay Colony. In that fleet 
there were seven hundred passengers, a full list of which is not known, but only some four 
hundred remained after the first winter. The losses were by death or removal. 

Of particular interest to all Americans and having a precise bearing on this history 
through the Nugents, the Vails, and the Chandlers, is the following brief account of the 
Foreign Service of the United States.* 

The Foreign Service of the United States is jointly represented by the Diplomatic 
and Consular divisions, operated under the general supervision of the Department and 
Secretary of State. The principal difference between the two forces lies in the fact that 
the Diplomatic Corps is more concerned with central authorities and is largely political 
in aspect, while the Consular Corps deals with matters involving local authorities and 
those concerning the economic relations between the United States and the foreign coun- 
try in which they are situated.

The classes of the Diplomatic Service, other than secretaries to be dealt with later, 
are in this order—ambassadors, envoys extraordinary, ministers plenipotentiary, min- 
isters resident, commissioners, chargés d'affaires and agents. Ambassadors maintain the 
embassies and ministers and chargés d'affaires maintain legations. They are designated 
chiefs of missions and while their office is usually received through presidential appoint- 
ment, secretaries or the career men of the Diplomatic Corps of high grade, may be 
recommended to the President for such posts by the Secretary of State. One or more 
secretaries may be maintained at any given embassy or legation and they are ranked in 
importance through Class I, the highest, to Class IV, the lowest. Promotion is achieved 
upon examination, only in classes from III to I. The numerous clerks of this depart- 
ment are appointed upon meeting requirements, with no examination. 

The Consular Service is represented abroad by numerous grades of officers. Each 
grade, except the grade of student interpreter and consular agent, embraces several 


classes of officers. The classified service is best represented by this table, ranking from 
the highest to the lowest:

by the President, Secretary of State or principals in the service, are Consuls General-at- 
Large, Vice Consuls not of career, consular agents and clerks. 


In certain classifications below the rank of head of mission or principal, subject to 
precise departmental regulation, an individual may hold office in both the Diplomatic and 
Consular service. For instance (see p. 257) Julian Lake Nugent, Jr., was, while sta- 


tioned in Mexico City, both Vice Consul at the Consulate General and Third Secretary 
at the Embassy. | 


“Salaries in all the classified foreign service advance with promotions 
in grade, and an officer is eligible for retirement after thirty years with a 
pension equivalent to his salary at the time of retirement. Such officers as 


are assigned to ‘unhealthy posts’ are granted an extra half year toward 
retirement for one year in such a port.” 


In the United States Foreign Service an officer of career is promoted by class with 
an increase of salary for each promotion. The lowest’class is C, then B, then A, then 8, 
7,6, 5, 4,3, 2, 1. Class 1 is the highest; those in classes C, B, A, or 8, usually have as 
their titles Vice-Consul or Third Secretary or both, since the work of the embassies and 
consulates have been joined within the last five years. Usually those in classes 7, 6, 5, 
and 4 are second secretaries or consuls or both and those in classes 3, 2, I are first secre- 


taries or consuls or both. Those in classes 1 or 2 can also be consul-general, minister or 
ambassador, 


The British Foreign Service follows a system almost identical with that of the 
United States, with the exceptions that class distinctions are more rigid, advancements 
are definitely circumscribed and there are precise and lengthy regulations concerning 
precedence, procedure and dress. Furthermore there is the English tradition of For- 
eign Service families as there are Navy families and Army families, where the eldest 
son invariably follows in the footsteps of his father, making the service not only a 
matter of national patriotism but also one of family honor. The vast British empire 


“upon which the sun never sets” is in a large sense the achievement of the Foreign Service. 


Knights of Saint John of Jerusalem (Order of Malta), p. 214, is a military and reli- 
gious order known as the Hospitalers, Knights of the Hospital, Knights of Rhodes and 
Knights of Malta. Its origin is very obscure, and frequently a great antiquity has been 
claimed for the Order. One or more of the hospitals which were established in the Holy 
Land by Pope Gregory the Great, in the sixth century and cared for by Charles the Great, 
perhaps existed until the time of the First Crusade and may have given rise to this order.*

Finally as regards the modern pronunciation of the name Olcott, Alcock or Alcott, 
Wolcot or Wolcott, Halkett or Hackett, or any other modification of Olecote, Oulecote, 
Ulecote or Hulcott. it is to be found in ‘“‘An English Pronouncing Dictionary,”* where in 
Olcott the first o-sound is pronounced as in hot; in Alcock and Alcott the a-sound is pro- 
nounced as in father; in Wolcot and Wolcott the first o-sound is pronounced as in hut, 
in cot, cock and cott as the last syllable in the names, the o-sound is as in hot; in Halkett 
and Hackett the a-sound is Hack and Haeck and the e-sound as in it. “This form of 
speech is very widely used by educated people in Southern England, and those whose 
home is elsewhere and whose dialect differs from it considerably, often make conces- 
sions to it, in order that they may be more generally understood. This has been the case 
to a marked degree in the great Public Schools where this kind of speech prevails... . I 
am disposed to ascribe the considerable extension of this form of speech since the middle 
of the nineteenth century chiefly to the influence of women in the home, to the increased 
attention paid to speech in our educational system, and to quickened intercourse among 
members of the English-speaking world.” t 

The variations from de Olcotes to Olcott and Alcock achieved particular promi- 
nence in England in the person of Bishop John (Johannes) Alcock, who was born in Bev- 
erley, Yorkshire, in 1430, and died at Wisbeach, Cambridgeshire, on October 1, 1500, 
an English scholar and prelate, bishop successively of Rochester, Worcester, and Ely, 
whose crest, a cock standing on a globe, is an amusing rebus on his name. 

Bishop Alcock was the founder not only of a grammar school at Kingston-on-Hull, 
but. in 1496 of Jesus College, Cambridge, which he completed about 1497. When the 
Priory of St. Mary and St. Radegund was suppressed—a monastic structure dedicated to 
a Benedictine Sisterhood, established early in the twelfth century—Bishop Alcock reduced 
the building to the needs of a master, six fellows and a certain number of scholars, pulled 
down the aisles of the choir and the nave of the church of the nuns and cut off four bays at 
the west end and added also a library, which still remains as he planned it, and retaining 
the nuns’ kitchen and butteries, produced a most interesting building of perpendicular 
architecture, thus making Jesus the only college in either Cambridge University or Oxford © 
that is monastic and not collegiate.

HE old Norman name de Olcotes, from which the slowly evolving 
surnames of Olcott and Alcock seem to have sprung, is found in 
old London records as Oldcoats, Owlecotes, Oldcoates, Oldcate, 
Oldcott, Olcott and Alcock, and is of very considerable age. In 
Nottinghamshire, round about Blyth, it is found as Oldcoats, 
since the eighteenth century, through that legal idem sonans (the 
same sound), which has ruled in the courts that “when a sound 

is not correctly spelt, if it sounds identically like the name intended to be written, it will 

be sufficient, the error in spelling being disregarded.” 

In those early days when only baptismal names existed and place-names had not yet 
come into use, the name may have derived from the French | ‘Henri,’ Englished into 
“Henry” on the arrival of William the Conqueror, and softened into the well-known 
diminutives, “Hal” or “Al,” which, in the slow evolution of terminology into coat, color, 
profession, business, trade or diminutive, allied to itself, to distinguish it from other 
“Hals,” “Als” or “Henrys,” “cock,” meaning “little” or “son of,” to produce a patro- 
nymic, which in turn produced patronymical variations until, in the thirteenth century, 
nomenclature became fixed and finally formed distinctive family names into distinctive 
family groups, so that surnames grew into place names and place names into surnames in 
the long centuries of Norman rule; “but it was not until the reign of Edward III (1327- 
1377) that the mixed language now termed English, was spoken at the court of London 
and that the hostile distinction of Norman and Saxon seems entirely to have disappeared.’”? 

“The name Olcotes is found in ancient charters as Oulecotes and Olecotes and in the 
Pipe Rolls of John (1199-1216) and Henry III (1216-72) as Ulecote, Ulcote, Ulecot, 





‘Ulecott, Oulecote and Hullcote. It was probably a local designation of old cottages and 


was coined after Domesday Survey, as it does not occur there. 


“But there is another and older explanation of the name, which may possibly com-

mend itself to the etymologist. Hull is a very old English word and is equivalent to sty— 
the place for keeping swine. In early days, when these animals were so very extensively 
fed upon the acorns of our large wooded districts, there is nothing extravagant in the 
supposition that the places where they were collected together should frequently have 
derived their names from them and grown into local designations. The addition of ‘cote’ 
or ‘cotes’ at the end of the name Olcotes forms no fatal objection to this etymology inas- 
much as a second word is perpetually added to explain the first in our local names.’ 

Thus “from the two Anglo-Saxon and Middle English words, Hull—a sty for 
swine and ‘cote’ or ‘cott’—a hut or little house, a cot, cottage, chamber or cell’ is found 
that local designation of old cottages set in the midst of oak and birch, the sylva pastilis 
or pasturable woodland belonging to the manor or estate, where acorns abounded, where 
cattle fed on the herbage under foot and where disafforested lands slowly grew from 
the great game forests of William the Conqueror (1066-87) and his son William Rufus 
(1087-1100) into the towns and villages, the manors and estates, of lords and gentry, 
their villeins and their serfs.’ 

Among these pleasant towns and villages in Nottinghamshire is the little hamlet of 
Oldcoates or Oldcoats, whose name since the seventeenth or early eighteenth century, had 
become a corruption of that of the Norman manor of Olcotes,, otherwise Styrrup Olcotes, 
otherwise Styrrup-cum-Olcotes, of feudal times.’ It lies two miles northwest of Blyth, 
in whose parish it is; perhaps ten miles from Bawtry and Austerfield; five or six miles 
from Scrooby on the borders of Yorkshire; and four miles south of Tickhill—‘‘inter Blie 
et Tickhill”—which was one of the five tournament fields licensed by Richard I (1189- 
1199) in 1194 for the whole of England.® 

“Those who are curious in these matters will discover the approximate site easily 
enough, if they make their way to Styrrup—the place name is suggestive of knights and 
horses—and passing through the little hamlet, take the road that leads to Oldcoates. - It 
rises a little up a gentle eminence and then falls as gently to a rectangular bend in the 
roadway. There is a pleasant wood on the left hand and between the wood and the long 
ridge over which you have just passed is a broad, level expanse. Just hereabouts is the 
tournament ground.” ; 

“In some old deeds relating to Styrrup, mention is made of a common meadow called 
Terminings. This the late Reverend J. Stacy boldly guessed to be a corruption of Tour- 
neyings. ‘The next field is still called The Raker, sometimes written Wreaker, and this he 
connected with the idea of wreaking or avenging knights.”

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“As regards the name Styrrup, it would present an insoluble mystery were it not for 
the Domesday Survey, prepared in the latter part of the eleventh century by order of 
William the Conqueror, 1088, where it is written Estirape, the western division (rape). 
If this is the true derivation of the word, we are carried back to an extremely early period; 
and it is singular that the two words, rape and trithing (riding) should be found in such 
close proximity to each other, for the village of Styrrup is on the very borders of the 
West Riding of York. : 

“In the time of Richard I, Coeur de Lion, (1189-99) and John (1199-1216) the 
place name of Olcotes had become a surname as well, and was borne by Philip de Olcotes, 
Lord of the Manor of Olcotes who, with his great nephew, Ingeram de Oulecotes, were 
‘men of prominence in the North.’ 

“Philip, in the first year of John’s reign, 1 199, allied himself with Joanna, daughter 
and co-heir of Robert de Mesnil of the northern family of Meynell, without obtaining the 
sanction of King John, for which reason he was fined £100 and a war-horse, part of 
which fine was later remitted. In the fifth of John he was appointed Constable of Chinon 
in Touraine and, taken prisoner in battle, the King giving him 200 marcs for his ransom, 
which proved the high estimation in which he was held by his royal master and his 
enemies. In 1214 he received the shrievalty of Northumberland and was invested with 
the offices of Forester of Northumberland and Constable of Bamborough Castle. In 
1216 he and Hugh de Baliol were constituted Governors of all the country north of the 
Tees, and the preservation of the north of England to John after the Barons of North- 
umberland had sworn allegiance to Alexander of Scotland, was undoubtedly due to Philip 
de Olcotes. 

“As he had no children, the manor of Olcotes descended through his sister Margaret, 
who married Hamelin de Bugethorp, to Philip’s great-nephew and Margaret’s grandson, 
Ingeram de Oulecotes, who gave it to his probable kinsman, Roger Darcy (D’Arrecy), 
on condition that he should obtain for him the honour of knighthood and provide for him 
and three of his men maintenance and clothing for his life. 

“The history of so distinguished a man as Philip of Olcotes has a peculiar interest 
for those who have any association with the spot from which he derived his name. In 
1850 and 1860, or thereabouts, there stood at the entrance of the village from Blyth a 
field, which was known as the Manor Yard, in which are extensive mounds, indicating 
the foundations of buildings which may still be traced. Here then, I should be disposed 
to fix the residence of Philip de Olcotes.”* 

"Tt would surely seem that the Oldcoates of today, like the Olcotes of yesterday, 
stranded as it is amid the meadows through which the Ryton flows and half forgotten by

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the lovely Norman town of Blyth, its nearest neighbour, with its great church and spire 
not unlike that of Jumiéres in Normandy, remaining as if part and parcel of the older 
name and family of Olcotes which, whether in its manor or its cottages, whether through 
its lords or its swineherds, seems the undoubted birthplace of the Olcott family. 

It appears the more so in that in 1935, on a visit to her aunt, Miss Mary Olcott, 
in England, the Countess Bianca Bartocci-Fontana, of Rome and Assisi, then Miss 
Bianca Olcott of Rome, carried a message of greeting to St. Mary’s Convent at York 
from the Mother House (which is the Institute of the Blessed Virgin, founded at Rome 
in 1622), at which time she was addressed by the Mother Superior as Miss Oldcoates in 
spite of the fact that her Roman caller several times explained that her name was Olcott. 
At the Convent it was Oldcoates and Oldcoates it remained. At hotels, too, in the West 
Riding and in Nottinghamshire, whenever either her aunt or she wrote their names in a 
hotel register, there was often an interested look cast as at two who had come home from 
foreign parts. 

Curiously enough, it was even so in a great London shop, where purchases were 
made, for the name upon the bill was Oldcoates although it had been given as Olcott, 
thus showing unmistakably that the old name and the old family are recognized in Eng- 
land still, in spite of the fact that in its American forms of Olcott and Alcott it has been 
in use in the United States for fully three hundred years. 

From that little circumference of earth of which Oldcoates, Styrrup and Tickhill, 
Blyth, Bawtry, Austerfield and Scrooby are a part, there went in 1608 four hundred of 
those staunch and formidable Englishmen with their wives and families who, from the 
welter of ritual and laying on of hands in the English Church and from the intolerance 
and discords of the English State of the time of Charles I (1600-1649), set forth as 
“Brownists” and ‘‘Separatists’” on that long journey, first by way of Amsterdam, where 
they stayed a year under the teachings of John Robinson (1575-March 1, 1625); then, 
by way of Leyden, where they stayed eleven years, still under that devoted pastor until his 
death; then, across to England to gather their goods together once more; and at last, 
across an ocean that seemed to have no end, to New Plymouth, where, in 1620, they 
became the founders of the parent colony of New England, having for their governor 
William Bradford of Austerfield (1590-1643), and for their Elder of the congregation 
William Brewster of Scrooby (1560-1654), “who had been private secretary to William 
Davison (c. 1541-1608), the Secretary of State to Queen Elizabeth, and on the disgrace 
of that minister after the execution of the Queen of Scots, retired to Scrooby, a village 
two miles from Austerfield and situated on the great north road, where he held the situ- 
ation of postmaster and in which he was probably born.” 

These two then, Bradford of Austerfield, and Brewster of Scrooby, both men unor- 
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dained and free of any restraint and coercion other than their own and God’s were, there- 
fore, so help them God! able to carry forth that light which, to the Quakers among them 
was the “Inner Light” and to the Separatists “the Light of Individualism,” wherein a man 
bent the knee to no man, not even the King, and took off his hat to none save God only: 
“T alone to the alone.’

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Richard Coeur de Lion, (1189-1199), and John, (1199-1216), the place name of Olcotes had become 
a surname as well and was borne by Philip de Olcotes, who was Lord of the Manor of Olcotes in 1199. 
Philip. de Olcotes married Joanna de Mesnil or Meynell. There were no children. 

The manor of Olcotes descended through Philip’s sister Margaret to Ingeram de Oulecotes, who 
was Philip’s great-nephew and Margaret’s grandson and who gave it to Roger Darcy (D’Arrecy), 
his probable kinsman. The first recorded father-to-son line of descent begins with:

Thomas Olcott,’* son of “Randall (Randle) Alcock,” and brother of John, Wil- 
liam and Alice Olcott, wife of William Wasse, was born, as his will states “‘in the parish 
of Wybunbury, in the County of Chester,” England. His surname was recorded variously 
in London records as Olcott, Oldcate, Oldcote, Oldcott, and Alcock. He was a citizen 
and dyer of the city of London, and a resident there for at least twenty years, though it 
seems apparent from the records that he resided at Greenwich in Kent before removing 
to London, for he was a landed proprietor there until his death. From 1607 to 1621, 
he resided in the Parish of St. Lawrence, Jewry, and it was at the Church of St. Lawrence 
that his children were baptized and where he and his family sat under the great Arch- 
bishop John Tillotson (1630-1694), who there won his vast reputation as a preacher 
during the thirty years preceding his elevation to the See of Canterbury. 

The parish of St. Lawrence, Jewry, was so named from the street of “Old Jewry,” 
where had been the original synagogue of the Jews until their expulsion in 1294, in the 
reign of King Edward I, since when “‘no vestige of its establishment now remains beyond 
the name.” It leads into Aldermanbury, so called from the ancient court or bery of the 
Aldermen, which was held at the Guildhall until World War II, when it was almost totally 
destroyed by bombs. On the left is, or was, the Jacobean Church of St. Mary the Vir- 
gin, Aldermanbury, where Thomas Olcott worshipped after he left the parish of St. 
Lawrence, Jewry. 

The coat-of-arms used by members of the American Olcott family is found in Charles Knowles Bolton’s 


Armory, 1927, and in Sir Bernard Burke’s Landed Gentry, 1939. 


*The result of recent research in England, authorized by Robert H. Olcott, of California, and published 
in 1938 by D. L. Jacobus. 
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He died and was buried December 14, 1627, in London, England. His will, drawn 
May 16, 1626, was admitted to probate in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, Janu- 
ary 5, 1627/28. It is as follows: 


“In the Name of God Amen. The sixteenth daie of Maye in the second yeare of the Reigne 
of our most gracious Soveraigne lord Charles, by the grace of God of England Scotland ffraunce & 
Ireland kinge defender of the faith &c I Thomas Olcott Citizen and dyer of London being weake 
of bodie but of perfect memory praise bee given to god therefore, yet calling to minde the certainty 
of death and the uncertainty of the houre of my dissolucon, doe make and ordaine my last will and 
testament in manner and forme following That is to saie, ffirst and principally, I commend my soule 
into the merciful hands of allmighty god my maker, hopeing & stedfastly beleeveing to bee saved in 
by, and through the death passion, and onely merrittes of Jesus Christ my Saviour and Redeemer. 
My body I committ to the earth whereof it was made, to bee decently buried at the discrecon of 
mine Executors hereafter named And as concerninge such worldly goods and psonall estate as it 
hath pleased god in mercy to lend mee I give will devise bequeath and dispose the same in manner 
and forme following ffirst my will and minde is that after my debts and funerall expences discharged 
and paid, All and singular my goods Chattells plate ready money household stuffe and implem* of 
houshold whatsoever shalbee according to the laudable Custome of the Citty of London, devided 
into three equall parts and porcons Which done I give will and bequeath one parte thereof unto Mar- 
garett my loveing Wife And one other parte thereof I give to my Sonne Thomas and my daughter 
Mary to bee equally devided betweene them except threescore pounds thereof w I give to my 
Sonne John in full satisfaccon of his parte of my goods and Chattells to bee paid him by my 
Executo's at the end of seaven yeares next ensuing after my decease And concerninge my Sonne 
Thomas my will is that his parte bee paid him at the age of one and twenty yeares And for my 
daughter Mary my Will is likewise that her parte bee paid her at the same age or at the daie of her 
marriage or att which of them shall first happen And the third parte thereof I give and bequeath 
in maner and forme as is hereafter menconed viz: I give Will and bequeath unto my said loveing 
wife fiftie pounds in money and the lease & terme of years to come of and in the house wherein I 
lately dwelt now in the tenure & occupacon of M? William Horner Saulter scituate in the p'ish of 
St. Laurence in the old Jury London To hould to her and her assignes during her widdowhoode 
Item I give and bequeath unto my brother John Olcott Twenty mkes in money And to every of his

Whereof I have to every of the foresaid three sheets subscribed my name and to the said parchmt 
labell wherew" they are filed together as aforesaid I have sett my seale proven the daie & yeare first 
abovewritten Annoqu® dm One thousand sixe hundred twentie sixe Thomas Ollcott In the presence 
of Edwa Hide William Hubbeart John Willington.”

Thomas married, about 1605, Margaret, daughter of John Hyde, of London, who, 
in his will, drawn February 26, 1616, and proved November 6, 1617, mentions his daugh- 
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ter Margaret and his son-in-law, Thomas Olcott. Margaret (Hyde) Olcott married, 
second, December 22, 1628, at the Church of St. Mary the Virgin, Aldermanbury, George 
Chalfont, of Honey Lane; she was mentioned in the will of her son, Thomas Olcott,’ 
dated November 20, 1653, as “Mrs. Margaret Charlfount’; a resident of Sepulchre’s 
Parish, I.ondon, at the time of her death; died between August 16th and October 9, 
1678, the dates of drafting and proving of her will, which was as follows: 


“Margaret Chalfont of the city of London, widow, 12 August, 1678, proved 9 October 1678. 
To my daughter Sarah, widow and relict of Timothy Norris deceased, twenty pounds to be paid out 
of the money now in the hands of Mr. George Hocknell, and all my plate and goods in my chamber. 
To my daughter Mary More, the wife of Stephen More, thirty pounds. To my grandchild, Samuel 
Hardie, five pounds. To my grandchild Sarah the widow and relict of Adam Jordan, five pounds, 
and to Adam and Sarah Jordan, her children, six pounds between them. To my sister Susanna 
Harris of New England five pounds if living after my decease. To Mr. Edmund Callamy, min- 
ister, ten shillings. To my son in law Stephen More ten shillings. Ten pounds to be expended at 
my funeral. The residue to my said two daughters Mary More and Sarah Norris whom I make 
joint executrixes &c. Proved by Sarah Norris. REEVE, 108.” 

(She is called “of parish of Sepulchre, London,” in Probate Act Book.) 


Whether she was buried from St. Mary the Virgin, Aldermanbury, where her chil- 
dren were christened and where she was married to her second husband, George Chalfont, 
or from St. Sepulchre, the parish church of “St. Pulchre,” in which parish they lived is not 
yet known; but it cannot be doubted that she loved the beautiful fan-tracery roof of the 
porch, and was interested in the grey gravestone “‘in the church choir on the south side 
thereof” covering the remains of Captain John Smith (1579-1631) “some time Gover- 
nor of Virginia and Admiral of New England,” with its fine epitaph: ‘‘Here lies one con- 
quered that hath conquered Kings”; seeing that her son Thomas Olcott,” sailed on the 
long voyage to New England soon after Captain Smith’s death, when England was filled 
with his deeds and the great land from which he had returned “bearing his sheaves with 
him.” 

Issue of Thomas,! and Margaret (Hyde) Olcott: 


I. Mary Olcott, baptized November 15, 1607; married Stephen (Steven) More; issue; her 
will is as follows: 

“Mary More, wife to Steven More, citizen and clothworker of London (by virtue of an agree- 
ment before marriage &c. and a bond bearing date 14 January 1666 &c.) 22 August 1670, proved 19 
October 1678. A conditional bequest (of three hundred and fifty pounds) to said husband. Other- 
wise fifty pounds of it to my son Samuel Hardie in New England, fifty to his son Robert Hardy 
of New England, one hundred to my daughter Sarah Duke, one hundred to my grandchildren Adam 
Jordan, fifty of it to his sister Sarah Jordaine; the other fifty to be divided amongst the children 
of my deceased brother of New England. Only I will that my aged mother, if she should survive, 
may have the improvement of that hundred pounds to Samuel and Robert Hardie during her life. 
Also I will unto my said mother, Margaret Chalfont, the profit of my lease in Fore Street near 
Criplegate (ten pounds a year) during her life. After her decease I will said lease to my daughter 
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Sarah Duke. To my son Samuel Hardy, out of other estate, fifty pounds and to his son Robert 
twenty pounds and to his wife Mary Hardy my diamond ring, my silver tankard. To my daughter 
Sarah Du(k)e the several sums due upon bonds put out by her in her Aunt Norise’s name or other- 
wise (and other bequests to her). The two children of my said daughter. Bequests to above said 
grandchildren Adam and Sarah Jordine at age of one and twenty. If the said Sarah Duke should 
have any other child or children then &c. My sister Sarah Norise. My daughter in law Ane Auey 
and each of her children. My cousin Prisilow Harwood. Mary Strett, widow Mary Marshall, 
widow. The widow Harrington. Matthew Devise. Ann Westbe nurse to Adam Jordaine. Loving 
friends Edward Palmer, wine cooper, and Isaac Gildersleve, pewterer, to be executors. My hus- 
band’s son Stever More. My husband’s grandchildren. Each of my deceased brother’s children in 
New England. The three children of Anne Avery. Mary Jordan one of the witnesses.

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THE FAMILY IN AMERICA 
I 


THOMAS OLCOTT,’ the American progenitor, son of Thomas,! and Margaret 
(Hyde) Olcott, was baptized February 2, 1613, at the Parish Church of St. Lawrence, 
Jewry, London, England. He was apparently trained in the methods of a merchant 
before his removal to New England. The exact date of that migration is not known, 
owing to the fact that the records of migration between 1632 and 1636 were burned, and 
since Thomas Olcott? did not come in 1630, he must have come between 1632 and 1635. 
It has been claimed that he was one of the Winthrop company that arrived at Boston in 
1630, and that he settled at Newtown, later Cambridge, removing in 1635 to Hartford, 
Connecticut, as one of the original proprietors. Upon the basis of available records, 
however, it may only be safely asserted that Thomas Olcott? appeared at Hartford about 
the year 1638, his previous whereabouts being as yet unascertained. 

Apparently, under the regulation adopted at the time of Hartford’s founding that 
a house lot remaining unimproved for a year should revert to the town, this entry was 
made in the town records, January 10, 1639: 


“Mr. Alcoks House lott being forfeit is taken into the Towns hands 
vntell the next Generall Meeting whoe will either then let him haue that 
agayne or give him answer in some other kinde.”’ 


Four days later the General Meeting acted and the wording of the decision offers 
evidence that Thomas Olcott? purchased his first property in Hartford from an individual 
and did not receive it in a general division among the first proprietors or purchase it 
from the town. On January 14, 1639: 

te . ordrd that mt Alcoks Bargen of land Bought of mrs Higgin- 
son is Confirmed to him vppon this Condycon that he is to haue It yppon 
the same Condycons that Every other man dooth take his lott.” 


He had also a right in undivided lands and on January 3, 1639, received eight acres 
in a common division. In the record of distributions he is listed as having purchased at 
various times some fifty acres of land at Hartford and between the years 1640 and 1648 
he acquired more than twenty parcels of property at Wethersfield. 

Thomas Olcott? was chosen as one of the constables of Hartford, January 21, 1640, 
and served on several occasions as a member of the jury. 

While he was active in real estate transactions and took some part in local civic 
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affairs, Thomas? Olcott’s chief interest was in his mercantile and trading enterprises. His 
activities took him often to the Maryland and Virginia colonies as well as to those nearer 
Connecticut. His volume of business was great and his success immediate. Numerous 
trade bills concerning his business are to be found in the early colonial records. He 
apparently specialized in no one form of merchandise. The following selected items may 
serve to give a partial picture of his activities - 


“Rec of Thomas Olcott? of new England these pcells of goods following. 
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The weh said goods I doe Ingage my selfe to sell for the said Thomas ollcott 
if I can, and to return the produce or the goods againe vnto the said Thomas ollcott 
or his Assigns as wittness my hand this 23rd march one thousand six hundred forty 
& nine or 50 p me Geo: CHOWNINGE” 


Richard Bennett, Governor of Maryland and Virginia from 1652 to 1657, was a 
customer and received prompt service: 


“Mr Olcott. 

pray bee pleased to send mee by this boate a hhd of peas and Like quantity of 
bissket, a barrell of flowre, a hhd of mault and a firking of butter, And charge it to 
ye Accot: of yor Respective freind Ricu: Bennett” 

Decembr 27th 1653. 

“Rec: 

of mt Thomas olcott for ye use of ye Right honorable ye Govrnor 1 Barrell of 
flowre, 1 firking of butter, 1 hhd malt, 1 hh peass, one hundred sixty six pound of

A transaction taking place in Providence (Annapolis), Maryland, March ne 
1653/54, seems to indicate that Thomas Olcott? became ill while on a trip to the South. 
It is the only record of his having appointed an agent to transact important business 
matters. On February 13, 1653/54, he entered into an agreement with John Wood of 
Warwick, Chesterfield County, Virginia, that was to be satisfied “wthin this month.” I¢ 
may have been this bill and several others that Thomas Olcott? appointed John Browne 
to collect according to this statement:

This receipt marked the close of Thomas? Olcott’s career. The exact date of his 
death is not known, but an inventory of his estate was taken March 3d and 6, 1653/54, 
and his will dated November 20, 1653, was presented for probate by his widow, March 
3) 1653/54. 

Died between February 13th and March 3, 1653/54, in Virginia. 

Married, in London, England, Abigail, daughter of David Porter of London,* 
born in 1615. Mrs. Olcott was a capable business woman. Her name frequently appears 
in early Hartford records as a party to many real estate deals. She often loaned money 
on mortgages; one such deed being entered into by Zachariah Field, of Northampton, 
Massachusetts, April 29, 1661, as security for loan of £115. She managed Thomas? 
Olcott’s estate in partnership with her eldest son, and made final provisions as to its 
conduct in her will, dated January 12, 1691/92, and probated, September 7, 1693. She 
died May 26, 1693, aged seventy-eight years and was buried in the cemetery at the rear 
of the Centre Congregational Church, Hartford, Connecticut, beside her husband.

Henry Steele Olcott, son of Henry Wyckoff and Emily (Steele) Olcott, was born 
August 2, 1832; died, at Adyar, India, February 17, 1907; was a believer in Theos- 
ophy, and was a disciple of Madame Blavatsky, who wrote “Isis Unveiled,” wherein 
are the remarkable words, “study to learn; learn to know; know to understand; 
understand to judge.” With Madame Blavatsky, he established Theosophy in the 
United States. This branch of Theosophy is considered to be the principal one 
(although other branches differ as to that). It was continued through Mrs. Annie 
Besant, who was not accepted by all other branches. The International headquarters is 
at Adyar, Madras, India. The United States headquarters is at Olcott, Wheaten, Illi- 
nois—Olcott being the name given to their establishment in honor of Henry Steele 
Olcott; married, April 26, 1860, Mary Epplee Morgan; issue, Richard Morgan 
Olcott, born January 20, 1861 ; married, June 1, 1892, Alice Marie Handley ; issue. 
Emmet Robinson Olcott, son of Henry Wyckoff and Emily (Steele) Olcott, was born 
October 12, 1846; died January 12, 1908; served with distinction in the Civil War as 
an ensign in the Navy, enlisting at the age of sixteen, and was present in the Minnesota 
at the battle between the Monitor and M errimac,; at the close of the war entered the law 
offices of Coudert Brothers where he became interested in international law and studied 
at the University of Berlin. At the outbreak of the Franco-Prussian War, 1870, he 
became correspondent of the New York “Tribune” for the duration of the war. He 
made a specialty of the Code Napoleon of the South American Republics; drew the 
Cuban Railway Laws in force during the American Protectorate, and was counsel for 
the State Controller; spoke five languages fluently; married, June 12, 1875, Mary 
Gardner Clapp; issue: 
a. Lucy May Olcott, born in New York, May 1, 1877; died in October, 1922; mar- 
ried, July 24, 1902, Frederic Mason Perkins, in the Palazzo V ecchia, Florence. This 
marriage was dissolved. 

Frederic Mason Perkins was born in Boston, and lived in China and Japan 
until fifteen years of age and thereafter in Europe; he studied at the universities of 
Leipzig and Rome; after finishing four years of work in Leipzig he went to live in 
Italy which became to him like his own country; is a well-known art critic and one 
of the foremost authorities on early Italian art and author of various articles on 
Italian painters. 

Lucy May Olcott graduated from Hunter College, New York (then called 
Normal College) in 1897; from 1899 her mother and she traveled for several years 
in Italy and other European countries; her charm of personality and her distinction 
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made her friends everywhere and were at once recognized; she was said to resemble 
Sandro Botticelli’s figures and her profile was considered very like that of the well- 
known picture of Beatrice d’Este ; she was remarked wherever she went for her tall and 
distinguished appearance and her open-hearted frankness of manner, as well as for the 
combination of yellow hair and brown eyes in which there were amber and tawny 
lights, and for her fresh and translucent complexion combined with clear-cut features ; 
her marriage brought her into contact with the artistic and literary world of Florence, 
and later into that of well-known museums and circles of art and society ; during her 
years in Italy, the “Guide Book to Siena, History and Art,” by William Heywood 
and Lucy May Olcott, catalogue of the Metropolitan Museum of New York, while 
it assumed the title and outward semblance of a guide book, was no mere catalogue 
of “sights to be seen,” no dry list of pictures with antiquated and haphazard attribu- 
tions—but, the artistic division being entrusted to Lucy May Olcott, whose intimate 
knowledge of Sienese art was supplemented by the counsel and assistance of the 
foremost art critics of that school, became an epitome in an exceptionally convenient 
form, of all that is most authoritative in artistic and aesthetic opinion; on her return 
to New York, she was connected with the Metropolitan Museum of Art and wrote 
on the Italian paintings there; in the early days, she had charge of the collection of 
photographs started by Mr. Clifford; she purchased various pieces for private col- 
lectors and for museums. After leaving the museum and under the Bureau of Uni- 
versity Travel, as well as privately, she conducted groups abroad for several years. 


b. Herman Parker Olcott, born in New York, January 1, 1879; died in Wallingford, 
Connecticut, November 4, 1929; married Evelyn Fogg, of Portland, Maine; entered 
Yale in 1897, and during his college years was No. 4 in Champion Freshmen Crew, 
Center Yale Varsity football team of 1900 (Gordon Brown’s famous team) and All 
America Center, 1900; he graduated from Yale in 1901; after graduation he 
studied law, and traveled around the world; upon his return he became the 
head coach of football at the University of North Carolina, the United States 
Naval Academy, New York University, University of Kansas, and during World 
War I (1917-18) he was an instructor in the Great Lakes Naval Training Station, 
also the Civilian Athletic Director under the Fosdick Commission, later becom- 
ing director of the Freshmen Athletics at Yale as well as of Freshman Football, 
and then Director of Athletics at The Choate School, Wallingford, Connecticut, 
and Head Coach of Football, Basketball and Track. He was generally known as 
“Beau” Olcott from his fine physique, his courteous manners and his charming per- 
sonality and gallant spirit which on all occasions was blithe and debonair. “He was 
such a glorious person and did such fine things,” said his wife, who knew him best. 
The following is an excerpt from a letter to Miss Mary Olcott from the Secretary 
of The Choate School, dated January 27, 1942: 


“] am very glad to enclose a very clear photograph of the picture of Beau Olcott, which now 
hangs in the Trophy Room of our Winter Exercise Building. While the room was not formally 
dedicated, this picture of Beau and the bronze plaque inscription underneath constitute the only 
really personal touch to the entire room. It seemed fitting to those boys in the School, who came 
most closely in touch with Mr. Olcott in their athletics, that this picture and the inscription, both 
in honor of his memory, should be placed there.” The wording on the plaque is as follows: 
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OLGOTA, 


“H. P. BEAU OLCOTT 
1879-1929 
AN ATHLETE, A FRIEND, A MAN, A GENTLEMAN 
I HAVE FOUGHT THE GOOD FIGHT”.

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THOMAS OLCOTT,’ son of Thomas,? and Abigail (Porter) Olcott, was born 
about the year 1637, at Hartford, Connecticut. He was admitted a freeman of the colony 
in May, 1658, some three years after his father’s death when he had become an executor 
of the estate. He received a double share of the paternal property, and while he may have 
been active as a merchant, at least until the final division of the estate in 1699, nothing 
of that nature is recorded concerning him. For a time, he was the proprietor of a tavern 
at “Hop Brook,” between Hartford and Wethersfield “where,” as he wrote, “my honored 
father Thomas Olcott came to live with me at Hop Brook, November Bw1713. 4 

Thomas Olcott® resided at the homestead in Hartford which his mother had pur- 
chased from Joseph Fitch. It was situated at the east side of Main Street between Tal- 
cott and State streets. He acquired also property on the Connecticut River and in 
Wethersfield. By the year 1682, he had purchased an additional forty-two acres on the 
“east side of the Great River” from William Pitkin and in 1710, in partnership with his 
brother, John, he received thirteen and a half acres in the “South Meadow” by the will 
of his nephew, Timothy Hyde. 

He lived to an advanced age and was much esteemed by the inhabitants of Hart- 
ford. He was elected a constable in February, 1668, and served as one of the “List and 
Rate Makers” in 1680, 1681 and 1682. 

The following is the Freeman’s Oath adopted by the General Court in 1634: 


“I (A. B.) by God’s providence an inhabitant and freeman within the jurisdiceon of this 
Commonwealth, doe freely acknowledge myself to be subject to the government thereof, and 
therefore doe heere sweare by the great and dreadful name of the everliving God, that I will be 
true and faithful to the same, & will accordingly yeilde assistance & support thereunto with my 
pe’son and estate, as in equity I am bound and will truly endeavor to maintaine & preserve all the 
libertyes and privilidges thereof, submitting myself to the wholesome lawes and orders made and 
established by the same, and furthr I will not plott nor practise any evill against it, nor consent to 
any that shall soe doe, but will timely discover & reveale the same to lawful authority now here 
established for the speedy preventing thereof. Moreover, I do solemnly bynde myself in the sight 
of God, that when I shall be called to give my voice touching such matter of this state wherein 
ffreemen are to deale I will give my vote and suffrage as I shall judge in my own conscience may 
best conduce & tend to the publique weale of the body without respect of pesns or favr of any man. 
So helpe me God in the Lord Jesus.” 


Died April 5, 1719.

George Frederick Houghton, who was born May 31, 1820, at Guilford, Vermont; a 
resident of St. Albans, Vermont; a graduate of the Episcopal Institute at Burlington, and of 
the University of Vermont in 1839; studied law under the Honorable Benjamin Swift, his 
father-in-law, and was admitted to the bar in 1841; established himself in practice as a part- 
ner of the Honorable Mr. Swift; secretary of Civil and Military Affairs under Governor Carlos 
Coolidge in 1849-50; state’s attorney for the county of Franklin in 1851-52; also served as a 
United States Commissioner; a distinguished biographical writer, making contributions to 
many standard works; founder of the “Vermont Transcript,” in 1854; a founder, president 
and secretary of the Vermont Historical Society for many years; associated with his brother, 
Dr. Roland Houghton, of Flushing, Long Island, in the management of the “Church Journal” ; 
a member ot St. Luke’s Protestant Episcopal Church at St. Albans, and often a delegate to

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diocesan conventions; a trustee of the Protestant Episcopal Theological Seminary of New

Dr. Alfred Swift Houghton, who was born January 21, 1855, at St. Albans, Vermont ;

William Smith, founder of one ot two Jamaica and several Long Island families of the 
name of Smith, was a resident of Jamaica about the middle of the seventeenth century, having 
come, it is said, by way of Weymouth, Massachusetts; died some time before the year 1670; 
married Magdalen , who married, second, Captain Richard Olmstead, of Huntington, 
Long Island. Issue, among others, 





Wait Smith, who was an extensive land owner in Jamaica and vicinity; undoubtedly the 
Wait Smith of Jamaica mentioned in the wills of William Osbourne, February 10, 1682, John 
Talman, September 3, 1707, and Nathaniel Denton, his brother-in-law, May 29, 1719; execu- 
tor of the estate of Jonathan Davis, in February, 1674, and an administrator of the estate of 
his father-in-law, Robert Ashman, of which an inventory was presented August 13, 1689; 
married Phebe, daughter of Robert and Katrina Ashman, of Jamaica. Issue, among others, 


Wait Smith, who was designated “Senior” to distinguish him from his son of the same 
name; disposed of his property in Jamaica and removed to Goshen, Orange County, New 
York, where he was a yeoman and a considerable landed proprietor; an executor of the estate 
of Caleb Smith, a kinsman, in 1732; his will, drawn September 4, 1750, was admitted to 
probate October 12, 1753; died in 1753 at a comparatively early age; married Charity Tread- 
well. Issue, among several children, 


Deacon John Smith, who was born in the year 1741, at Goshen, New York; active in 
religious affairs, as his title indicates; a Revolutionary soldier, he met his untimely death, 
apparently as a result of such service; died in the year 1776; married, in 1762, Sarah, a 
cousin, daughter of Caleb and Phebe (Bayles) Smith. Issue, among others, 


Asa Smith, who was born February 21, 1763, at Goshen, New York; a resident of 
Goshen and Newburgh, New York, where he seems to have confined himself to agricultural 
pursuits; died, at Newburgh, May 20, 1802; married, November 3, 1785, Sarah, daughter 
of Daniel and Sally (Thompson) Carpenter; she was born September 27, 1765, and died 
January 25, 1840. Issue, among others, 


Ira Smith, who was born August 18, 1797, at Goshen, New York; resided for some 
years at Newburgh, New York, whence he removed to Brooklyn, New York; a founder and 
first president, serving until his death, of the South Brooklyn Savings Bank; died, May 5, 
1870, in Brooklyn, New York; married, February 16, 1819, Sarah Wisner Steele, born at 
Baltimore, Maryland, December 22, 1800, and died at Brooklyn, New York, March 6, 1863, 
daughter of William Steele (born August 29, 1771, at Avondale, Scotland; died, May 29, 
1856, at Brooklyn, New York) and Sarah (Wisner) Steele (born September 17, 1777, at 
Goshen, New York; died, at Baltimore, Maryland, December 31, 1800). Issue, among others, 


William Asa Smith, who was born August 28, 1820, at Newburgh, New York; a grad- 
uate of Princeton College in 1838; began the study of medicine, but abandoned it for a mer- 
cantile career; removed to Trenton, New Jersey, in November, 1884; a member of the New 
Jersey Historical Society and of the Natural History Society of New Jersey; died, November 
3, 1894, at Trenton, New Jersey; married, June 8, 1841, at Newburgh, New York, Louisa 
Mary, daughter of Charles Henry and Lucinda (Bellows) Bellows; she was born January 
19, 1820, at Newburgh, and died August 31, 1877, at Brooklyn, New York. Issue, among six 
children, Sara, the second daughter, and the eldest and youngest daughters being 
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Augusta Smith, who was born August 24, 1842; a member of the Society of Colonial 
Dames and the Daughters of the American Revolution; aided materially by supplying data in 
completing the published “Bellows Genealogy”; married Captain Charles Bunker Dahlgrén 
(see Dahlgrén, p. 52), and 


Harriet Louisa Smith, was born June 14, 1854, at Brooklyn, New York; died, at St.

XIII. Sir Robert Peyton, Knight, who, in many of his evidences, is styled Chevalier 
and Monsieur; married, first, Lady Christiana de Apleton, widow of William de Apleton, 
and heir to lands in Haxwell and Boxford, who died in the 19th of Edward II (1284-1327), 
leaving no issue; married, second, Joan de Marney, of the family of Layer Marney, of 
County of Essex.

XVI. Sir John de Peyton, of Peyton Hall, who died October 6, 1416/17, 4th of 
Henry V (1387-1422); married, in 1407, Grace Burgoyne, who died May 6, 1435 or 1439, 
daughter of John Burgoyne, of Drayton, County of Cambridge. Issue, two sons and one 
daughter, his successor being his elder son, 


XVII. Sir Thomas de Peyton, who was born February 14, 1416/17, and baptized at 
Dry-Drayton in Cambridge; died July 30, 1484; the King’s officers appointed him high sher- 
iff of Cambridge in 1443 and 1453; married, first, Margaret, daughter of Sir John Bernard; 
married, second, Margaret Francis, daughter and co-heiress of Sir Hugh Francis, and widow 
of Thomas Garney or Garnish, of Kenton; she died December 12, 1458. His son and suc- 
cessor by his second wife was 


XVIII. Francis de Peyton, of St. Edmundsbury and Coggeshall, in the County of 
Essex; died in 1529, and was buried in the Church of St. James; married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Reginald Brooke, Esquire, of Asphall, Stoneham, County of Suffolk.

XIX. Christopher Peyton, lived in St. Edmundsbury; married Jane, daughter of 
Thomas Mildmay, of Essex.

XX. Right Honorable Thomas Peyton, of St. Edmundsbury, who was a member of 
Parliament for Dunwich in 1557, and a customer* of Plymouth; married Lady Cecilia, daugh- 
ter of Sir John Bourchier, by his second wife, Lady Eleanor Manners. Issue, 


XXI. Thomas Peyton, of the Peytons of Iselham, and so acknowledged by Sir Edward 
Peyton, Baronet of Iselham, Knight; his son, 


XXII. Henry Peyton, of Lincoln’s Inn, London, was born about 1590. He was 
sworn clerk, or lawyer, of the High Court of Chancery in London, to which he was appointed

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about 1625, after serving the required five-year apprenticeship; matriculated at Gray’s Inn in 
1630, and is mentioned as one of the clerks of Lawrence Maydwell, a clerk of the Court of 
Chancery in 1630; in the following year he was appointed a court examiner and must have 
held the office for a score of years; these were times of great political unrest, when the Round- 
heads and the Cavaliers fought for supremacy ; Henry Peyton espoused the cause of the King 
and supported many men in arms against Parliament; therein lies the reason why four of his 
sons, Sir Robert, Colonel Valentine, Henry and Lawrence, two of them permanently, left for 
Virginia during this period; for atime Henry could not perform his legal duties, but in 1651 
the court ordered that his case be dismissed and that he be not included in the ordinance of 
sequestration ; died, in London, during March or April, 1656; married Katherine Bateman. 
Issue, among twelve children, 


XXIII. Henry Peyton, Gentleman, the founder of the family in America, who was 
born in London, England, in 1630/31, and baptized in the Church of St. Dunstan-in-the-West, 
on February 25, 1631. The connection of Henry Peyton with the Iselham line is proved by 
an ancient document long held by the Peyton descendants and is supported by “Le Neve’s 
Catalogue of Knights,” which records substantially the same information with certain cross 
references. 

The apprentice book of the Merchant Tailors Company of London discloses that, on 
April 7, 1647, Henry was apprenticed for seven years to Samuel Grove of Old Change. To 
be a member of this guild was a marked distinction; the company was originally licensed by 
Edward I (1239-1307), about the year 1300, under the name ‘The Linen Armourers.” On 
its rolls were many kings and dukes, barons and knights. Henry Peyton, on August 1, 1655, 
became a free member of the guild, his master at the time being Richard Partington. 

The first appearance of Henry Peyton in Virginia occurred in 1656. The governor of 
the colony, Richard Bennett, had granted, in 1654, four hundred acres of land called Sandy, 
or Ragged Point, in Westmoreland County, on the south side of the Potomac River, to Rich- 
ard Codsford, in consideration for the transportation into the colony of eight persons. This 
land Codsford granted on June 20, 1656, to Henry Peyton, “Citizen and Merchant Tailor of 
London.” Connected with the transaction were his brothers, Valentine Peyton, as witness, 
and Lawrence Peyton, as Richard Codsford’s attorney. Henry became an extensive land- 
holder, with additional land conveyed to him in 1057 by Valentine, consisting of one grant of 
a thousand acres, another of five hundred acres. in Stafford and Westmoreland counties, mak- 
ing his total holdings one thousand nine hundred acres. Died about May, 1659. His will, 
dated May 17, 1658, was probated October 20, 1659, in Westmoreland County, Virginia. 
Married Ellen Partington, the daughter probably of Richard Partington, who was Henry 
Peyton’s master while the latter was a merchant tailor’s apprentice. Issue, three sons, the eld- 
est being 


XXIV. Henry Peyton, who was born in Westmoreland County, in the year 1656. He 
set up his residence on the Aquia Creek, his father’s estate in Stafford County, Virginia. 
Married Ann , according to an inscription on the tomb of his son, John Peyton. Issue, 
among others, 





XXV. John Peyton, who was born in Stafford County, Virginia, in 1691. He lived on 
a five hundred acre estate at Stony Hill, three miles north of Stafford Court House. Five 
miles from the latter place he owned a still larger estate of eight hundred acres, called Tusculwn. 
In the Prince William County records John appears as witness to two deeds in 1733. His 
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descendants at the Yelverton estate in Fauquier County hold the original of a deed in which 
Lord Fairfax granted one thousand two hundred and ninety-nine acres in Stafford County, 
September 4, 1745, to John Peyton. He was elected burgess from 1736 to 1740 and again 
in 1757. From 1745 until his death he served his community with distinction as its magis- 
trate. The Aquia Church benefited by his ability, for he was vestryman and clerk of Quan- 
tico Parish in 1737, and Overwharton Parish in 1757. His name and the date of the rebuild- 
ing of the church in 1757 are on a marble tablet set in the balcony of the church, and is still 
in perfect condition. John Peyton had an unblemished reputation for piety, benevolence, 
honesty and frieudliness. Governor Robert Dinwiddie, seeking a man with broad influence 
and reliable knowledge of the surrounding country, summoned him to the capitol in 1754/55, 
to confer with him as to the most suitable route for General Edward Braddock’s expedition, 
and George Washington, as appears from a letter written by John to his cousin Henry Peyton, 
“was of the opinion that my position as magistrate of the county, and one of the chief landed 
proprietors, would not have a little weight in securing codperation, and inquired whether if 
prepared to undertake the appointment to proceed to Winchester and secure horses, supplies, 
etc. I would accompany Sir John St. Clair at once.” John Peyton, however, asked to be 
excused from the strenuous physical duties, for already he was sixty-four years of age; but 
Washington insisted, whereat Mr. Peyton consented to reconsider the matter. 

Died May 12, 1760. His will was dated March 29, 1760, and probated June 11, 1760. 
At Stony Hill, his son, Yelverton, erected a tomb to his memory. Married, first, about 1730, 
Ann Waye, who died about 1750. Married, second, in 1752, Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Rowzee. Issue, by first wife, six children. Issue, by second wife, two children, the elder 
being 


XXVI. John Rowzee Peyton, who was born October 19, 1754, at Stony Hill, Stafford 
County, Virginia, and baptized November 17, 1754. As a youth he studied at Dumfries Acad- 
emy for four years, then matriculated at William and Mary College, and graduated with 
the degree of M. A. in 1772. The year following, he traveled to Florida, where he met with 
colorful adventure, for the Spaniards captured him, and carried him to New Mexico. Released 
in 1774 he returned to Virginia, where, on October roth, he fought in the battle of Point 
Pleasant. Colonel John L. Peyton, his grandson, in a letter to Horace Edwin Hayden, the 
historian, wrote that John Rowzee Peyton fought courageously in the Virginia Continental 
Line from 1776 to 1783. During his war service he won "by his dauntless valor and faithful 
discharge of duty the sobriquet of the ‘Hero Boy’ of 1776.” His contemporaries found in 
him a man of strong convictions, who expressed his opinions in newspaper articles, which 
revealed his clarity of thought and marked ability as a writer. 

Died in the autumn of 1708. 

Married, in 1777, Ann, daughter of Howison and Mary Townshend (Dade) Hooe.

XXVII. Colonel Rowzee Peyton, who was born at Stony Hill, Stafford County, Vir- 
ginia, August 29, 1789. He served as private in Captain John C. Edrington’s company, 45th 
Virginia Regiment, through the War of 1812. At Aquia Church, he acted as warden in 1815 
and served as vestryman from then until 1825. During the year 1810, his neighbors recog- 
nized his loyalty and devotion by electing him lay deputy to the Diocesan Council of Virginia. 
The charm of his native surroundings could not, however, hold him. About 1835 he left the 
South, residing for the remainder of his life at Geneva, New York. 
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Died, at Geneva, New York, October 10, 1867. 

Married, first, about 1818, Eliza Strother Gallagher, who was born in Virginia, May 12, 
1791 ; died October 28, 1822, daughter of Bernard Gallagher. 

Married, second, February 1, 1826, Eliza, daughter of John Boyles and Martha (Mc-

XXVIII. Hamilton Murray Peyton, who was born March 17, 1835; a graduate of 
Rutgers College with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1855; established residence at Duluth, 
Minnesota, where he was president of the American Exchange Bank; married, March 2, 1864, 
Martha, daughter of Henry Newton, of Syracuse, New York. Issue, among ten children, 


XXIX. Bronson Murray Peyton, who was born August 25, 1870; president of the 
Minnesota National Bank of Duluth; married Daisy Phillips.

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DAHLGREN— 


Borje Eric-son or Ersson the English of which surname means Henry’s son, founder of 
the Swedish family of Dahlgrén, was born in the year 1593 at Dahlen; by royal decree in 
1615 he was authorized to assume the surname Dalilgrén, a locality designation denoting “of 
or from Dahlen.” 


Bernard Ebbe Dahigrén of Norrkoping, Sweden, who married Lady Anne M. Neu- 
hauser, had issue, 


Dr. Johan Adolf Dahlgrén, who was born at Norrkoping in 1744, and had issue, Sir 
Carl Adolph Dahlgrén, Knight of Wisa, physician to the court of Sweden, whose only son, 
Sir Johan Dahlgrén, died June 7, 1876, without issue, and 


Bernard Ulrich Dahlgrén, whose descendants in America are the sole bearers of the name 
either in Sweden or elsewhere ; he was born May 12, 1784, in Sweden, and graduated from the 
famous Upsala College; a man of giant stature and a most prosperous merchant; because of 
republican activities at Gefle, he was forced to flee his native land and his property was con- 
fiscated by the crown; found refuge in the United States, arriving at New York in 1806; 
possibly through the good services of his distinguished brother, persecution was withdrawn if 
he remained in exile, and as a possible means of remuneration he was appointed Swedish con- 
sul at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; held this office until his death in 1824; married, November 
19, 1808, Martha, daughter of James Rowan, a Revolutionary officer. Issue, 


Rear-Admiral John Adolphus Bernard Dahlgrén, U. S. N., who was born November 
13, 1809, at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Admiral Dahlgrén received his education at a Quaker school, and was further tutored 
by his father to the extent that, at the age of fifteen, he was a master of Latin, Spanish and 
mathematics. He desired to enter the United States naval service at an early age and, when 
his first application was refused, he shipped as a common sailor on the merchant brig, Mary 
Beckett. He was not yet sixteen when he returned from the voyage and wrote his first article 
of observations, “The Fragment,” which was published by the “Saturday Evening Post.” 

On February 1, 1826, he received his appointment as acting midshipman in the United 
States Navy. After service aboard the Macedonia and the Ontario, he became a passed mid- 
shipman in 1832. In 1833 he was assigned to the Naval Station at Philadelphia, and it was 
here, in his leisure hours, that he began the study of law. Failing eyesight, a trouble that was 
to assail him for many years, first made its appearance in 1833. After several months of sick 
leave, in February, 1834, because of his known mastery of mathematics, he was assigned to 
duty with the United States Coast Survey. He made the first scientifically measured base 
line in the United States on Long Island and otherwise distinguished himself, attaining the 
rank of second assistant in the survey. On March 8, 1837, he was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant. 

As the intense work of the survey further imperiled his eyesight, he was forced to enter 
the Naval Hospital and was later granted permission to go to Paris, France, to receive treat- 
ment. On his return in 1839 and upon the advice of his physician, he settled in the country 
for several years. 

Admiral Dahlgrén returned to active duty in 1843, being stationed at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. Late in the same year he went out to the Mediterranean aboard the U. S. S. 
Cumberland. It was on this two-year cruise that he tested the percussion lock he had devised 
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in 1935, but did not patent it until 1847. It was the forerunner of a notable series of inven- 
tions and new departures in naval armament. 

In 1847 Admiral Dahlgrén was assigned to ordnance duty at Washington, D. C. He 
made the department peculiarly his own; developed and expanded it to the point where it 
may truthfully be said that he was the Father of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance. He expanded 
it from a mere office of design to a manufacturing and testing plant as well. He sponsored 
over the strongest opposition new methods of gun and armament construction. Guns of his 
own design were known throughout the service as “Dahlgrén’s,” and they rendered excellent 
service. 

During his sixteen year period as head of the Bureau of Ordnance, Admiral Dahlgrén 
also served as an instructor in gunnery at Annapolis. He found time to compile several 
standard authorities on naval armament and also to perfect devices that won him the designa- 
tion “a man of science and an inventive genius.” 

Upon the outbreak of the Civil War, although he was only a commander in rank, he 
was given command of the Washington Navy Yard. On August 5, 1862, as of July 16, 1862, he 
was promoted to the rank of captain. In February, 1863, he was created a rear-admiral with 
the voted thanks of Congress and an extension of ten years more of service on the active list 
in recognition of his distinguished achievements. 

Admiral Dahlgrén requested service at sea and he succeeded Admiral Samuel Francis du 
Pont in command of the South Atlantic Blockading Squadron, taking a prominent part in the 
campaigns on the coast of South Carolina, Georgia and Florida. He resigned this post July 12, 
1865, and in the following year assumed command of the South Pacific Squadron. 

In 1868 he returned to the Bureau of Ordnance and he was relieved of duty at his own 
request, July 12, 1870. 4 

Rear-Admiral John Adolphus Bernard Dahlgrén died July 12, 1870, at Washington, 
D. C.; married, first, January 8, 1839, at Philadelphia, Mary Clement Bunker; she was born 
July 26, 1817, and died June 6, 1855; married, second, August 2, 1865, Madeleine (Vin- — 
ton) Goddard, who published his “Notes on Maritime and International Law” in 1877. 
Issue, among ten children, and of seven by the first wife, 


Captain Charles Bunker Dahlgrén, U. S. N., who was born October 23, 1839, in Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, during his father’s retirement to the country to mend his impaired 
eyesight. 

Captain Dahlgrén received his education at the Rittenhouse Academy, Philadelphia, and 
he studied ordnance and steam engineering at the West Point foundry. He was extremely 
active in the Union service during the Civil War, both with the army and the navy. As a sol- 
dier he took part in both battles of Bull Run. In 1861 at the time of the capture of Mason and 
Slidell he had entered the navy and was serving aboard the U. S. S. San Jacinto. He was at 
the capture of New Orleans aboard the Octarora, was executive officer of the Glide at the cap- 
ture of Arkansas Post. He underwent the running fire of the Vicksburg batteries aboard the 
General Sterling Prince. In 1864 he was first lieutenant of the Onondaga. As commander of 
the Gettysburg he was one of the two surviving officers among five, who led the assault on Fort 
Fisher. 

Captain Dahlgrén resigned his commission upon the close of the war, although he was 
implored to stay in service. He went to the far west to engage in his profession of engineer- 
ing, and after some years returned east to settle at Trenton, New Jersey. He became a noted 
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OLCOTT 


author of war papers, of books on mining and allied engineering subjects and on naval arma- 
ment. In particular he wrote of his father’s achievements in “The Dahlgren Gun.” 

He was a commander of the New Jersey Naval Reserve at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War and he reéntered active service to take part in the assaults on Santiago Harbor 
and Manzanillo in July, 1898, aboard the U. S. S. Resolute. 

Captain Dahlgrén was a member of the Loyal Legion, the Grand Army of the Republic, 
the Dahlgren Naval Veteran Association, the American Geographic Society, the Long Island 
Historical Society, and the New Jersey Historical Society. He was a Master Mason, mem- 
ber of Montauk Lodge. Married, December 17, 1867, at Brooklyn, New York, Augusta Smith 
(see Smith, p. 44). Issue:

Basil Gordon, the American progenitor, son of Samuel Gordon, was born May 15, 
1768, in Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland; removed to the Virginia Colony about the year 1783 
and settled in the town of Falmouth; a man of considerable substance; a planter and exporter 
of tobacco; proprietor of Wakefield Manor in Rappahannock County, Virginia, which was 
still in the possession of the family as late as the year 1910; died in 1847; married Anne 
Campbell Knox, daughter of William and Susannah (Fitzhugh) Knox, of Windsor Lodge, 
Culpeper County, Virginia. Issue, of two sons and a daughter, 


Douglas Hamilton Gordon, who was born October 17, 1817, at Falmouth, Virginia; 
attended the University of Virginia; raised and equipped a company for the Confederate 
States of America at the beginning of the Civil War; extremely poor eyesight kept him from 
the field, but he served as best he could in the quartermaster corps; offered the office of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the cabinet of President Jefferson Davis, but declined; married, 
first, Mary Ellen Clarke, of Gloucester County, Virginia ; married, second, Anne Eliza, daugh- 
ter of John Hampden and Mary L. (Massie) Pleasants.

Douglas Huntly Gordon, who was born October 5, 1865, in Virginia; a graduate of

Elder John White, founder of the family in America, was a resident of Messing, County 
Essex, England; he sailed for New England aboard the ship Lyon on June 22, 1632, which

freeman the following year; removed to Connecticut and with other settlers of Hartford and 
Wethersfield joined in the settlement at Piquanoke, later Stratford, in October, 1639; it is 
said that he chose the name of Stratford for the new town; a founder of the First Congre- 
gational Church and a leading figure in local civic affairs; served as deputy from Stratford

Samuel Terry, founder of his branch of the family in America, is said to have been 
born in April, 1632, at Barnet, near London, England; brought to the colonies, as a youth 
under apprenticeship, by Colonel William Pynchon, and settled at Springfield, Massachusetts ; 
granted ten acres of land in the “Chickkupee Plain,” at Springfield, January 7, 1654/55; 
received additional grants of land there and also at Westfield and Enfield, Connecticut, between 
the years 1663 and 1665; one of those who signed a remonstrance concerning imposts on river 
traffic in 1668; a member of the night watch in 1673, a surveyor of highways in 1678, and 
mentioned as “formerly a constable” in 1681; ascribed to the oaths of allegiance with his son 
Samuel, in December, 1678, and January, 1678/79; one of the committee to establish the 
bounds between Springfield and adjoining towns in 1685; again constable in 1693; a weaver 
by occupation, he trained several lads in the art including his stepson Ebenezer Scott; died 
in the year 1730; married, first, January 3, 1660/61, Ann Lobdell, who died in May, 1684; 
married, second, November 19, 1690, Mary (Bliss) Scott, a widow, who died, September 27, 
1705. Issue, among six children, all by the first wife, 


Captain Samuel Terry, who was born July 18, 1661, at Springfield, Massachusetts ; 
removed to Enfield, Connecticut, where his father had been long a proprietor, about the year 
1683; styled “gentleman” when appointed executor of his father’s estate in 1730; engaged in 
agricultural pursuits and prominent in civic and military affairs; served the town as constable 
and selectman on several occasions; ensign of the local militia until the year 1716, when he 
was made captain; died, January 2, 1730/31, at Enfield, Connecticut; married, first, May 17, 
1682, at Springfield, Hannah, daughter of Miles Morgan, Jr.; she died January 17, 1696/97;

TIMOTHY OLCOTT,* Gentleman, son of Timothy? and Eunice (White) 
Olcott, was born October 11, 1739, and baptized October 11, 1741, at Bolton, Con- 
necticut. He grew to manhood probably at Bolton and removed to Vermont before 1766. 

He engaged in agricultural pursuits in the vicinity of Chester, Vermont (then New 
York), where he was proprietor of a farm on Williams’ River. Mr. Olcott sold a tract 
of more than forty acres along Williams’ River to Charles Mann, of Chester, August 7, 
1791. On October 22, 1796 he divided his homestead between his sons, Thomas Chand- 
ler Olcott and Bulkley Olcott. 

He was commissioned as coroner of the county of Cumberland in the province of 
New York, on April 7, 1768, as is shown by the letters patent following, which have 
been handed down in the family of Timothy Olcott, Gentleman, until this day and is now 
(1954) in the possession of Miss Mary Olcott, of Casagmo, Ridgefield, Connecticut. 


George the Third by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France and Ireland King Defender 
of the Faith and soforth: 

To all to whom these Presents shall come or may come or may Concern Greeting. Know ye 
that We Reposing especial Trust and Confidence in the Loyalty Prudence and Integrity of our 
Loving Subject Timothy Olcott Gentleman, have therefore of our especial Grace certain knowledge 
and meer motion Nominated Constituted and appointed, and by these Patents do Nominate Con- 
stitute and appoint the said Timothy Olcott to be one of the Coroners of our County of Cumber- 
land in our Province of New York in America; with full Power to use Exercise and enjoy all the 
Powers Jurisdictions of Authorities Privileges and appurtenances to the same belonging or apper- 
taining. To have and to hold the said Office of one of our Coroners of our County aforesaid, 
together with the Salaries, Fees, Perquisites, Proffits, advantages, Privileges, Preeheminences and 
appurtenances to the same belonging or appertaining or which might or should belong to the same 
unto him the said Timothy Olcott for and during our pleasure. In Testimony whereof we have 
Caused these our Letters to be made Patent and the Great Seal of our Province of New York to be 
hereunto affixed. Witness our Trusty and well-beloved Sir Henry Moore Baronet our Captain 
General and Governor in Chief in and over our Province of New York and the Territories depend- 
ing thereon in America, Chancellor and Vice Admiral of the same: at our Fort in our City of New 
York the seventh of Day of April in the Year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and Sixty 
Fight, and of our Reign the Eighth.

Mr. Olcott had been commissioned a coroner first in 1766 and he was finally suc- 
ceeded, August 18, 1778, by Samuel Warriner and Oliver Kidder. He presided over the 
inquest, held at Westminster, March 15, 1775, on the body of William French, who had 
been killed in one of the riots arising from Vermont’s struggle to secure its independence 
from New York and New Hampshire. 
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He was an early worker for national freedom, being chosen, at a meeting in Chester, 
October 10, 1774, one of a committee ‘‘to Joyn with the County Comtee to make reports 
to sd Comtee of Correspondence in the Metropolous of this Province.” He joined in 
formulating the resolution of that meeting which read: 


“Resolved first That the People of America are Naturally Intitled to all the Privileges of Free 
Borne Subjects of Great Britain, which Privileges they have never forfeited. 2ly, Resolved that 
Every Man’s Estate Honestly Acquired is his Own and no person on Earth has A Right to take it 
Away without the Proprietor’s Consent unless he forfeit it by Some Crime of his Committing. 3ly, 
Resolved that all the Acts of the British Parliament Tending to take Away or Abridge these Rights 
Ought not to be Obeyed. 4ly, Resolved that the People of this Town will Joyn with their Fellow 
American Subjects in Opposing in all Lawfull ways Every Incroachment on their Natural Rights.” 


In September, 1775, he signed the Association agreement pledging his life and honor 
to the struggle for independence. He served the town as selectman from 1777 to 1780, 
and again in 1782, 1788 and 1789. He was recorded as a “freeman” of Chester, Sep- 
tember 7, 1778. 


His will, dated October 25, 1796, reads as follows: 


IN THE NAME oF Gop AMEN— 


I, Timothy Olcott of Chester in the County of Windsor, State of Vermont, Esq., being well in 
health & of sound disposing mind & Memory, but calling to mind the mortally of my body & that 
I must sooner or later yield my body to the dust & my soul to that God, who is the universal Creator 
& wise dispenser of all things; & conscious that doing my duty to my beloved family, is in some 
measure doing my duty to my God, have thought it my Indispensible duty to make & do hereby make 
& ordain this my last will & Testament. 


First, of all, I give & recommend my soul to that God who is the primeval source of created beings 
& my mortal body to its mother earth, to be interred in a decent becoming, but not expensive manner, 
firmly believing that at the day of the general resurrection, I shail receive the same from the hands 
of my benevolent Creator into whose hands & to whose mansions of bliss & glory, I hope to be 
received as a subject of eternal happiness. And as to my worldly estate which God has been pleased 
to bless me with in this life, I give, devise, & dispose of the same in manner following (viz). 


Imprimis—It is my will & I hereby order that all my honest debts which I shall owe at my decease 
and all necessary funeral charges be paid without fraud or deceit by my executor. 


Item—lIt is my will & I hereby order that my beloved wife Elizabeth Olcott have, hold and enjoy 
one half of all my stock, personal (viz) one half of all my personal estate of what kind 
name or nature forever, and one half of all my household furniture during my life and 
her life and at her death the same is to revert to my Executor. 


Item—It is my will & I order that my Beloved son Timothy Olcott, Jr. have five shillings lawful 
money out of my estate to be paid to him by my executor within six months from my 
decease. 
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Item—It is my will & I hereby order that my beloved son Thomas Chandler Olcott have hold & 
enjoy to him and his heirs forever one undivided moiety or half of all my real estate 
not heretofore deeded to my son Timothy Olcott, Jr., & deeded & devised to my son 
Bulkley Olcott, one moiety of my sd real estate I have this day conveyed to sd Thomas 
by deed & this moiety is the other for him the said Thomas his heirs & assignes to have 
hold and enjoy after my decease & the decease of my said wife Elizabeth free from all 
incumbrance by his paying out the Legacies hereafter mentioned. & I further will & 
order that the sum contained in a certain bond of this date from my son Timothy to me 
of this date for four hundred dollars conditioned to pay two hundred dollars be the 
property of my son Thomas in trust for the legatees hereafter mentioned & likewise 
the sum of two hundred dollars to be paid to my executor by my son Bulkley Olcott 
which will be hereafter mentioned, & further I will & order that my son Thomas have 
hold and enjoy all & singular one half of my personal estate from the day of the 
date of these presents & one half of my household furniture, he the said Thomas will & 
truly paying to my beloved daughter Betty Smith the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
paid to her & her heirs within eight years from my decease; and also to my beloved 
daughter Eunice Olcott one hundred and sixty five dollars and sixty five and two thirds 
of a cent, to be paid to her by my executor within five years of my decease or should 
the then said Eunice contract matrimony before that time one half of that sum to be 
paid at her marriage and the other half within one year from my decease; to my beloved 
daughter Hannah Beaman, twenty five pounds lawful money or eighty three dollars and 
thirty-three and one third cents to be paid within eight years, one half of said sum and 
the other half within two years from this date—and also to my beloved daughter Lucy 
Olcott one hundred and sixty-five dollars and sixty-five and two third cents, to be paid 
half within five years and the other half in ten years from this date, or should she be 
married before that time one half to be paid at her marriage & the other half in twelve 
years from this date; and also to my beloved daughter Eusebia Olcott the sum of one 
hundred and sixty five dollars and sixty five and two third cents to be paid within twelve 
years from this date; & also to my beloved daughter Roxellana the sum of one hundred 
and sixty five dollars and sixty-five and two thirds cents to be paid within fifteen years 
from this date. 


Item—It is my will & I hereby order that my son Bulkley Olcott have hold & enjoy one certain 
tract of land in Chester bounded as follows (viz). Beginning at the bridge and at the 
south branch of the Williams river and runs down the said branch to the middle branch 
so called and then down the said middle branch to the great eddy so called or to the con- 
fluence of the north and middle branches of the said Williams river, & then turning and 
running quite a course to the road from said south branch bridge to my own house as 
will contain eighteen acres & one quarter and then up said road to the place of begin- 
ning, he the said Bulkley paying to me during my life or to my executor two hundred 
dollars, one half to be paid within twelve years from this date, and the other half within 
fifteen years from this date. 


Item—It is my will & I hereby order to give to my beloved daughter Betty Smith one hundred dol- 
lars to be paid by my executor within eight years from my decease. 


Item—I give & devise to my beloved daughter Eunice Olcott one hundred sixty-five dollars and 
sixty-five and two thirds cents to be paid to her by my Executor within five years after 
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my decease or if she should be married before that time, one half to be paid at her mar- 
riage and the other half within one year from my decease. 


Item—I give and devise to my beloved daughter Hannah Beaman eighty three dollars and thirty- 
three and one third cents to be paid to her or her heirs one half in eight years and the 
other half in ten years from this date by my executors. 


Item—I give and devise to my beloved daughter Lucy Olcott one hundred and sixty-five dollars and 
sixty five and two thirds cents to be paid to her or her heirs by my executor one half 
in five years and the other half in ten years from this date or should she marry before 
that time, one half to be paid at her marriage and the other half twelve years from this 
date. 


Item—I give and devise to my beloved daughter Eusebia Olcott one hundred and sixty-five dollars 
and sixty-five and two thirds cents to be paid by my executor twelve years from this date. 


Item—lI give and devise to my beloved daughter Roxellana Olcott one hundred sixty-five dollars 
and sixty-five and two thirds cents to be paid by my executor fifteen years from this 
date. 


Furthermore, it is my will and I hereby order that if either of my said sons should die, without heirs 
begotten of their bodies that whatever is devised herein. to such one shall be equally 
divided between the whole of my heirs and if either of my daughters should die, without 
heirs begotten of their bodies their devise shall be equally divided among all my sur- 
viving heirs except Timothy Olcott, Jr. 


And Furthermore, I make, constitute and appoint and ordain my beloved son Thomas Chandler 
Olcott, sole executor to this my last will and testament. The words deeded and devised 
in the second page, and tis date in the fourth page in the devise to Hannah Beaman, 
and dollars and sixty-five in the fourth page in the devise to Eusebia Olcott, and the 
words die and heirs toward the close made before figuring.

Deacon John Chandler, who was baptized July 27, 1634, at Bishops-Stortford, England; 
came to New England with his parents and settled at Roxbury, Massachusetts; removed to 
Woodstock, Massachusetts (later Connecticut), in 1686; selectman, moderator and deacon of 
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the local church; died, April 15, 1703, at Woodstock; married, February 16, 1658, at Rox- 
bury, Elizabeth Douglas {see Douglas, p. 74). Issue, among eight children, 


Honorable John Chandler, who was born April 16, 1665, at Roxbury, Massachusetts; 
removed to Woodstock, Connecticut, with his parents and became exceedingly prominent in 
local affairs; chosen as the first town clerk, November 27, 1690, and reélected in March, 
1692/93; served as the first school teacher at Woodstock: a member of the “Town Commit- 
tee” in 1693/94, and a selectman in 1694; received land at Woodstock and near Muddy 
Brook for his services as town clerk; removed to New London where he was licensed ‘“‘to 
keep a house of entertainment” in 1698; returned to Woodstock and resided in the south 
section; surveyor in April, 1703; deputy to the General Court at Boston in 1711 and several 
times thereafter; major of a Worcester, Massachusetts, scouting company during the Indian 
disturbances of 1722; promoted to the rank of colonel, subsequently ; upon the establishment of 
Worcester County, Massachusetts, in 1731, he became judge of the first Probate Court; com- 
missioned June 30, 1731, as chief justice of the Court of Common Pleas and General Ses- 
sions; the “Boston News Letter” of August 18, 1743, stated that “To his wisdom and pru- 
dence the order and regularity of Woodstock (under God) has been vastly owing”; died, 
August 10, 1743, at Woodstock; married, first, November 10, 1692, Mary Raymond (see 
Raymond, p. 75) ; married, second, November 14, 1711, Esther (Britman) Alcock, widow of 
Palsgrave Alcock. Issue, among ten children, all by the first wife, 


Judge Thomas Chandler, who was born July 23, 1709, at Woodstock, Connecticut ; 
Lieutenant-General on the expedition to Cape Breton, in 1 745; represented Woodstock at the 
New Haven General Court of 1751; town clerk and treasurer in 1753; justice of the peace 
‘for Windham County and Woodstock; commissary of the First Connecticut Regiment in May, 
1759; removed to Walpole, New Hampshire, in 1761; a selectman there the following year; 
a first settler at New Flamstead, New Hampshire, now Chester, Vermont, coming from Wal- 
pole in 1763. This township was first granted by Governor John Wentworth as Flamstead, and 
later it was re-granted as New Flamstead. Most of the original proprietors were residents of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, and neighboring towns. The first settlement was made by Thomas 
Chandler and his sons John and Thomas in 1764. They were soon followed by seven men 
from Worcester and Malden, Massachusetts, and Woodstock, Connecticut. Some of the early 
settlers came from Rhode Island. In 1766 Governor William Tryon of New York granted a 
charter for this town which he called Chester, and under this charter the lands of the town 
are now held. Chester was made the shire-town of Cumberland County, through Judge 
Chandler’s efforts, and enjoyed that honor until 1772, when the county seat was removed to 
Westminster. Judge Chandler served as moderator, clerk, treasurer and collector in 1763; a 
justice of the peace for Albany County, New York, and a colonel of infantry in 1766; obtained 
a charter for the town of Chester, New York (later Vermont), from Governor Tryon, of 
New York; issued Letters Patent thereto, July 18, 1766, still to be seen in the Town Rec- 
ords of Chester, Vermont; appointed surrogate judge in July, 1766 and March, 1768; mod- 
erator and supervisor of Chester frequently; chief justice of the county courts in April, 
1768; it is said that he built the jail and courthouse in Chester at his own expense; donated 
land for the Baptist meetinghouse and graveyard; with his wife, Elizabeth Eliot, he was 
instrumental in organizing the first Congregational Church of Chester; died, June 20, 1785, 
at Westminster, Vermont. 
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On Old Home Day, June 29, 1909, at Chester, Vermont, two stone markers were set 
and dedicated. The first, placed on the roadside near the Merrill Stevens farm residence, 
bore this inscription: “Ip the meadow opposite this stone, a few rods from the road, were 
built the two first log houses in town by Jabez Sargeant and Thomas Chandler.” The second 
marker was set in Factoryville, and bore this inscription: 

“Site of the first court house, built in 1766.” 

Mr. E. J. Davis in accepting the first marker for the town, said among other things: 


“We recall the memories of these early settlers and especially the first settler, Thomas Chand- 
ler, with reverence and love. Thomas Chandler must have had an eye for beauty when he 
settled in this beautiful, fertile valley.” 


The Honorable Hugh Henry made the presentation speech for the second marker: 


“We have come from the service of marking the first efforts of the man 
whose initial work fashioned the rude forest and the tangled swamp land 
through himself and his successors into the sunny pastures and fertile mead- 
ows that today yield sustenance and delight; to pay tribute to the man and 
his ambition that strove for commercial and political prestige for his town. 
The man, Thomas Chandler, his ambition, to make this town the centre of 
the legal business of the east side of the State. His plans were so earnest 
and well perfected that in 1766 the county of Cumberland was established, 
comprising all the settled portion of the State east of the Green Mountains 
and Flamstead, now Chester, designated as the county seat. This distinction 
so earnestly labored for by Thomas Chandler was short-lived in its benefit 
and events soon placed us in the position of the ordinary town so far as the 
legal business of the community was concerned, but this was accomplished 
only after Mr. Chandler had exhausted every effort to prevent it and, as after 
events seem to indicate, impoverished himself in the attempt, we must there- 
fore accord to him, not only the praise of earnest endeavour, but the greater 
virtue of disinterested patriotism. 

“Thomas Chandler died a prisoner for debt at the jail in Westminster, 
June 20, 1785. He had, just before that, petitioned the Legislature to direct 
his property to be divided among his creditors and he be discharged from jail. 
Such an act was passed June 16, four days before his death, but did not reach 
him in time to secure his discharge. It was believed that any person remov- 
ing his body from the jail limits would be holden for the debts on which he was 
confined, and hence his grave was begun inside the jail yard, and extended 
into the public cemetery which adjoined. 

“The mutations of fortune in the lives of men is here exemplified, and 
it seems passing strange, and almost unjust, that he, whose energy and high 
standing among his fellowmen wrought the establishment of a county, should 
die a prisoner for debt within the walls of the jail of that county... .” 


Honorable Gilbert A. Davis in the historical address for Old Home Day said con- 
cerning Judge Chandler: 


“Thomas Chandler thus describes the condition of affairs when he first 
moved to New Flamstead. His description was made at a later period than 
his removal. ‘When I first moved to Chester, I was the first man with a 
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family that had, in this part of the country, moved out from the river, and 
there was no road from the river to Chester nor from Chester to Albany.’ 

“On the 13th of March, 1775, at Westminster, had been shed the first 
blood of the Revolution. In this tragedy Judge Chandler of Chester was a 
prominent actor, and from his position on the bench naturally sustained the 
British government, to whose authority he was indebted for his place, so far 
as to open the court according to law.” 


Honorable Gilbert A. Davis) : 


“We, the subscribers, inhabitants of that District of Land commonly called and 
known by the name of the New Hampshire Grants, do voluntarily and solemnly engage 
under all the ties held sacred amongst mankind at the risque of our lives and fortunes, 
to defend by arms the United American Colonies, against the hostile attempts of the Brit- 
ish Fleat and armies until the present unhappy controversy between the two countries 
shall be settled. ASSOCIATION SIGNED, SEPTEMBER 2d. 1776.” 

Amongst 40 names were the following: 


Thomas Chandler, Timothy Olcott, John Chandler, Thomas Chandler 
Jr., and Charles Mann, Sr. 

“Thomas Chandler, Sr., has been subjected to much undeserved criti- 
cism. No overt act of disloyalty by him for the Revolutionary cause has ever 
been established. He did not aid or abet the Royalists. Let us examine 
briefly the history of this first settler of Chester with candor and unprejudiced 
mind. At the time of the Westminster massacre of March 13, 1775, he was 
the chief judge of the inferior court of common pleas, established under the 
laws of the province of New York, then having jurisdiction over Cumberland 
county. He had presided at a meeting of the settlers in Chester, October 10, 
1774, at which the defiant and ringing resolutions had been adopted, which

_ [have just read to you. He had said publicly, a few days prior to the assem- 


¢ 


bling of the March 13th court, that it would not be best to hold the court ‘as 
things then were,’ but on reaching Westminster he yielded to the more reso- 
lute will of Judge Sabin of Brattleboro, and convened the court as the law 
required them to do. Remember, that this was March 1 3, 1775, more than a 
year prior to the Declaration of American Independence, and while the prov- 
ince of New York was in full possession of the governmental affairs. From 
the accounts of these events, it is evident that Judge Chandler exerted himself 
to avert the violence that followed on that fateful day and conducted himself 
with prudence and dignity throughout the difficulties. He was imprisoned for 
two or three days by the opposite party and though released on bond was never 
brought to trial. The Revolutionary party had seized the court house and jail 
and run the court on the principle that possession is nine points of the law 
and might makes right. He appears to have been zealously on the popular 
side, that is, the Revolutionary side in the next few years. He was deeply 
embarrassed, financially, in his later days, and not being able to pay his debts, 
was committed to jail at Westminster, according to the laws of those days, 
a proceeding that in these enlightened modern times would not be tolerated. 
He petitioned the legislature for an act of insolvency in his favor. It was 
finally granted June 16, 1785, but on June 2oth of the same year he died in

A, p. 55. Copy (still from the historical address by 
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jail at Westminster. Note the changed conditions under the United States 
bankrupt law of the present time. Under those laws, Judge Chandler never 
would have gone to jail for a debt, because if he honestly surrendered his 
attachable property, he would have been discharged of his debts... . It is 
said that Judge Chandler died in disgrace and in jail. I admit that he died 
in jail, but Judge Chandler was not committed to jail for crime—unless ‘an 
empty pocket is the worst of crimes.’ . . . I take issue with the statement 
in Thompson’s. Gazetteer of Vermont, that those debts were the result of 
dishonesty. In these modern days under the same circumstances, Judge 
Chandler would not have been imprisoned, but would have been freed from 
his debts under beneficent operation of the United States bankrupt law or 
State insolvent law. The fact that the legislature of Vermont enacted a 
special Insolvency Act in the case of Judge Chandler, indicates that he was 
able to show that he ought to have been and would have been honorably dis- 
charged from his debts by due process of law and discharged from his impris- 
onment, had he not died within four days after the enactment of that special 
law. 

“T resent and hurl back the imputation cast upon Judge Chandler in 
Thompson’s Vermont Gazetteer. 

“Judge Thomas Chandler’s career should be honored by the citizens 
of Chester because he was the leading and energetic man who twice secured 
the establishment of Cumberland county, with Chester as the county seat, and 
did more than any other man toward the erection of the court house and jail 
there, and to promote and upbuild the town.” 


Judge Thomas Chandler married, November 23, 1732, at Windsor, Connecticut, Eliza- 
beth Eliot (see Eliot, p. 79) ; her husband being the first settler of Chester, and she was the 
first white woman known to have resided in Chester or that vicinity ; issue, among five children, 


Elizabeth Chandler, who was born January 17, 1744,* at Woodstock, Connecticut ; called 
“Flizabeth Chandler, Junr.” in the Chester Town Records, apparently to distinguish her from 
Elizabeth (Eliot) Chandler, her mother; died, January 23, 1827, at Chester, Vermont; mar- 
ried Timothy Olcott.’ 

At Chester in the old Riverside burying ground by the Baptist Church there is 
inscribed on a slate stone, two by three feet, under a “Rising Sun”: 

“Mrs, ExvizaseTH Oxcort 
Consort 
of Trmotsy Oxcott, Esa. 
died January 23, 1827 
aged 82 years 
She was the second female 
that came to town.” 


“Oh cruel Death, the end of fate, 
Thou robbed me of my loving mate, 
Her age was eighty years and two 
When from the world her spirit flew.” 
This tombstone and others of her family were raised, straightened and placed upright as 


they once stood, by their descendant, Miss Mary Olcott.

Arms*—Argent, a man’s heart gules ensigned with an imperial crown proper; on a chief azure 
three stars of the first. 


Deacon William Douglas, the founder of his branch of the family in America, was 
born in Scotland, about the year 1610, the son of Robert Douglas, of Scotland; migrated to the 
colonies before 1640, and is said by tradition to have landed at Cape Ann, Massachusetts, and 
to have resided briefly in Gloucester; removed to Boston and was admitted “a townsman,” 
August 31, 1640; a resident of Ipswich, Massachusetts, in 1641, but returned to Boston by 
the year 1645; admitted a freeman of the Massachusetts Bay Colony in 1646; finally settled at 
New London, Connecticut, in the year 1659; one of those named in the King Charles Patent 
for New London in 1663; selectman in 1663, 1666 and 1667; town-clerk in 1667 and 1668, 
and moderator of the town meeting in 1668; active in several other civic capacities; as deacon 
of the New London Church he took it upon himself to hold the contribution box at the 
door of the meetinghouse ; at the time of his death Reverend Simon Bradstreet wrote: “He was 
an able Christian and the poor church will want him much”; died, July 26, 1682, at New 
London, Connecticut; married, in 1636, either in Scotland or England, Anna, daughter of 
Thomas Mattle, of Mattle Ringstead, Northamptonshire, England; she was born in 1610 and 
died at New London, Connecticut, about the year 1685. Issue, among five children, 


Elizabeth Douglas, who was baptized August 26, 1646, at Ipswich, Massachusetts; died 
September 23, 1705; married Deacon John Chandler (see Chandler, p. 68). 


* All those engaged in the celebrated pilgrimage of the heart of Robert Bruce, in addition to Lord Steward 


Douglas, were given the winged heart to be incorporated with their arms.

‘Richard Raymond, of Somersetshire, England, progenitor of this branch of the family 
in New England, was a resident of Salem, Massachusetts, before the year 1634; a brother of 
John and William Raymond also early settlers at Salem; admitted a freeman, May 14, 1634; 
received a grant of land on Winter Island “for fishing, trade and to be built upon” in Janu- 
ary, 1636; a member with his wife of the First Church at Salem; a mariner and shipownet 
by occupation; purchased land at Norwalk, Connecticut, in 1662, and removed to that 
locality; engaged in coastwise trade to Manhattan Island from the home port of Norwalk; 
finally settled at Saybrook, Connecticut, in 1664; died, in the year 1692, at Saybrook; mar- 
ried Judith Issue, among seven children, 





Cornet Joshua Raymond, who was baptized March 3, 1639, at the First Church, Salem, 
Massachusetts; a settler at New London, Connecticut, in 1658; served as one of the com- 
mittee to establish the town bounds in an agreement with the Indian leader, Uncas, in 1668; 
one of the committee to lay out the road through the Indian Reservation between Norwich and 
New London; a considerable proprietor of “Indian lands”; served as cornet of Captain 
Palmer’s Troopers, in 1672; served as commissary of the New London troops in King Philip’s 
War; died, April 24, 1678, at New London, Connecticut ; married, December 10, 1659, Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Nehemiah Smith ; she married, second, George Dennis. Issue, among nine 
children, 


Mary Raymond, who was born March 12, 1671, at New London, Connecticut; died, 
April 8, 1711, at W oodstock, Connecticut; married Honorable John Chandler (see Chandler, 


p. 69). .

ELIOT— 


Arms—Argent, a fesse gules, between two bars-gemelle wavy sable. 
Crest—An elephant’s head, argent, collared gules. 
Motto—Occurrent nubes. 


Bennett Eliot lived in Widford, Hertfordshire, England, where he was recorded in the 
parish of St. John the Baptist, and was buried at Nazing, County Essex, November 21, 1621. 
He and his family removed from Widford to Nazing between 1606 and 1610. Married, at 


Widford, October 30, 1598, Letteye (Lettice) Aggar, who was buried at Nazing, March 16, 
1620. Issue, among seven children, 


Reverend John Eliot, founder of the family in America, who was baptized August 5, 
1604, in the Church of St. John the Baptist, at Widford, Hertfordshire, England; at fourteen 
he entered the University of Cambridge, taking his B. A. in 1622 from Jesus College; in the 
library of that college is a copy of the first edition of his Indian Bible, bearing this inscription: 

“Pro Collagio Jesu 
Accipias, mater, quod alumnus humillimis offert 


filius, oro preces semper habeas tuas 
Johannes Eliot” 


For Jesus College, 
Accept, Mother, I pray what a most humble alumnus 
offers a son ever having thy prayers. 
John Eliot 
A keen student of languages; usher in Reverend Thomas Hooker’s Grammar School near 
Chelmsford, County Essex, England; sailed for the colonies on the ship Lion, arriving at 
Boston, Massachusetts, November 3, 1631; pastor of the First Church at Boston until 
November 5, 1632, when he was ordained the first minister of Roxbury, Massachusetts, 
remaining as pastor of this church until his death; devoted and zealous in christianizing 
the Indians, he earned the lasting designation of “Apostle to the Indians,” and mastering the 
Indian tongue, he preached to the aborigines in their own language. His famous Indian 
Bible was printed under the auspices of the Society for Propagating the Gospel; “The 
New Testament” was published in 1661 and “The Old Testament,” a catechism and a 
translation of the “Old Bay Psalm Book,” all in 1663; both Testaments were issued in second 
editions in 1680 and 1685, respectively; a “Grammar of the Indian Language” was com- 
pleted in 1666. Deeply interested in scholastic as well as religious education, he established 
schools whereby the Indians might obtain a systematic understanding of their own language 
forms; conveyed an estate of seventy-five acres in 1689 for “the maintenance, support and 
encouragement of a school and school master” at Jamaica Plain, near Roxbury; this school 
was to be for all children, including negroes and Indians. He was distinguished for piety, 
learning and philanthropy, and was characterized as possessing qualities of humility, disinter- 
estedness and generosity; renowned for his religious work in England, and Europe as 
well. Married, at Roxbury, Massachusetts (intentions published), September 4, 1632, “Anne 
Mumford,” or Mountford, who died March 22, 1686-87, aged eighty-four years. Cotton 
Mather wrote concerning them: “He left behind him in England a virtuous young gentle- 
woman, whom he had pursued and purposed a marriage unto; and the coming hither the 
year following that Marriage was consummated in the Month of October, A. D. 1632. 
. . . . That one wife which was given him from the Lord, he loved, prized, cherished with 
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a kindness that notably represented the Compassion which he thereby taught his Church to 
expect from the Lord Jesus Christ, and after he had lived with her for more than half an Hun- 
dred years he followed her to the Grave in Lamentations beyond those which the Jews, from the 
figure of a letter in the Text, affirm that Abraham deplored his aged Sarah with; her depart- 
ure made deeper Impression upon him than what any common Affliction could. His whole 
conversation with her had that Sweetness, that Gravity and Modesty beautifying of it that 
everyone called them Zachary and Elizabeth. His family was a little Bethel for the worship 
of God constantly and exactly maintained . . . -, and unto the daily Prayers of the Family 
his manner was to (give a) Reading of the Scriptures; which being done ’twas also his man- 
ner to make his young People to choose a certain passage in the chapter and give him some 
Observation of their own upon it. He was likewise . - . . strict in the Education of his 
children and more careful to mend any error in their Hearts and Lives than he could have to 
cure a Blemish in their Bodies. No Exorbitancies or Extravagancies could find a Room 
under his Roof, nor was his house any other than a School of it? RP 

“The wife of his youth lived with him until she became the staff of his age, and she 
left him not until about three or four years before his departure, to those heavenly regions, 
where they now together see light. She was a woman very eminent both for holiness and 
usefulness and she excelled most of the daughters that have done virtuously. God made her 
a blessing not only to her family, but to her neighborhood; but when at last she died, I heard 
and saw her aged husband, who else very rarely wept, yet now with tears over her coffin before 
the good people, a vast concourse of whom had come to her funeral, say: ‘Here lies my dear, 
faithful, pious, prudent, praying wife; I shall go to her and she shall return to me.’ The 
husband followed the wife on May 20, 1690, aged eighty-four. His last words were: ‘Wel- 
. come joy.’” Morton* states that “He was a person excellently endowed, and accomplished with 
Gifts of Nature, Learning, and Grace, of comely Proportions, ruddy complexion, cheerful 
countenance, of quick Apprehension, solid Judgment, excellent Prudence; learned both in 
Tongues and Arts for one of his time, and studiously intense in acquiring more knowledge. His 
abilities and Acceptations in the Ministry did excell; His Piety, Faith, Love, Humility, Self- 
deniall, and Zeal, did eminently shine upon all occasions. . . . In a word, there was so much of 
God in him, that all the wise and godly who knew him, loved and honoured him in the Lord, and 
bewailed his death.” 

Issue, among six children, Reverend John Eliot, of whom below, and Joseph Eliot, p. 78. 


Reverend John Eliot, son of Reverend John and Anne (Mumford or Mountford) 
Eliot, was born August 3, 1636, at Roxbury, Massachusetts; a graduate of Harvard College 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1657 and that of Master of Arts in 1659; a sound 
classical scholar and well informed in current scientific matters; established as pastor of Cam- 
bridge Village (Newton), Massachusetts, July 20, 1664, after some six years of vicarious 
preaching ; also trained in the Indian language by his father and his father’s assistant before he 
settled at Newton; after his ordination he held regular services fortnightly for the Indians at 
Stoughton, Massachusetts; notel for zealous piety and great eloquence; died, October r3, 
1668, at Newton, Massachusetts: married, first, Sarah, daughter of Thomas Willett, of Swan- 
sea, Massachusetts, and New York, who died June 13, 1665; issue, two daughters; married, sec- 
ond, at Newton, May 23, 1666, Elizabeth Gookin (see Gookin, p. 81). Issue, by second wife, 
Judge John Eliot, p. 78.

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Joseph Eliot, son of the Reverend John Eliot and Hannah (Mumford or Mountford) 
Eliot, was born December 20, 1638; imbued from earliest childhood with religous zeal and 
earnest convictions, it was but natural that he should delight in following his illustrious father’s 
footsteps by embracing the ministry ; accordingly he became a student-at Harvard College and 
graduated from that institution with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1658; immediately he 


‘ began to study the Indian languages ; as the old record has it, “Mr. Joseph Eliot being tendered 


by his father to bee Imployed in the Indian worke and hlmselfe manifesting his Reddiness to 
attend the same, was promised due Incurragment according as hee shall Improve himselfe in 
learning the Language”; this encouragement was in part compensation to the amount of about 
£10; later he seems to have come to a different decision as to his life’s work and perhaps his 
father was keenly disappointed to have him give up the Indian call, for there is no record that 
John Eliot ever visited his son, Joseph, or held other communication with him; at Northampton, 
Massachusetts, Joseph signed the Church Covenant July 4, 1661. Some time after he was 
associated with the Reverend Eleazer Mather, uncle of Cotton Mather, in the ministry of the 
Northampton Church, a man with whom he was on very friendly terms; the people of Northamp- 
ton held Joseph in such high value that they offered him all sorts of attractive inducements to 
remain with them, including the building of a house; but he declined in favor of Guilford, 
whose congregation had for some years been seeking a minister of a certain calibre. As the Rev- 
erend Thomas Ruggles expressed it, “after the inhabitants of Guilford had Waded thro these 
Troublesome times, Providence provided for them a pastor after God’s own hart, to feed them 
with knowledge and understanding; for, about the year ’64 or ’65, The Renowned Mr. Joseph 
Eliot, Son of the Famous and Pious Mr. John Eliot of Roxbury, The Indian New England 
Apostle, was called and Introduced and by the Laying on of the Hands of the Presbytery was 
Ordained to the pastoral office in the church. Mr. Mather of North Hampton, with whom Mr. 
Eliot had lived for some time before he came to Guilford, being the chief in the ordination” ; 
Joseph took up his duties at Guiliord some time prior to 1664; there, due to his high standing 
and the esteem in which he was held, his services were in constant demand in a wide scope of 
Capacities ; to quote again from Reverend Mr. Ruggles’ writing, “Mr. Joseph Eliot was for many 
years the conspicuous minister of Guilford, whose great abilities as a devine, a politician, and a 
physician, were justly admired, not only among his own people, but throughout the colony, where 
his praises are in the churches; the church and Town Greatly flourished under his successful 
Ministry, and Rose to Great Fame in the Colony” ; in 1681 the General Court at Hartford, Con- 
necticut, granted two hundred acres of land to Mr. Eliot, who was similarly endowed with land 
by Guilford; a fruit tree stood on his home lot until 1865, when a wind storm blew it down; 
the bell that was cast from the ten pounds he left for that purpose in his will is still used to call 
the people to church; died, May 24, 1694, in Guilford; in his memory a perpetual memorial 
was established by his descendants in the form of the “Joseph Eliot Memorial Scholarship” 
at Yale College; married, first, about 1675-76, Sarah, daughter of William and Martha 
(Burton) Brenton, of Rhode Island, by whom he had four daughters; married, second, about 
1684-85, Mary Wyllys (see Wyillys, p. 83), by whom he had two sons and two daughters. 


Judge John Eliot, son of Reverend John and Elizabeth (Gookin) Eliot, was born April 
28, 1667, at Newton, Massachusetts; brought up in the home of his maternal grandfather, 
Major-General Daniel Gookin, by whom he was greatly beloved; a graduate of Harvard Col- 
lege in 1685; removed to Connecticut and resided at Windsor, where he became a judge 
of the local court; died, at Windsor, Connecticut, March 25, 1719; married, first, October 31, 


. 1699, Elizabeth (Stoughton) Mackinaw, of Windsor, who died November 24, 1702; married, 
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second, December 19, 1706, Mary Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 87). Issue, among several chil- 
dren and the third child by the second wife, 


Elizabeth Eliot, who was born May 14, 1712, at Windsor, Connecticut; died, at Chester, 
Vermont, December 22, 1794; married Judge Thomas Chandler (see Chandler, p. 72). 
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GOOKIN— 


Arms*—Gules, a chevron ermine between three cocks or. 
Crest—On a mural crown gules, a cock or, crested, barbed, beaked, and membered gules. 


The name of the English family of Gookin, as appears from the Visitation of Kent, was 
originally Cokeine, or Colkin. 


Arnold Gookin, or as he is variously registered in English pedigrees, “Arnoldus Gokin” 
or “Arnoldus Cokeine alias Gookiene,” was a resident of Ickham Parish, County Kent, Eng- 
land, during the reign of King Henry VII (1485 to 1509). His son, 


Thomas Gookin, was born about 1518; resided at Bekesbourne not far distant from 
Canterbury, England; died and was buried at Bekesbourne, June 14, 1599; married, first, 
about 1538, Amy Durrant, daughter of John Durrant of Littlebourne; married, second, in 
1583, a license being issued on June 22d of that year, Sybell Blacke, a widow, who died in 
August, 1598. Issue, all by first wife, among six children, an only son, 


John Gookin, who was born about the year 1545; a resident of Bekesbourne, England, 
until the year 1567; purchased Appleton Farms, in Waldershire Parish, Kent, England, 
and settled there for some fifteen years; attenaed church in the adjoining parish of 
Ripple; purchased Little Betteshanger in Northbourne, Kent, in February, 1586, and removed 
there; contributed £50 to the support of the kingdom upon the threatened attack of the 
Spanish Armada, January, 1588/89; inherited the Bekesbourne estate from his father and pur- 
chased the Manor of Ripple; aman of considerable wealth; spent his declining years at Ripple 
Manor; received the grant of arms noted above; died June 23, 1622/23, at the house of his 
son, Carrigaline, Cork, Ireland; married, October 28, 1566, at Bekesbourne, Catherine Denne 
(see Denne, p. 92). Issue, among twelve children, 


Daniel Gookin, who was baptized October 28, 1582, at Ripple Parish, Kent, England; 
received land near Ripple from his father, January 20, 1608/09; sold property in Kent, June 
19, 1619, and acquired the cattle and lands of Carrigaline on the Conbuoy River near Cork, 
Ireland; disposed of the estate to Richard Boyle, first Earl of Cork (born 1566), but 
resided there for some years on lease; active in the settling of Virginia from 1620 onward, 
transporting men, cattle and provisions; arrived in Virginia “out of Ireland,” as recorded 
by Captain John Smith, November 22, 1621; received a patent from the Virginia Com- 
pany, November 21, 1621; returned to England in April, 1622 aboard the ship Sea Flower; 
received a confirmation patent to his lands at Newport News the beginning of a planta- 
tion called Marie’s Mount, in honor of his wife; took an interest also in the New England 
Company; frequently journeyed from Ireland to England in the interests of his enterprises; 
removed finally from the estate he had sold to the Earl of Cork and resided in the city of 
Cork proper at Red Abbey in the parish of St. Fin Barr; died, February or March, 1632/33, 
at Cork, Ireland; married, January 31, 1608/09, at Canterbury Cathedral, Mary, daughter 
of the Reverend Dr. Richard Byrd, Canon of the Cathedral and granddaughter of John Meye, 
Bishop of Carlisle. Issue, among five sons, 


* Granted to John Gookin in the year 1609 by Sir William Segar, Garter King at Arms, and used by 
Major-General Daniel Gookin as a seal. 
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Major-General Daniel Gookin, who was born in the latter half of the year 1612, 
at Ripple in Kent, England; spent his boyhood at Carrigaline, Cork, Ireland; removed 
to his father’s plantation at Newport News, Virginia, where he was first recorded February 1, 
1630/31 ; received 2,500 acres on the south side of the James River, in February, 1634/35; dis- 
posed of the Marie’s Mount plantation and journeyed to England about 1638, and was prob- 
ably active as a soldier in The Netherlands; returned to Virginia in 1641 with his wife and 
child; burgess of Upper Norfolk, Virginia, and captain; sympathetic with the Puritans, 
he removed from Virginia after the passage of the Act of Conformity, and in 1643 
acquired land near Annapolis, Maryland; sailed for Boston, Massachusetts, in May, 1644; 
admitted to the First Church there May 26th and admitted a freeman May 29, 1644; 
settled briefly at Roxbury and finally at Cambridge, Massachusetts; deputy in 1649 and 
1651, speaker of the house in 1651, governor’s assistant from 1652 to 1657 and 1677-86, 
superintendent and agent to the Indians, 1656, 1661-87, captain of Cambridge militia, and 
sergeant-major of a Middlesex County, Massachusetts, regiment in 1675, and colonel in 1680; 
Served as major-general of the Massachusetts Bay military forces from 1681 to 1687; died 
March 19, 1686/87, at Cambridge, Massachusetts; married, first, license issued November 
II, 1639, by the Bishop of London, Mary Dolling, of St. Dunstan in the West, London; she 
died October 27, 1683, at Cambridge, Massachusetts; married, second, about the year 1684, 
Hannah (Tyng) Savage. Issue, all by the first wife, among nine children, 


Elizabeth Gookin, who was born March 14, 1644/45, at Roxbury, Massachusetts; died, 
at Braintree, Massachusetts, November 30, 1700; married, first, Reverend John Eliot (see 
Eliot, p. 77) ; married, second, Major Edmund Quincy (see Quincy, p. 94).

The Herald’s Visitation of Warwickshire, England, made in the vear 1619 records all! 
that is known of the origin of the Wyllys, or as the name was originally written, Willis, fam- 
ily.

Governor George Wyllys, born at Fenny Compton, County Warwick, England, in 
1590; founder of the family in America, is recorded in the Visitation of Warwickshire as 
“Georgius Willis de Fenni Compton, aet 29, 1619”; one of the original planters of Hartford, 
Connecticut ; on his estate stood the Charter Oak, famous in Connecticut history; served as 
magistrate from 1639 until his death, as deputy-governor in 1641, and as governor in 1642; 
he was “famed for his social and domestic virtues, his simplicity and his love for civil and 
religious liberty, a distinguished Englishman of means, he had abundance of time to notice the 
trend of public affairs, and becoming interested in the Puritan cause he decided to leave Eng- 
land and to settle amongst the Puritan Colony in America”; died, at Hartford, Connecticut, 
March 9, 1645; married, first, at Stratford-on-Avon, November 6, 1609, Bridget, daughter of 
William and Mary (Bonner) Young, of Kingston Hail, Shropshire, England; she died in 
March, 1629; issue, three children; married, second, about 1630, Mary (Smith) Bysbie, 
daughter of Francis and Alice Smith, of Stratford-on-Avon, and widow of Alexander Bysbie. 
Issue, by the second wife, an only child, 


Samuel Wyllys, who was born at Knapton, County Warwick, England, and baptized in 
February, 1631; came to the colonies about 1638; was graduated from Harvard in 1653; 
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became a leader in his community and was called to many public offices; one of the signers of 
the Royal Charter granted by Charles II to Connecticut in 1662; died, at Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, May 30, 1709; married, in 1654, in Hartford, Ruth Haynes (see Royal Line of Descent, 
p.97). Their daughter, 


Mary Wyllys, married, as his second wife, Joseph Eliot (see Eliot, p. 78).

Arms—Argent, a chevron between three chess rooks ermined. 
Crest—A bull’s head erased argent, armed or, ducally gorged, lined and ringed of the last. 
Motto—Nullius addictus jurare in verba magistri. 


The Wolcott arms of the family herein given are of great antiquity. Copies of the 
shield etched on the silver tankard and cup of Governor Roger Wolcott (1679-1767) and 
engraved on the tombstone or tablet of Captain Samuel Wolcott (1679-1734) in the old 
Windsor churchyard, apparently are not copied from each other or from books of heraldry, 
but point to a traditional copy which has disappeared. 

The English ancestry of the Wolcott family, given hereafter, was established through 
the research of “Mr. Somerby of Boston.”* It is as follows: 


Sir John Wolcott, knight, had issue, probably among others, 
Jeran Wolcott, of Wolcott, who married Anna Mynde, of Shropshire. A son was 
Roger Wolcott, of Wolcott, who married Edith Donnes. Issue, 


Sir Philip Wolcott, of Wolcott, knight, who married Juliana Herle. Issue, possibly 
among several children, 


John Wolcott, of Wolcott, who married Alice Lloyd. Their son, 

Sir John Wolcott, of Wolcott, was apparently knighted in the year 1382. His son was 
Thomas Wolcott, who had a son, 

John Wolcott, whose son, 


John Wolcott, of Wolcott, married Matilda Cornwall, of Bereford. Issue, probably 
among others, 


Roger Wolcott, of Wolcott, Esq., who married Margaret Lloyd. Issue, 


William Wolcott, who removed to Tolland, Somersetshire, England. His son and 
namesake, 


William Wolcott, died about 1500, the year in which his will was drawn; married Eliz- 
Issue, possibly among others, 





abeth 
Thomas Wolcott, who was a resident of Tolland; living as late as the year 1552. Issue, 


John Wolcott, who was apparently born in Tolland; called of “Galdon Manor in Tol- 
land”; died in 1623, his will being probated on November roth of that year. Issue, among 
others. 


Henry Wolcott, who emigrated from England, and became the ancestor of the family in 
this country, was baptized in the adjoining parish of Lydiard St. Lawrence, December 6, 
1578; married, January 19, 1606, Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Saunders, of Lydiard St. 
Lawrence; she was baptized December 20, 1584. 


*H. G. Somerby, the antiquarian. This line is given in the “Wolcott Genealogy,” by Chandler Wolcott. 
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The old “Family Chronologie” 169—, has this entry respecting Henry and Elizabeth 
Wolcott: “This happie pair were married about ye year 1606.” “He came to New England 
about the year 1628, and in the year 1630 brought over his family, to avoid the persecution 
of those times against dissenters.” 

“This was during the reign of King Charles I, while its oppressiveness was felt, but 
several years before the roused spirit of the people under the good guidance of Oliver Crom- 
well swept away his authority and his tyranny together.” It was: at this juncture that Henry 
Wolcott left England, and none will question his title to the character of “a resolute Puritan 
—a stout-hearted and God-fearing man.” 

He was not an obscure adventurer, but held a fair position among the gentry in England, 
possessing an estate which yielded him a fair income, and his property was freely devoted to 
the service of the expedition he accompanied. He had now passed his fifty-second year, and 
his children were at an age when they most needed such advantages in the way of education, 
limited though they were, as they could find in their native land. The parents decided, as the 
least trying of the courses open to them (though they must have taken the resolution with a 
heavy heart) to leave behind them their two daughters and their youngest son, then five years 
of age, until a settlement had been effected in America. Taking three sons (Henry, George 
and Christopher) they went forth at this stage of life, to grapple with the hardships of a new 
settlement in an unexplored country, retiring forever from their pleasant seat, from the place 
of their fathers’ sepulchres and the birthplace of all their children (from some of whom in 
their tender years they were to be separated for an uncertain period) and bravely encounter- 
ing the unknown future which awaited them and theirs on the deep and in the desert. They 
have their reward—and they deserved none other on earth—a name and a place among those 
excellent companies of whom the world was not worthy, who came out from the mother 
country to this, at that eventful period, on their high mission of civilization and Christianity. 

They sailed from Plymouth in England on March 20, 1630, in the ship Mary and John. 
Before their embarkation, after their passage had been engaged, they were allowed the priv- 
ilege of organizing themselves into an independent church. This is now the First Church 
in Windsor—the oldest in the state of Connecticut. 

They arrived at Nantucket on the Lord’s Day, May 30, 1630, after a voyage of two 
months and ten days, and landed the next day. 

The name cf Henry Wolcott appears in the first list of “ffreemen” made in Boston, Octo- 
ber 19, 1630. In three or four years after their settlement the Dorchester Company had their 
attention directed to the unoccupied and fertile land in the Connecticut Valley. In the year 
1637, the first General Assembly was held in Connecticut. Mr. Henry Wolcott had been 
elected a member of the committee of twelve in number, which constituted the Lower House, 
a popular branch of that body, and thus he participated in the first legislative proceedings of 
both colonies. In 1640, his name stands first in the list of inhabitants of Windsor. In 1643, 
he was elected a member of the House of Magistrates, as the Upper House, the present Sen- 
ate was then styled, consisting of six or eight members; and he was reélected annually during 
life. “He was, probably, after the pastor, the most distinguished man in Windsor.” By the 
decease of his elder brother without issue, he had become proprietor of the family estates, 
including the manor house and the mill, and in 1640, he appears to have visited England. 

His younger children came to America between 1631 and 1641. 

Mr. Wolcott’s residence in Windsor was toward the southern end of the town, south of 
the Farmington River. He continued an honored resident of Windsor until his death, May 
30, 1655. His widow survived him about five weeks, dying July 7, 1655. 
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From the MSS. of Dr. Benjamin Trumbull: “This year 1655 died Henry Wolcott Esq. in 
the 78th. year of his age. He was the owner of a good estate in England. His youth, it is said, 
was spent in gayety and country pastimes; but afterwards, under the instructions of Mr. 
Edward Elton, his mind was entirely changed and turned to the sincere love and practice of 
religion. As the Puritans were treated with great severity, he sold about £8000 worth of 
his estate in England and prepared for a removal into America.- He came into New England 
with Reverend John Warham, in May, 1630, and settled first at Dorchester, Massachusetts. In 
1636, he removed to Windsor and was one of the first planters of that town. He was chosen 
into the magistracy in 1643 and continued in it until his death.” 


“He left an estate in England, which rented at about £60 a year which 
the family for some time enjoyed, but was afterward sold. After his decease, 
some one of his descendants was annually chosen into the magistracy for a 
term of nearly eighty years. Some of them have been members of the Assem- 
bly, of the Superior Court, or magistrates from the first settlement of the 
Colony to this time, during the term of more than a century and a half, 
A. D. 1797.” 


Over the graves of Henry and Elizabeth Wolcott there is an arched monument of brown 
stone in the cemetery at the rear of the First Congregational Church. 

We add, from our ancient “Chronologie” the simple statement which follows the rec- 
ord of their death and which is of more worth than all other history and eulogy: “These both 
dyed in hope and Ly buryed under one Tomb in Windsor.” 

The monument is said to be the oldest of this style in the country Erected about 
thirty-five years from the landing at Plymouth, it is still in perfect preservation. 


Issue, among seven children, Mary Wolcott, who married Sergeant Job Drake (see Drake, 
p. 108), Henry Wolcott, and Simon Wolcott, of whom below. 


Henry W olcott, who was born January 21, 1610; came to America with his parents, 
and was admitted a freeman by the General Court at Boston, April 1, 1634, which shows that 
he was at that time a member of the Dorchester Church. He removed with the family to 
Windsor in 1636, where he married, November 18, 1641, Sarah Newberry (see Newberry, 
p. 100). 

Mr. Henry Wolcott was an importing merchant, and his ledger has been preserved. He 
appears to have been in England on business in the spring of 1654. He was engaged in public 
life, and held various appointments; was one of nineteen gentlemen prominent in the Colony 
who were named in the Charter of Connecticut. He was elected a member of the House of 
Deputies in 1660, and of the House of Magistrates in 1662, and successively after until his 
death. 

He gave much attention to the cultivation of fruit. He appears to have taken as prom- 
inent a part in church matters as in town and state affairs. 

Died July 12, 1680. 

Issue, among five children, John and Judge Josiah Wolcott (see p. 87). 


Simon Wolcott, son of Henry and Elizabeth (Saunders) Wolcott, was born about 1625, 
in England. Being a very young boy when his father, mother, and brothers sailed for the 
new world, he remained with his two sisters, their parents not wishing to submit them to the 
hardships they knew they would encounter in selecting and building a home. The date of his 
arrivai in America is not on record, but we find him before the general court of Connecticut 
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Colony in 1654, at which time he was thirty years of age, and was admitted to all the privileges 
of a freeman of the colony. 

He settled on land on the road to Hartford, opposite his father’s homestead in Wind- 
sor, which land he had purchased from Goodman Whitehead. We then find him possessed of 
a grant of land in Simsbury, in 1667, at which time he was prominent in town affairs. In 
1668 he was a member of a committee appointed by the general court to supervise planting 
by the new settlers. He removed from Windsor to Simsbury in 1671, and was made captain 
of the train band of the new town, August 11, 1673, and a selectman of the town in 1674. 
During King Philip’s War all the settlers of the town were driven from their homes by the 
Indians, and it is said that he hid the silver belonging to the family in a brass kettle and 
buried the kettle and contents in a swamp near the house; however, it sank too deep and was 
never recovered. In 1680 the general court granted him two hundred acres of land, and at 
that time he was one of the six pioneer settlers to be given the honorable title of “Mr.” 
He removed across the river in 1680 with his family, and began to clear a farm on his grant. 
He had begun to build a new house and to clear the land for cultivation, but had made only a 
little progress when he died, whereupon his widow and sons took up the work and completed 
his plans, in which his widow was assisted by her second husband, Daniel Clark. 

Died, in Simsbury, Connecticut, September 11, 1687. 

Married, first, March 19, 1657, Joanna Cook, daughter of Aaron Cook, a pioneer settler 
of Windsor. She was born August 5, 1638, and died April 27, 1657. 

Married, second, October 17, 1661, Martha Pitkin (see Pitkin, p. 101). 

Issue, all by second wife, among nine children, 

Roger Wolcott, see p. 88. 


John Wolcott, son of Henry and Sarah (Newberry) Wolcott, was born February 28, 
1645; died January 11, 1711; married, F ebruary 13, 1677, Mary Chester (see Chester, p. 103). 
Issue, 


Mary Wolcott, born in Windsor County; died about 1746, who married, as his second 
wife, Judge John Eliot (see Eliot, p. 79). 


Judge Josiah Wolcott, son of Henry and Sarah (Newberry) Wolcott, was born July 
21, 1658, at Windsor, Connecticut; a merchant first at Windsor and later at Salem, Massa- 
chusetts ; served, while a resident of Salem, as representative, justice of the peace and judge of 
the court of common pleas; although a resident of Massachusetts, he retained property interests 
in Connecticut, and was one of the original proprietors of the town of Thompson; died 
February 9, 1729; married, first, February 9, 1685/86, Penelope, daughter of Captain George 
Corwin; issue, two children; married, second, May 1, 1694, Mary Feake, who died in 1752, 
having survived all her children as well as her husband. Mary Feake was the daughter 
of John and Elizabeth (Clark) Feake, born March 25, 1662, at Boston, Massachusetts. John 
Feake, and his wife with their daughter Mary, are the subjects of an early American portrait 
now in the possession of the Worcester, Massachusetts, Art Museum. The portraits are the 
property of the estates of Andrew Wolcott Sigourney (see Sigourney, p. 104), and his sister, 
the late Mrs. William B. Scofield. Issue, by second wife, among nine children, 


John Wolcott, who was born September 12, 1702, at Salem, Massachusetts; a graduate 
of Harvard College in 1721; a merchant and prominent citizen at Salem; representative to 
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the General Court; justice of the peace and in 1737 high sheriff of Essex County, Massa- 
chusetts; proprietor of “Scarlett’s Wharf,” at Boston, among other valuable properties; died 
in May, 1747; married, January 28, 1730, Elizabeth Papilion, of Boston; she married, sec- 
ond, October 4, 1747, John Higginson, of Salem. Issue, of two sons, 


Josiah Wolcott, who was born April 16, 1733, at Salem, Massachusetts; settled at 
Oxford, Massachusetts; a leading citizen, a justice of the peace and a man of wealth; host 
to Lord Loundon, of England, a reputed kinsman of his father-in-law, Reverend John Campbell, 
who visited Massachusetts on official business before the Revolutionary War; Reverend John 
Campbell assigned his son-in-law that privilege because he “by his wealth and more aristocratic 
style of living, could better provide for him (Lord Loundon)”; proprietor of the famous paint- 
ings of John Feake and his wife and child, which became the prized possession of his Sigourney 
descendants; died, December 9, 1796, at Oxford, Massachusetts ; married, first, Isabella, 
daughter of the Reverend John Campbell, a Scotsman, graduate of Edinburgh University and 
minister at Oxford, Massachusetts; she died June 27, 1786, aged fifty-eight years; married, 
second, December 12, 1794, Naomi, widow of Samuel Jenison. Issue, among eleven children, 
all by the first wife, 


Elizabeth Wolcott, who was born July 19, 1761, at Oxford, Massachusetts ; died, March 
24, 1829, at Oxford; married Andrew Sigourney (see Sigourney, p. 104). 


Honorable Roger Wolcott, son of Simon and Martha (Pitkin) Wolcott, was born 
January 4, 1679, at Windsor, Connecticut. He was a man of exceptional talent and high 
renown; an author, jurist, soldier and statesman. 

He was apprenticed to a mechanic at the age of twelve. His first office of note was 
that of deputy to the General Court in the year 1709. The following year he became a jus- 
tice. In 1711, he served as commissary of the Connecticut forces in the expedition against 
Canada. A member of the governor’s council in 1714, he became a judge of the county court 
in 1724, a judge of the superior court in 1732, and chief justice of the supreme court and 
deputy governor in the year 1741. In the successful expedition against Louisburg in 1745, 
Roger Wolcott served as major-general, commissioned by Governor William Shirley, of Massa- 
chusetts, second in command to Sir William Pepperell. He attained his highest position when 
in 1750/51, he was made Governor of the Connecticut Colony, serving as such until the year 
1754- 

Versatile in public life, Roger Wolcott was also a versatile author. His “Poetical 
Meditations” was published in 1725. He left, also, a long manuscript poem descriptive of the 
Pequot War, which was preserved in the collections of the Connecticut Historical Society. 
He published as well two other prose works, one ecclesiastical and the other political. A 
patron of art, his house built in South Windsor just after the attack on Deerfield, 1704, 
featured a painting of the episode which covered the walls of the front room. 

Reverend Samuel Wolcott wrote concerning Honorable Roger Wolcott as follows: 


“We have no portrait of him. In one of the political squibs of the day he is 
referred to as ‘stately, smoking Roger.’ For the following description of his public 
appearance, in his official costume, we are indebted, through a friend (Honorable Isaac W. 
Stuart), to a lady in Wethersfield, Miss Marsh, the daughter of a venerable clergyman 
long since deceased, who gives it as she received it from her mother, who had often seen 
him in her childhood. ‘He was a visitor at her father’s, and the costume of an officer 
under the regal government was too imposing to pass unnoticed. Several times a week 
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he rode out on horseback, and never appeared abroad but in full-dress. He wore a suit 
of scarlet broadcloth. The coat was made long, with wide skirts, and trimmed down 
the whole length in front with gilt buttons, and broad gilt vellum button-holes, two or 
three inches in length. The cuffs were large and deep, reaching nearly to the elbows, 
and were ornamented, like the sides of the coat, as were also the pocket-lids, with gilt 
vellum button-holes and buttons. The waistcoat had skirts, and was richly embroidered. 
Ruffles at the bosom and over the hands were of lace. He had a flowing wig, and a 
three-cornered hat with a cockade; and rode slowly and stately a large black horse, 
whose tail swept the ground.’” 


Died, May 17, 1767, at the home of his daughter, Elizabeth (Wolcott) Newberry, in 
Old Windsor. 

Married, December 3, 1702, Sarah Drake (see Drake, p. 108). 

Issue, among sixteen children, 


Oliver Wolcott, who was the seventh son and fourteenth child, was born in Windsor, 
November 26, 1726. He graduated from Yale College, A. B., 1747. Upon leaving the col- 
lege he enlisted in the New York colonial army, engaging the French and Indians on the 
northern frontier, and he raised a company and held the commission of captain from the gov- 
renor of New York in that service. He remained in the service up to the time of the peace of 
Aix-la-Chapelle. He then studied medicine and was appointed the first sheriff of Litchfield 
County in 1751, serving in that office for twenty years. 

He was a representative from Litchfield in the General Assembly of the colony, 1764- 
1770; an assistant to the governor, 1771-86; judge of the probate court, 1772-95; colonel of 
the militia in 1774, and chief judge of the court of common pleas of Litchfield County, 1774- 
1786. He was a delegate to the Continental Congress in 1775, and served for two terms, 
1775-78, and was a signer of the Declaration of Independence as passed July 4, 1776. He 
was a brigadier-general in the American Revolution, being promoted to that rank in August, 
1776. At the beginning of the war the Continental Congress assembled in New York, of 
which city he was a resident, and when the large leaden statue of George III, on Bowling 
Green, was pulled down by the revolutionists to be meited into bullets, it was carried to his 
house and the bullets were moulded in the huge fireplace in the kitchen. He was again a 
member of Congress from Connecticut, 1780-83; lieutenant-governor of Connecticut, 1786- 
1798, and on the death of Governor Thomas Hutchinson, in 1796, he was sworn in as governor. 
In 1797 he was elected governor and held the office at the time of his death. He received the 
honorary degree of M. A. from Yale College in 1765, and that of LL. D. in 1792. 

Died, at Litchfield, Connecticut, in December, 1797. 

Married, January 21, 1755, Lorraine (or Laura) Collins, daughter of Captain Daniel 
Collins and Lois (Cornwall) Collins; she was born in 1720, and died in 1787. Issue, five 
children. His great-grandson, Roger Wolcott (son of Joshua Huntington and Cornelia 
(Frothingham) Wolcott, grandson of Frederick and Betsey (Huntington) Wolcott, and 
great-grandson of Oliver and Lorraine (or Laura) (Collins) Wolcott) was elected the thirty- 
fifth governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in 1897.

Sir Alured Denne,* of Denne, was a distinguished man of learning; Seneschal of the 
Priory of Christ Church, Canterbury, and Escheator of County Kent in 1234 (19th Henry 
IIT) ; appointed, with Sir Henry de Bath, to enforce the laws of Romney Marsh (see footnote, 
Pp. 92), much in the capacity of sheriffs and justices. His son and heir, 


Walter Denne, of Denne, was so named in a charter granted 4Ist (1256) Henry III 
(1216-72). His son, 


John Denne, of Denne, was living in the year 1308 (2d Edward II, 1 307-27). His son

Sir William Denne, of Denne, so named in 1328 (2d Edward III, 1327-77), was a 


member of Parliament for Canterbury 19th Edward II and for Kent 14th Edward III. His

William Denne, who was the second son, resided in the parish of Kingston, County 
Kent; died in 1572; married Agnes, who died December 30, 1589, daughter of Sir Nicholas 
Tufton, of Northam Place, Sussex, supposedly a scion of the Tufton’s Earls of Thanet, who 
were descended irom Elfege de Toketon, otherwise Tufton, Lord of Sileham, Kent, and Tuf-

Tufton, of Hothfield, Kent, was created sheriff in the time of Queen Elizabeth (1588-1603). 
John’s grandson, Sir Nicholas Tufton, was knighted in 1603, created Baron Tufton of Sussex 
by patent, November 1, 1626, and Earl of the Isle of Thanet (see footnote ¢), in Kent, August 
5, 1628. Issue, among four children, 


Catherine Denne, who married John Gookin (see Gookin, p. 80). 


*Bayham, or Begeham, Abbey, situated partly in Sussex and partly in Kent, is a ruin 
on a point of land between two branches of the little River Tun. It was among the first 
twenty-seven abbeys of the Premonstratensian Order permanently established at the feast of 
the Annunciation, A. D. 1200, which was founded early in the twelfth century by St. Nor- 
bert of France. Its purpose was to preach the gospel to the poor, themselves embracing a 
life of poverty. They were the first to establish the so-called “Third Order,” or laymen and 
woman assistants, a system later adopted by the mendicant order of the thirteenth century. 
It was largely endowed by Ralph de Dene, the founder, and his nephew, but especially by his 
daughter and co-heir, Ela or Alice de Sackville, of Buckhurst, in the time of King Henry III 
(about 1234). 

The abbey was dissolved by King Henry VIII at the time of his separation from the 
Church of Rome, and its revenues were granted to Cardinal Thomas Wolsey. It passed through 
Several private ownerships until it was purchased in 1714 by John Pratt. His son, Charles 
Pratt, was created Viscount Bayham, of Bayham Abbey, Kent, and Earl of Camden, May 13, 
1786. 

Bayham Abbey is, as stated, a ruin upon the grounds of which the Marquis Camden, 
who is the owner, maintains a seat. It is six miles from Tunbridge Wells on the branch rail- 
way from Paddock Wood to Hawkhurst, at Lamberhurst, about four miles southwest of 
Horsmondon, which is four and one-half miles from Paddock Wood. 

- - . . About 1 M. to the S. E. is the ruined Scotney Castle; and 2 M. to the W. lies 
Bayham Abbey (Marquis Camden), comprising a mansion in the Elizabethan style and the 

picturesque remains of the Praemonstratensian Abbey of the 13th cent... .” 


Romney Marsh, sixty thousand acres in extent along twenty miles of the coast of 
Sussex, from Winchelsea on the southwest to Hythe on the northeast, is in the hands of a 
special and ancient corporation. In early days the town of Romney, centrally located on the 
marsh, was one of the Cinque Ports, and the annual assembly of the confederation was held 
there. The River Rother once let out to sea through the Romney Marsh, but the great storm 
of 1287 destroyed the channel and ended the value of the ports of Romney, Winchelsea and 
Rye. Now chiefly beach resorts.t 


£The Isle of Thanet lies in the extreme northeast corner of Kent, being set off by two 
branches of the River Stour. It is marked by distinctive sheer chalk cliffs. Margate, the pop- 
ular watering place is on the north coast of the Isle of Thanet.

resided at Sandwich, England, on an estate entitled Linsdon; a man of culture and substance; 
visited the New England colonies in 1628, and finally removed with a large retinue to settle 
at Boston, Massachusetts, September 4, 1633; admitted a freeman March 4, 1634; elected 
deputy to the General Court, May 14, 1634; died in the year 1635; married, July 14, 1623, 
Judith Pares, who died November 29, 1654. Issue, of two children, 


Major Edmund Quincy, who was baptized March 15, 1628, in England; accompanied 
his parents to settle at Boston, Massachusetts; active in civic and military affairs; served as 
lieutenant and major of Suffolk County Militia; chosen as deputy to the General Court, first 
in 1670 and frequently thereafter, attending his last session in May, 1692; died January 7, 
1698; married, first, July 26, 1648, Joanna Hoar, daughter of Charles Hoar, of Gloucester, 
England; married, second, December 8, 1680, Elizabeth (Gookin) Eliot (see Eliot and Gookin, 
pp. 77, 81). Issue, by the first marriage, ten children, by the second, two children.

Richard Harlakenden, of Earls Colne and Staples Inn, was buried at Earls Colne, 
August 24, 1631; his will, dated June 29, 1030, was proved October 9, 1631, and his seal 
bore his arms: Azure, a fess ermine, between three lions’ heads erased or; and names his wife, 
son Roger and daughter Mabel; married, at St. Dunstan’s-in-the-West, London, February 11,

Mabel Harlakenden, who was baptized at Earls Colne, County Kent, England, Decem-

Torf, Seigneur De Torville, a great Norman feudal baron, was born about A. D. 920, 
and is the earliest known progenitor of the Newburgh or Newberry families from whom an 
unbroken line can be traced to the present generation of the Newberry family in America. He 
was probably a grandson of one of the Viking chiefs of Scandinavia, who accompanied Rollo, 
about the year goo, in the Norse invasion of Northern France, where they settled and gave 
the country the perrnanent name of Normandy. Torf possessed vast and numerous estates in 
Normandy, from which he derived various titles, such as Seigneur de Torcy, du Ponteautorf, 
du Ponteaudemer, and others. Married, in 950, Ertenberge de Briquebec. Issue, three sons, 
the eldest being, 


Touroude, Sire du Ponteaudemer, born about 950; inherited the bulk of the estate and 
titles of his father; was a powerful personality in the councils of the Normans, and a favor- 
ite of Richard II, Richard III, and Robert the Devil, dukes and rulers of Normandy; mar- 
ried, about 980, Wevia de Crepon, young sister of the influential Duchess Gunnora, wife of 
Richard I, Duke of Normandy, through whom he materially enhanced his position and influ- 
ence among the Norman nobility. Issue, six children, the eldest son being, 


Humphrey de Veulles, Sire du Ponteaudemer, born about 980; married, in 1005, 
Auberee de la Haye. Issue, two sons, the second being, 


Roger De Beaumont, Sire du Ponteaudemer, born in 1010: was one of the most power- 
ful feudal noblemen of Normandy, and an intimate of William the Conqueror, whom he fur- 
nished with sixty ships at the time of the invasion of England in 1086; William in return for 
this service, left him in charge of the government of Normandy during his absence; married, 
in 1040, Adeline de Meullant, daughter of Waleran, Comte de Meullant; she died in 108t.

Henry De Newburgh, born in 1045, at the Castle of Newburgh in Normandy, from 
which he received the cognomen Newburgh. His father having been a favorite of William 
the Conqueror, Henry De Newburgh received after his father’s death great grants of land in 
Warwickshire, England; there he built the famous Warwick Castle, which stands today, a 
monument to Norman architecture; in 1078 William the Conqueror appointed Henry De 
Newburgh constable of Warwickshire: later on he became baron of the exchequer of Nor- 
mandy; in 1090 King William II created him Earl of Warwick; died in 1123; married, in 
1090, Margaret de Perche, daughter of Geoffrey II, Comte de Perche; she died in 1156.

John Newburgh, born in 1400; was for forty years a justice of the peace in Dorsetshire, 
having received his appointment July 26, 1444; died April 1, 1484; married, first, Edith, daugh- 
ter of Robert and Joane Attamore; no issue; married, second, in 1435, Alice, daughter of 
William Carant, of Toomer, Somersetshire, and widow of James Westbury. Issue, seven chil-

Walter Newburgh, born in 1487; died August 12, 1517; married, in 1512, Elizabeth

daughter of William Horsey, of Bingham, Netherbury, England. Issue, five children, the

Richard Newburgh, who was born in 1557; the English records show that early in his life 
he changed the family name from Newburgh to Newberye, which version has since been adhered 
to by his descendants, who are known as Newberry; died in 1629; married, January 15, 1580, 
Grace, daughter of John Mathew, of Yarcombe, Devonshire, England, where she was heiress 
to an estate whicn she brought to her husband. Of their nine children, the fourth son was 


Thomas Newberry, the founder of the family in America, who was baptized at Yar- 
combe, Devonshire, November 10, 1594; he received an excellent education according to the 
standards of his time, and in 1623 engaged in the study of law in London. In 1626 he moved 
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OLCOTT 


to Marshwood, Dorsetshire, where he occupied an estate called Coweleyes. He lived there 
until 1634 when, on April 17th of that year, he embarked for the New England Colonies. 

The first record of his name appears in Dorchester, Massachusetts, showing that on 
September 1, 1634, he was granted by the General Court thirty acres of land. A month later 
he purchased the fine dwelling house of William Pynchon, which was situated in the vicinity 
of what is now Everett Square. On November 3, 1634, he also bought some land on Rocky 
Hill (now Savin Hill), and on March 4, 1635, he purchased four hundred acres of farm lands 
south of the Neponset River, building on this land a large mansion, which was the family seat 
of his descendants for many generations. In the following month the General Court made 
him another grant of upland and meadow land comprising some two hundred acres about nine 
miles up the Neponset River near what is now Walpole, Massachusetts. 

On September 3, 1634, Thomas Newberry was made a freeman of Dorchester and 
became prominent in public affairs. From March 8th to July 4, 1635, he acted as deputy from 
Dorchester to the General Court of Massachusetts, which was in session in “New Towne” 
(now Cambridge), and in the same year was given charge of the fortifications on Castle Island. 
He was one of the active leaders in settling Windsor, Connecticut, and intended to move there 
with his family, but died before he could do so. Died, in December, 1635, in Dorchester. 
Married, first, in 1619, Joane Dabinott, who was born in 1600, daughter of Christopher 
Dabinott, of Yarcombe, Devonshire, England, a man of considerable wealth; she died in Eng- 


- land, in 1629. Married, second, in 1630, Jane Dabinott, who died in Norwalk, April 23, 1655, 


a cousin of his first wife, daughter of John Dabinott and Johanna Dabinott, of Chardstock, 
Dorsetshire, England; she accompanied her husband to America and moved, shortly after his 
death, to Windsor, Connecticut, where in 1637, she married the Reverend John Warham, in 
whose household her children were brought up. S. E. Morrison, in his “Builders of the Bay 
Colony,” mentions Reverend John Warham on page 46: “These Godly people resolved to live 
together; and therefore as they had made claim on those two Servants of God, Master John 
Warham and Master John Maverick to be their ministers so they kept a solemn day of fasting 
in the new hospital in Plymouth.” Issue, among three sons and two daughters,

Reverend William Pitkin, the established progenitor of the family, probably the son of 
William Pitkin, Gentleman, baptized at St. Peter’s Parish, Berkhamstead, Hertfordshire, Eng- 
land, December 11, 1608, matriculated at Pembroke College, Oxford, February 6, 1628/29, 
aged twenty years; granted the degree of Bachelor of Arts the day following matriculation, 
and that of Master of Arts October 13, 1631; master of the Grammar School of Berkham- 
stead from 1636 until his death: his will, drawn June 12, 1644, was admitted to probate in 
March, 1644/45; an inventory of his estate was taken March 13, 1644/45; married Eliz- 
beth Issue, among others, Martha and Willian Pitkin, of whom below. 





Martha Pitkin, was born in England, and baptized December 12, 1639, at Berkhamstead ; 
died, at Simsbury, Connecticut, October 13, 1719; married, first, Simon Wolcott (see Wol- 
cott, p. 87) ; married, second, in 1689, Daniel Clark, who took up the work on the new farm 
laid out by Simon Wolcott, and completed the house and became the head of the family, bereft 
so early in life of a father’s care. Of his mother, Governor Roger Wolcott (1679-1767) 
says: “She was a gentlewoman of bright and natural parts, which were well improved by 
her education in the city of London. She came to New England in 1661, and the same year 
was married to my father. The rest of her useful life she spent in the wilderness in doing 
good and setting an example of piety, prudence, charity and patience.” 


William Pitkin, son of Reverend William and Elizabeth Pitkin, was born in the 
year 1636, probably before his father’s establishment as head of the Berkhamstead School; 
removed to the colonies in 1659, and settled at Hartford, where he was admitted a freeman 


' October 9, 1662; appointed prosecutor for the colony in 1662, and attorney-general by royal 


decree in 1674; served in the latter capacity until 1690; deputy to the General Court from 
1675 to 1690, treasurer in 1676, commissioner in 1678, and assistant from 1690 until his 
death; died December 16, 1694; married, in 1661, Hannah Goodman, who died February 12, 
1724. Issue, among others, 


Captain Roger Pitkin, who was born in 1662, at Hartford, Connecticut; a lifelong resi- 
dent of Hartford; captain of the 3d Company of Hartford Militia in 1698; listed as ensign 
during the Indian War of 1704; died November 24, 1748; married, in 1683, Hannah, daugh- 
ter of Captain Caleb and Hannah (Coles) Stanley; she was born October 13, 1666, and died 
November I, 1703. Issue, among others, 


Caleb Pitkin, who was born August 19, 1687, at Hartford, Connecticut; died January 
16, 1773; married, first, Dorothy Hills; she died April 17, 1746; married, second, Deborah 
. Issue, by first wife, among others, 





Ensign Caleb Pitkin, who was born at Hartford, Connecticut, in 1727; an officer in the 
local militia; died October 2, 1768, at a comparatively early age; married, in 1750, Damaris 
Porter; she died September 18, 1773. Issue, among others, 


John Pitkin, who was born January 5, 1761, at Hartford, Connecticut; established him- 
self in Litchfield County, Connecticut, where he seems to have confined himself to agricultural 
pursuits; died August 1, 1837; married, February 5, 1788, Rebecca Andrus, of Colebrook, 
Connecticut ; she was born December 24, 1764, and died January 8, 1837. Issue, among sev- 
eral children, 
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John Robert Pitkin, who was born September 24, 1794, in Litchfield County, Connecti- 
cut; owner of 2 farm in Litchfield County until his removal to Brooklyn, New York, about the 
year 1835; incorporator of the village of East New York, and founder, in 1858, of the East 
New York Boot, Shoe & Leather Manufacturing Company; proprietor also of a farm at 
Jamaica, Queens County, New York, and following his wife’s death he subdivided the farm and 
established the village of Woodhaven; married, October 1, 1833, Sophia Thrall, of Torring- 
ton, Connecticut; she died November 30, 1849. Issue, among others, 


Homer Wolcott Pitkin, who was born December 22, 1838, at Brooklyn, New York; fol- 
lowing the death of his mother he resided briefly with an uncle at Torrington, Connecticut, 
about 1852, attended school at Marlboro, Massachusetts, under arrangements made by his 
father, and earned expenses working in the shoe factory of C. D. Bigelow & Brothers; entered 
the wholesale shoe house of William Smith, Brown & Company, of New York, at the age 
of nineteen; entered his father’s firm, the East New York Boot, Shoe & Leather Manufac- 
turing Company, in 1859; established a branch plant at Providence, Rhode Island, and in 
1866, at which time he was president of the company, he removed to Albany, New York, where 
he expanded the previously established business; resigned the presidency in favor of his 
brother George in 1870; became a director of the firm under reorganization in 1889 and was 
active in the liquidation accomplished, after years of successful enterprise, in the years 1894 
and 1895; spent the remainder of his life in honorable retirement; died April 17, 1917; mar- 
ried, October 21, 1868, Mary Wool Southwick (see Southwick, p. 109). Issue:

Leonard Chester, armiger, was the first of the family in America; he was born in 1609, 
in Leicester, England, and came to the colonies, settling first at Watertown, Massachusetts, in 
1633; in 1636 he removed to Connecticut, where he was a juror at Wethersfield in 1643, 
1644 and 1645, and a grand juror in 1643 and 1644; died, December 11, 1648, aged thirty- 
nine years; married, in England, the widow Mary Wade, daughter of Nicholas Sharpe of 
London. Issue, among seven children, 


Captain John Chester, armiger, who was born at Watertown, Massachusetts, August 3, 

1635; removed with his parents to Wethersfield, Connecticut, where he was a member of the 

legislature and served during the years 1676 and 1677; also several years thereafter; died, at 
Wethersfield, February 23, 1697/98; his will was dated February 21, 1697, and proved May 

6, 1698; married, in February, 1653/54, Sarah Welles (see Welles, p. 111). Their daughter, 


Mary Chester, was born at Wethersfield, Connecticut, December 23, 1654; died there, 
July 10, 1689; married John Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 87).

Andrew Sigourney (“André Cigournai”’), founder of the family in America, was a 
native of France, having been born there about the year 1643; a Huguenot, he resided at 
Rochfort on the Charente, near Rochelle, whence he fled in 1681 to London, England; 
naturalized a British subject at Westminster, London, in the spring of 1682; his youngest 
child was baptized April 16, 1682, at the French Church in Threadneedle Street, London; 
sailed for the colonies with his family in 1686, and arrived at the port of Boston in the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony; an early resident of Oxford, Massachusetts, where he was a leader in 
the French colony ; his house was situated near the French Fort on Mayo’s Hill about a mile 
from Oxford Plain; constable there in 1693; fled to Boston after the Indian attack on Oxford, 
August 25, 1696, and remained there; died, April 16, 1727, at Boston, Massachusetts; mar- 
ried, in France, Charlotte Pairan. Issue, among five children, 


Andrew Sigourney, who was born in the year 1673 in France; accompanied his par- 
ents to England and the Massachusetts Bay Colony, and fled with them from Oxford to 
Boston in 1696; a successful distiller: died in the year 1748, at Boston, Massachusetts; mar- 
ried Mary Germaine, also a Huguenot. Issue, among others, 


Anthony Sigourney, who was born August 17, I7II or 13, at Boston, Massachusetts; a 


| lifelong resident of Boston; died in 1761; married, first, April 10, 1740, Mary Waters; 


married, second, Elizabeth Breed, who married, second, a Mr. Whittemore, of Boston. Issue, 
among three children and of two by the second wife, 


Andrew Sigourney, who was born November 30, 1752, at Boston, Massachusetts; a 
sailmaker, he learned the trade in Boston and followed it as a master craftsman at Newfound- 
land; upon the outbreak of the Revolutionary War he returned to Massachusetts and resided 
with kinsfolk in the town of Sutton; engaged in active military service, at the battle of White 
Plains and elsewhere ; commissioned as commissary of Massachusetts troops with the rank of 
captain; settled finally at Oxford, Massachusetts, in 1784, and there attained a considerable 
business success; died there, April 16, 1838; married, July 26, 1787, at Dudley, Massachu- 
setts, Elizabeth Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 88). Issue, among six children, 


Martin Sigourney, who was born November 9, 1793, at Oxford, Massachusetts; a suc- 
cessful man of business and a lifelong resident of Oxford, where he died January 2, 1862; 
married, May 14, 1821, Susan Morgan; she was a remarkably astute merchant in her own 


right, maintaining a dry goods establishment at Oxford for some fifty years; she died August 
29, 1885. Issue, among others, 


Charles A. Sigourney, who was born November 9, 1823, at Oxford, Massachusetts ; 


died March 28, 1888; married, May 6, 1846, Sarah A. Hutchinson, of Sutton. Issue, among 
others, 


Charles Hutchinson Sigourney, who was born July 29, 1847, at Oxford; a prominent 
builder at Worcester, Massachusetts ; married, November 22, 1876, Mary E. Booth, of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island. Issue, among others, 


Andrew Wolcott Sigourney, who was born October 17, 1880; a resident of Worcester, 
prominent in business, civic and social circles ; Joint owner, with his late sister, Mrs. Scofield, 
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of the portraits of John Feake and Elizabeth (Clark) Feake and her daughter Mary, who mar- 
ried, as his second wife, Judge Josiah Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 87); residing in Princeton, 
Massachusetts, at his death, December 30, 1941; married Katherine Harrington. Issue:

‘The cognomen Drake is of great antiquity ; it is an adaptation of “Draco” or “Drago,” 
a Roman word denoting “dragon.” The Dragos, so called, were resident in England long 
before the Norman Conquest and may have been descendants of those who bitterly fought 
against the Roman invasion of Britain. The Domesday Book mentions a certain Saxon 
chieftain, Drago, whose lands were confiscated after 1066. From either that personage or the 
iater holders of his land is the eminent family of Drake presumed to have descended. 

The name reappeared after two hundred years or so, about the year 1275, in its present 
form of Drake. Among the more illustrious bearers of it was Admiral Sir Francis Drake, 
1545-95, the first English circurmnavigator of the globe in his famous vessel, the Golden 
Hind, and a leading figure in the destruction of Spain’s great sea power, with the resulting 
rise to supremacy of the English navy. His service, upon the threatened invasion of England 
by the Spanish Armada, under the great Elizabeth, is well known and is perpetuated in the poem 
by Sir Henry John Newbolt (1862-1938). 


“DRAKE’S DRUM 
Drake he’s in his hammock an’ a thousand mile away, 
(Capten, art tha sleepin’ there below ?), 
Slung atween the round shot in Nombre Dios Bay, 
An’ dreamin’ arl the time 0’ Plymouth Hoe. 
Yarnder lumes the island, yarnder lie the ships, 
Wi’ sailor lads a-dancin’ heel-an’-toe, 
An’ the shore-lights flashin’, an’ the night-tide dashin’, 
He sees et arl so plainly as he saw et long ago. 


Drake he was a Devon man, an’ ruled the Devon seas, 
(Capten, art tha sleepin’ there below ?), 
Rovin’ tho’ his death fell, he went wi’ heart at ease, 
An’ dreamin’ arl the time o’ Plymouth Hoe. 
‘Take my drum to England, hang et by the shore, 
Strike et when your powder’s runnin’ low;

A pedigree of royal descent, from the Plantagenet kings, is the prized inheritance of all 
who are related by blood to the house of Drake of Ashe, Devonshire. Beyond that, into the 
realm of practically legendary history, it is possible to state a connection with the famed 
Christian Emperor Charlemagne. To adhere to unquestionable sources and established facts, 
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the English pedigree of the Drakes of Ashe, and the Drakes of Connecticut and New York, 
descendants of that house, may be given as follows: 


Edward I, of England (see Royal Lines of Descent’ *, pp. 96, 185), and Eleanor of Cas- 
tile, had issue, among nine children, 


Princess Elizabeth Plantagenet, who was born August 5, 1282; died May 5, 1316; mar- 
ried, second, November 14, 1302, Sir Humphrey de Bohun, Knight, Earl of Hereford and 
Essex, a descendant of Henry de Bohun, 1177-1220, a Magna Charta surety, from whom 
descent continues ; he carried the sceptre at the coronation of King Edward II, and was killed 
in battle at Boroughbridge, March 16, 1321/22. Issue, among six children, 


Margaret de Bohun, who died December 16, 1391; married, August 11, 1325, Sir Hugh 
de Courtenay, Knight, Lord Courtenay, and Earl of Devon, born July 12, 1303; the lineage 
continues in his name; he was knighted January 30, 1327, and died May 2, 1377. Issue, 


among seventeen children, 


Edward de Courtenay, the third son, who died before the year 1372; married Emeline 
Dawney, who died in 1372. Issue, among others, 


Sir Hugh de Courtenay, Knight, the youngest son, was Earl of Devon; married Maud 
Beaumont. Issue, among others, 


Margaret de Courtenay, who married Sir Theobald Grenville, III, Knight, the descent 
continues in his name (see Grenville, p.-113). Issue, of two sons, 


William Grenville, who was called Lord of Kirkhampton; his name appears on a deed 
dated “the Monday before St. Margaret’s Day, 13th Henry VI”; died about 1450; married, 
second, before 1445, Philippa Bonvil. Issue, among three children, 


Sir Thomas Grenville, Knight, who was High Sheriff of Devon in 1480, and High 
Sheriff of Gloucester in 1483; died in 1483; married, second, Elizabeth de Gorges. Issue, by 
two sons, 


Sir Thomas Grenville, Knight, who was Esquire to King Henry VII; was High Sheriff 
of Cornwall; made Knight of the Bath in 1501; died, at Bideford, in the year 1 513; mar- 
ried, first, Isabella, daughter of Sir Otes Gilbert; married, second, “the widow of Hill de 
Taunton.” Issue, among ten children, 


Sir Roger Grenville, Knight, who was born about 1475; High Sheriff of Cornwall in 
1511 and 1519; was knighted in 1523; died July 7, 1524; married, about 1492, Margaret 
Whitleigh. Issue, among nine children, 


Amy Grenville, who married, in 1535, John Drake, of Ashe, who was High Sheriff of 
Devon ; he died October 4, 1558; the descent continues in his name. Issue, among six children, 


Robert Drake, who resided at Wiscomb; married Elizabeth Prideaux. Issue, among 
others, 


William Drake, who was a resident of Wiscomb, and died there about the year 1625; 
married Philippa Denys, sister of Sir Thomas Denys. Issue, among six children, 
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John Drake, founder of the family in America, who was born in 1590, at Wiscomb, 
Devonshire, England. He sailed for the American colonies accompanied by his wife and 
“two or more sons,” landing at Boston, Massachusetts, in 1630. He took the freeman’s oath 
October 19, 1630. Three years later his name was mentioned in the will of a relative in Eng- 
land, Francis Drake of Esher, Surrey: 

“To John Drake, ‘My Cozen William Drake’s sonne £20 to be sent unto him into New 


England: sachst” 


Notifies is known of his activities in Massachusetts until 1637, when he purchased land 
at Taunton; however, no record of his residence there has been found. About the year 1639, 
John Drake finally settled in Windsor, Connecticut; he was granted fourteen acres of land 
there on January 26, 1640; he saw service as a juryman in the “perticular court” held at 
Hartford in the year 1643 to 1651. As late as 1658 he was serving in like capacity. The 
following year he was accidentally killed, as the following record shows: 

“Aug. 17, 1659. John Drake Senr dyed accidentally as he was driving a Cart. Loaded 
with corn, to carry from his house to his son Jacob’s the Cattle being 2 oxen and his mare, in 
the highway against John Griffen’s Something Scar’d the Cattle, and they Set a runing, and 
he Labouring to Stop them, by takeing hold on the mare, was thrown down on his face, and 
.’ Married, in England, in 1611, Elizabeth Rogers, who 
was born about 1581, and died October 7, 1631, at Windsor, Connecticut. Issue, among six 
children, 


Sergeant Job Drake, who was probably born in England; he contributed 5s. 6d. to the 
Connecticut Fund for Relief of Poor in other Colonies in 1676; is always called “Sergeant 
Job” in the records of Windsor; served on the Jury of the Particular Court in October, 1655, 
and for six sessions after that; constable of Windsor in 1652; fence viewer in 1655; was 
chosen to “perambulate the Hartford line” in 1656; died after September 13,* 1689, when his 
will was dated, his estate being valued at £583 4s.; married, June 25, 1646, Mary Wolcott, 
daughter of Henry and Elizabeth (Saunders) Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 86); she died Sep- 
tember 6th or 16, 1689. Issue, among seven children, 


Lieutenant Job Drake, Jr., who was born March 28, 1652; he contributed 3s. to the 
Connecticut Fund for Relief of Poor in other Colonies in 1676; appointed “lieutenant” of a 
company at Windsor, Connecticut, in May, 1701; on March 10, 1702, Lieutenant Job Drake, 
Lieutenant Samuel Cross and Thomas Marshall were given liberty to set up a gristmill on 
the stream of “‘ye mill brook”; died November 9, 1711; married, September 13, 1677, Eliz- 
abeth (Clark) Cook. Issue, among others, 


Sarah Drake, who was born May Io, 1686; died January 21, 1747; married Honorable 
Roger Wolcott (see Wolcott, p. 89). 


* September 14, 1689, in some records. Another record states that he died August 6, 16809.

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SOUTHWICK!— 


Lawrence Southwick, founder of the family in America, traditionally a native of Lan- 
cashire, England, arrived in New England aboard the Mayflower in 1630; settled at Salem, 
Massachusetts, where he was admitted to the First Church in 1639; one of the pioneer glass 
manufacturers of America; accused, arrested, fined, whipped and banished, as a Quaker, 
from the Massachusetts Bay Colony with his wife, one son, and one daughter; two other 
children were ordered to be sold into slavery by the General Court; found refuge at Shelter 
Island in Long Island Sound in 1659; died there in 1660 of privation and exposure; married 
Cassandra , who suffered with her husband and children under the harsh bigotry of 
the early government of Massachusetts and died in exile on Shelter Island in 1660. Issue, 
among six children, 





Josiah Southwick, the eldest son, who was born in 1632, at Salem, Massachusetts; fined, 
whipped and banished as a Quaker with his parents in 1659, having been seized at Dedham, 
where he resided in 1658; retained proprietorship at Salem and returned there in 1660, even 
though’ the punishment of death was facing him; whipped once more for his temerity in 
returning, he left never to return; established his residence in Rhode Island, where he died 
in 1693; married, in 1658, Mary Issue, among ten children, 





Solomon Southwick, who was born in 1672, in Rhode Island; proprietor of lands at 
Salem, Massachusetts, which he disposed of November 22, 1711, severing the last tie of this 
branch of the family, with the colony which had treated his parents and grandparents so 
brutally ; apparently a man of some substance; engaged in agricultural pursuits; died some- 


_time after 1730; married, name unknown, and had issue, among others, 


Solomon Southwick, who was born in 1731, in Rhode Island; purchased the “Newport 
Mercury,” a newspaper, in 1764, and was one of the first to publish an address condemning the 
British taxes under the heading “Join or Die,” in 1774; obliged to abandon his paper for a 
period, but he returned to it during the Revolutionary War and continued publication until 
the year 1788; appointed deputy commissioner general of issues in February, 1778, for the 
state of Rhode Island; printed paper money for the state in 1785; one of four men appointed 
to receive General George Washington at Newport in March, 1781; his monument in the 
Newport Cemetery reads: “In memory of Solomon Southwick, Esq., a gentleman of liberal 
education and expansive mind, for many years editor and proprietor of the Newport Mer- 
cury.” He was Commissary General for the state of Rhode Island in the Revolutionary War. 
Died December 23, 1797, in the sixty-sixth year of his age.” Married, June 20, 1769, 
Ann (Gardiner) Carpenter, a widow, daughter of Lieutenant-Governor John Gardiner of 
Rhode Island. Issue, among six children, 


Henry Collins Southwick, who was born in 1772, at Newport, Rhode Island; died in 
1821; married, July 8, 1797, Mary Wool, daughter of Isaiah and Margaret (Whitock) Wool, 
of New York. Issue, among ten children, 


Henry Collins Southwick, Jr., who was born December 28, 1806; a resident of Albany, 
New York; died in 1882; married, in 1826, Mary Parkinson; she was born June 14, 1808, 
and died March 20, 1879. Issue, among eleven children, two daughters, 


1. Mary Wool Southwick, who was born July 15, 1846, at Albany, New York; died 
July 24, 1928; married Homer Wolcott Pitkin (see Pitkin, p. 102). 
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2. Jane Gillespie Southwick, who was born July 20, 1852, at Albany, New York; mar- 
ried, March 17, 1873, John S. Hastings, of Brooklyn, New York; their daughter, 


Margaret Hastings, was born in New York, December 29, 1873; educated at the Albany 
Academy for Girls; interested in gardening and in home-keeping at her and her cousin, Dr.

Governor Thomas Welles, founder of the family in America, was born in County Essex, 
England, about the year 1598, and died at Wethersfield, Connecticut, January 14, 1659/60; he 
came to New England in the “Susan and Ellen” in 1635, and was a member of the Court at 
Hartford, Connecticut, in 1637, subsequently serving as a magistrate until his death; Secretary

These arms listed in Burke’s General Armory, 1844, are assigned to the family of 
“Bideford, co. Devon and Stow, co. Cornwall” with this added note: “. . . . of this family, 
was Sir Richard Grenville, of Stow, Knt., a distinguished naval commander, temp. Elizabeth ; 
his grandson, the still more celebrated Sir Bevil Grenville, the gallant Cavalier leader of the 
reign of Charles I, fell at the battle of Lansdowne, near Bath, leaving three sons, John, created 
Earl of Bath; Dennis, Dean of Durham; and Bernard, father of George, Lord Lansdowne, 
the Poet. .” 

The Visitation of Cornwall (1620) published by the Harleian Society, gives as a frontis- 
piece the shield of the Grenvilles (Grenville) showing fifty-three quarterings, five of them not 
identified. It also contains the information that the Grenville pew in “Lanteglos Church” has 
a series of shields containing nearly one hundred and fifty quarterings, all “properly blazoned.” 
The alliance with St. Leger (see Sir Richard Grenville of the Revenge (see p. 113) added the 
quarterings of St. Leger, Donnet, Butler (Earls of Ormond), Rockford, Hankford, Stapledon, 
the royal houses of York and Lancaster, and the great English houses of Neville, Percy, Staf- 
ford, Beauchamp, Beaufort, Audley, De Burgh, Despencer, Clare, FitzAlan, Knyvett, Mona- 
cute and Grandison, among others. 

The “Falaise Roll,” compiled by Crispin and Macary states that the de Grenville cr 
Grenville arms confirms the belief that the family is a branch of the royal Barons Saint- 
Denis le Gaste, of Normandy, other branches being Bigod, Trailly, Beauchamp, Montague, 
Saint-Denis and Meurdrac. If so, the Grenvilles and the Saint Legers were distantly akin. 


“A Godolphin never wanted wit, nor a Grenville loyalty.”2

William de Grenville, was of Grenville in the Cétentin, Normandy; witness, with his 
son, in 1061, to the charter of Bolbec Abbey, drawn by Gautier Giffard, later the Earl of 
Buckingham.

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his cousin, sent to colonize Virginia in May, 1585; captured by Spaniards on the return voy- 
age, but returned to England shortly; voyaged to Virginia again in 1586 with stores, to find 
the colony had vanished; appointed vice-admiral of a squadron of sixteen ships sent to inter- 
cept the Spanish treasure fleet at the Azores in Is5g1; assigned to the Revenge, originally 
Admiral Sir Francis Drake’s vessel in the battle with the Armada of 1588; the Revenge was 


surrounded by a fleet of fifty-three Spanish men-of-war through a series of unfortunate cir- 


cumstances; Grenville would not surrender and for fifteen hours a force of one hundred and 
fifteen Englishmen held off five thousand Spaniards; the conclusion was foregone and with 
Grenville fatally wounded, and with only twenty men surviving, the Revenge capitulated.

Sir Richard Grenville died in September, 1591, aboard the Spanish admiral’s vessel, the 
San Pablo; married Mary, daughter of Sir John St. Leger.

He numbered among his descendants Sir 
Bevil Grenville (1 506-1643), the celebrated Cavalier, Sir John Grenville, created Earl of

THOMAS CHANDLER OLCOTT, son of Timothy* and Elizabeth (Chand- 
ler) Olcott, was born May 2, 1775, at Chester, Windham County, Vermont. He was a 
lifelong resident of Chester, where he engaged in agricultural pursuits. On October 22, 
1796, he received with his brother, Bulkley, from his father, land along Williams River, 
and one-half share in the Olcott residence. 

His will drawn December 26, 1839, given below, was admitted to probate May 3, 


1843. 
‘Died, March 18, 1843, at Chester, Vermont, and lies buried in the Riverside Ceme- 


tery there. 
Married, September 13, 1798, Betsey Mann. (See Mann, p. 121.) 


*Be it Remembered 

That I Thomas C. Olcott of Chester in the County of Windsor and State of Vermont considering 

the uncertainty of this mortal life; and now being of sound mind and memory, do make & publish 

this my last Will and Testament in manner and form following that is to say... . 

First—I Give and bequeath to my beloved Wife, Betsey Olcott the whole of my Household furni- 
ture, for her use and comfort during her natural life; and thereafter to be divided in 
Equal Shares among my sons and daughters herein after named. I also give to my said 
wife Betsey Olcott, the Rents and income of that part of my Real Estate, herein after 
devised to my son Thomas C. Olcott, Jr. or such part thereof as her circumstances may 
require for her comfort and support during life; both in sickness and health. 

Secondly—I Give and bequeath to my eldest daughter Martha Stearns, wife of Otis Stearns, the 
sum of fourteen dollars, together with one third part of the wearing apparel of my said 
wife at her decease, and also one fiith part of Household furniture remaining at the 
decease of my wife Betsey Olcott. 

Thirdly—I Give and bequeath to Marsha Earle, wife of Xenophen Earle, my second daughter, the 
sum of fourteen Dollars, together with one third part of the wearing apparel of my said 
wife at her decease, and also one fifth part of Household Furniture, remaining at the 
decease of my wife Betsey Olcott. 

Fourthly—I Give and bequeath to Charles M. Olcott my eldest son, one fifth part of household 
furniture remaining at the decease of my wife Betsey Olcott, which together with what 
I have heretofore given him, is his full share of my estate... . 

Fifthly—I Give and bequeath to my second son Thomas C. Olcott, Jr., one fifth part of household 
furniture remaining at the decease of my wife Betsey Olcott. 

Sixthly—I Give and bequeath to Harriet S. Olcott, my third daughter, two hundred dollars, payable 

to her by myself, or by my Executor, at the time she may think it expedient for her to 

resign the privilege herein given her of making her Father’s house her home—by giving 
reasonable notice thereof. Also one third part of the wearing apparel of my said wife, 

Betsey Olcott; and also the privilege of making her Father’s house her home, as she 

has heretofore done, without expense or charge to her for board and during the time 

she may remain single and unmarried, at her election as above mentioned. 
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Seventhly—I Give and bequeath to Frances Ellen Olcott, daughter of my deceased son Lewis R. 
Olcott, Two hundred dollars to be paid to her at the time she shall arrive at the age of 
eighteen years, with the interest from the date hereof annually for her use in clothing 
and education and I hereby direct & will, that in case of the decease of the said Frances 
Ellen Olcott before she shall arrive to the age of eighteen years, the above sum of two 
hundred dollars, together with the then remaining interest, shall be equally divided 
between my sons & daughters herein before named. 

Eighthly—I Give and bequeath to Otis Osman Earle, son of the aforesaid Xenophen and Marsha 
Earle, twelve dollars to be paid to him at the time he shall arrive at the age of twenty- 
one, or a two year old heifer, then to be worth the above sum by my executors. 

Ninthly—And lastly as to all the rest residue and remainder of my estate, goods, chattels or lands 
of what name or description soever I Give, bequeath and devise the same (at the 
decease of my wife Betsey Olcott) to my son Thomas C. Olcott, Jr., his heirs and 
assigns forever. 

And I hereby constitute and appoint him, the said Thomas C. Olcott, Jr., sole executor 

to this my last will and Testament, hereby enjoining him the said Thomas, as my said 

executor to pay all my just debts, that may be due at my decease, the costs of settling my 
- said estate, funeral charges, and the foregoing bequests, provisions or Dower as herein 

before expressed, directed or ordained according to the meaning and interest thereof; 

hereby revoking and disallowing all other former wills by me made; ratifying and con- 

firming this to be my last will and testament. 

In Testimony whereof I do hereunto set my hand and seal at Chester this 26th day of 

December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine.

“According to the custom of the times as shown in the Household Accounts of the Duke of Bedford, the 
unmarried daughter of the household paid nothing of its expenses, whereas the visiting married sons and daughters 
with their retinues paid for their board and lodging when visiting their parents; and the Duke of Bedford when 
visiting his married children, paid his expenses and that of his retinue.’* Probably this provision of Thomas 
Chandler Olcott’s will as applying to his daughter Harriet, is founded on sixteenth and seventeenth century law as

Robert Man* (possibly the son of Robert Man,+ who was a resident of Sudbury, 
Middlesex County in the Massachusetts Bay Colony and who married, April 1, 1664, Deb- 
orah Draper, who died May 11, 1665), was a resident of Sudbury, Massachusetts, at the turn 
of the eighteenth century. He was recorded “of Sudbury,” at the time of his marriage. 

He drew his willt May 8, 1717, and it was admitted to probate October 15, 1719. 
(Probate No. 14566, Middlesex County Court, East Cambridge, Massachusetts.) 

Therein he mentions his sons Samuel and Benjamin and one of the witnesses is John 
Brigham of Sudbury. Robert Man is described therein also, as “of Stow,” a district border- 
ing upon Sudbury to the northeast and then in 1717 considered part of Sudbury.

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Benjamin Man(n),* who was born July 8, 1710, at Sudbury, Middlesex County, Mas- 
sachusetts. He was a little more than a week old when his mother died and only nine years 
old when his father died. 

His parentage is fixed through the record of guardianship (Probate No. 1456-7— 
Middlesex County Court, East Cambridge, Massachusetts), drawn March 3, 1725, wherein 
John Clapp was to be guardian of “Benjamin Man, a minor in his 16th year of age, a son of 
Robert Man of Sudbury, Middlesex, deceased.” One of the bondsmen for the guardianship 
agreement was the same John Brigham of Sudbury, who was executor of his father’s will. 

It was known that Benjamin Man(n) became a resident of Rutland, Worcester 
County, Massachusetts, and it is therefore interesting to notice this observation from Hud- 
son’s History of Sudbury (p. 298) that “Rutland was largely settled by people from Sud- 
bury.” It is also of interest to note that the district of Rutland, incorporated in 1722, 
included the towns now known as Barre, Holden, Hubbardstown, Oakham, Paxton and 
Princeton. 

Nothing is known of Benjamin Man(n) until shortly after he had attained his 
majority, December 18, 1733 to be exact, when he purchased land from Phineas Stevens of 
Rutland, Worcester County, Massachusetts. In this deed Benjamin is called of “Rutland” 
(Deeds, Vol. IV, p. 538, Worcester County Court, W orcester, Massachusetts), but any doubt 
as to his place of origin is removed when we find that he is called “of Sudbury” when he 
purchased land at Rutland from Isaac How of Marlborough, December 27, 1733 (Worcester 
Deeds, Vol. V, p. 103). Some of this latter purchase he sold March 14, 1750, to Jedidiah 
Newton, of Rutland, his brother-in-law (Worcester Deeds, Vol. XXXI, p. 273). That Jedi- 
diah Newton was his brother-in-law appears from a quit-claim to any right in the estate of 
Abraham Newton, granted March 10, 1746/47 to Jedidiah, Abraham’s son (Worcester County 
Probate No. 43027) by “Benjamin Man of Rutland and his wife Sybell daughter of Abraham 
Newton late of Worcester” (Worcester Deeds, Vol. XXI, p. 334). 

On May 13, 1754, Benjamin Man purchased “Lott No. Six in great Farm No. XXII 
in Rutland District” from Jonas Clarke of Boston (Worcester Deeds, Vol. XXXIV, p. 399). 
Rutland District became known later as Hutchinson and finally as Barre. His youngest child, 
Willard Man(n) was born in Rutland District. 

It is at this period subsequent to the birth of Willard in 1758 that Benjarnin Man(n)’s 
movements become conjectural. August 2, 1762 (or 1763), Benjamin Man “of Greenwich 
in ye County of Hampshire (Worcester Deeds, Vol. LI, p. 334) purchased land at Hard- 
wick, Worcester County, south of Barre, about ten miles.” Greenwich itself is only some ten 
miles west of Barre (or Rutland District as it was known in Benjamin’s time). He sold this 
land as a resident of Hardwick, July 9, 1765, to Samuel Man of Paxton in Worcester County, 


* The Mann lineage furnished by a Miss Mann, of Natick, Massachusetts, who prepared for a kinswoman 
an accepted D. A. R. descent from Charles Mann as a private in the Vermont militia, stated that the father of 
Charles Benjamin Mann, who married Sibella Newton, was the son of Thomas Mann and grandson of Richard 
Mann of Scituate, Massachusetts. She also stated that Benjamin, son of Thomas, was born at Scituate and died 
at Rutland, Massachusetts. The truth of the matter is that Benjamin, son of Thomas and grandson of Richard 
of Scituate, was born February 19, 1607, at Scituate; died, March 2, 1770, at Hanover; married, February 4, 
1721, Martha Curtis, and had issue, Martha, Benjamin, Rebecca, Sarah, Ruth, and Mary. There was and ts no son 
Charles. Benjamin’s son Benjamin was born August 4, 1727, at Hanover, and died there in 1816. Neither of 
these could be and are not the parent of Charles Mann of Chester and Rutland. This Scituate and Hanover lin- 
eage is completely presented in the Mann Memorial (see particularly pages 63 and 66) and also in Barry’s History 
of Hanover and Simmons’ History of Hanover. 
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presumably his brother (Worcester Deeds, Vol. LII, p. 481). Thereafter Benjamin seems 
to have vanished from Massachusetts. It is worthy of consideration to list here the follow- 
ing items: 


1. The deaths of or administrations upon the estates of Benjamin or Sybell his wife are not 
to be found in Hampshire or Worcester County, Massachusetts; specifically in the towns 
of Greenwich, Hardwick, Barre or Rutland. 

2. Charles Mann, son of Benjamin, settled at Chester, Vermont, in May, 1764, a little more 
than a year before the last sale of Benjamin’s property (presumably), at Hardwick, to 
Samuel Man(n), probably his brother. 

3. Jedidiah Newton, brother-in-law of Benjamin, had a daughter Lucy, who married Elisha 
Ward, of Southboro and Paxton, who eventually removed in 1790 to Chester, Vermont. 

4. The Worcester County registrar of deeds during Benjamin’s residence was the Honorable 
John Chandler, son of one of the founders of Chester, Vermont. 

5. There is a “Mr. Man” otherwise unidentified (The Index of the Records of the First 
Church of Rockingham, Vermont—T. B. Peck, published in 1902, says~*‘Charles,” 
which is not found on the original), who died July 2, 1781. If this was Benjamin Man 
he would have been six days short of reaching his 7Ist birthday, but there is no record 
of a burial of a Benjamin Man at Chester, Vermont, in 1781. 

6. Benjamins found in New Hampshire and Vermont records at Concord and Montpelier, 
three in number, were found not to be our Benjamin through circumstances of ages of 
himself and his children. 

Therefore, it can only be said that Benjamin Man possibly removed to Chester, Ver- 
mont, where his sons Charles and Willard resided and it is possible that he was the “Mr. 
Man,” who died July 2, 1781, according to the records of the Rockingham Church which 
served the Chester area. 

Benjamin married, September 18, 1739, at Rutland, Worcester County, Massachusetts, 
Sybell or Sibilla, daughter of Abraham and Rachel (Newton) Newton (see Newton, p. 122), of 
Marlborough and Holden, Massachusetts. It is interesting to note here again that Benjamin 
Man, of Sudbury and Rutland, Sibella’s husband, made his second purchase of Rutland lands 
from Isaac How, of Marlborough, in December, 1733. Issue, among five children, two sons 
and three daughters, 


Charles Mann, who was born January 15, 1744, at Rutland, Worcester County, Mas- 
sachusetts (Vital Records of Rutland, p. 63). The Town Records of Chester, Vermont, 
in an entry made some years after Charles Mann’s arrival in Chester—see certified copy of 
it—gives his date of birth as January 26, 1744, eleven days later than the Rutland, Massa- 
chusetts, record—a discrepancy that may be accounted for in the variation between Old Style 
and New Style dates. Nothing is known of Charles Mann’s movements until May, 1764, 
when he arrived in Chester, Vermont. His name appears among the grantees of the 
town of Chester listed in the Royal Charter (now in the possession of the Town Clerk of 
Chester, Vermont). Charles was, with his brother Willard and other residents of Chester, 
a signer of the Articles of Association pledging his life and property in defense of the col- 
onies united against British oppression. (A photostat of this document was made through 
the courtesy of Mr. A. B. Pollard, Town Clerk of Chester, Vermont.) It is further stated, 
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that Charles Mann “was commended for bravery in the battles of White Plains and Mon- 
mouth, New Jersey.” He was a private in the Vermont Militia under Ensign William Hoar. 
Charles Mann died February 7, 1832, at Chester, Vermont, and lies buried in the 
Brookside Cemetery there. (Vital Records of Chester, Vermont.) 
Married, first, May 21, 1765, Elethan Ide, who died April 28, 1771. (Town Records 
of Chester, Vermont. ) 

' Married, second, January 10, 1773, Elisabeth Cobb, who died November 28, 1773 (Town 
Records of Chester, Vermont). The Vital Records of Rutland, Massachusetts (Systematic 
Record Fund, F. P. Rice, Trustee, 1905) list under marriages, this entry “Man, Charles, 
resident in Rutland and Elisabeth McCobb, January 24, 1773.” It would seem that the rec- 
ord at Chester entered some years after the event erred in listing the date of intentions—two 
weeks before the actual marriage—as the date of marriage and omitted the “Mc” before the 
surname “Cobb.” This marriage, however, serves to cement the connection between the Mans 
of Rutland, Worcester County, Massachusetts, and the Manns of Chester, Vermont, and shows 
that Charles Mann had returned to Rutland, however briefly, in 1773. ~ 

Married, third, by the pastor of the First Church at Rockingham, Vermont, November 
2,1777, Zerviah, Zaviah, Zeruiah (Williams) Parker. “Williams” in the records of the town 
of Chester, Vermont, and “Parker” in the records of the Church at Rockingham (Bellows 
Falls, Vermont) ; (see Williams, p. 125). Issue, among others, a daughter by the third wife, 

Betsey Mann, who was born November 27, 1780, at Chester, Vermont (Chester Town 
Records) ; died there, March 31, 1863 (Chester Town Records) ; married Thomas Chandler 


Olcott.

Richard Newton, founder of the family in America, was born in England about the 
year 1601; was of record at Sudbury, Massachusetts, and took the freeman’s oath in 1645, 
and apparently again in 1647; among the petitioners for an addition to be made to Sud- 
bury in May, 1656; received fifty acres of the new grant known as Marlborough, Novem- 
ber 26, 1660, and settled there; an extensive landed proprietor engaged, it seems, solely in 
agricultural pursuits; petitioner for the establishment of a church separate from Sudbury in 
1664; drew his will September 28, 1693, and it was admitted to probate November 17, 1701; 
died August 24, 1701, at Marlborough, Massachusetts, “almost a hundred years old’; mar- 
ried, about 1640, Anne Loker, daughter of Henrie and Elizabeth Loker, of “Bures St. Mary,” 
County Essex, England; Henrie Loker, a glover, was the earliest known ancestor of this 
family and when he died in 1631 his widow came to Sudbury with the children, including 
Anne. Issue of Richard and Anne (Loker) Newton, among eleven children, 


Daniel Newton, who was born December 21, 1665, at Sudbury, Massachusetts; a resi- 
dent of Marlborough, where he was a husbandman and the proprietor_of a gristmill; died, 
November 29, 1739, at Southborough, Massachusetts; married, December 30, 1679, at Marl- 
borough. Susanna Morse, born January II, 1663, at Watertown, Massachusetts ; died May 
13. 1729, at Southborough, Massachusetts; daughter of Joseph and Susanna (Shattuck) 
Morse. Issue, among eleven children, 


Abraham Newton, who was born March 2, 1601, at Marlborough, Massachusetts; a 
resident in that district of Marlborough that was set off as Southborough; purchased land at 
Holden, Massachusetts, in 1735, and removed to that town; died before May 13, 1742, when 
his widow was appointed administratrix of his estate; married, October 20, 1709, at Marl- 
borough, Rachel Newton, born May 17, 1694, at Marlborough, Massachusetts; died after 
March, 1773; daughter of John Newton, Jr., and Hannah (Morse) Newton. Issue, among 
ten children, 


Sibilla Newton, who was baptized September 30, 1722, at Marlborough, Massachusetts ; 
as “Sybilla Mann” she received one share of the paternal estate in 1742; died subsequent to 
1758; married Benjamin Mann (see Mann, p. 120).

G. Andrews Moriarty states, in concluding “Some Notes Upon the Family of Roger 
Williams,” published in the April, 1943 issue of the New England Historical and Gene- 
alogical Register: 


“It may be suggested that the James Williams, of Tring Magna (Hertfordshire), in 
1545, was the father of Mark Williams, who married Agnes Audley, daughter of William 
and Joan Audley, of Hitchin (Hertfordshire), and had issue James Williams and Joan Wil- 
liams, who were evidently young in 1581. This James Williams may be identical with James 
Williams who was admitted to the Merchant Tailors’ Company in 1587, and is the known 
father of the founder of Providence.” 


James Williams lived in the parish of St. Sepulchre without Newgate, London, in a 
dwelling house that he owned in Cow Lane, as the street is still called; it is in that part of 
London known as Snowhill, near Newgate. He was a citizen of London and a member of 
the Great Livery Company of the Merchant Tailors, to which he was admitted free April 7 
1587. He died in the autumn of 1621, having drawn a will September 7, 1620, which was 
admitted to probate November 19, 1621, and by it, leaves bequests to his wife and four chil- 
dren, and also several to charity ; married Alice Pemberton, born February 18, 1564, daughter 
of Robert and Alice (Stokes) Pemberton. Issue, among others, 


Roger Williams, “The Recognized Historic Founder of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations, 1636,” was born about 1600, doubtless in the Williams’ house on Cow 
Lane; in 1617 received a legacy of twenty shillings from Margery Pate, widow, of the parish 
of St. Sepulchre’s, London, which is the earliest contemporary reference to Roger Williams 
that has yet been found; as a youth in London, Roger began the study of shorthand, taking 
down sermons and speeches in the Star Chamber; these he transcribed in longhand and pre- 
sented to Sir Edward Coke, who took such a liking to “so hopeful a youth” that he sent him to 
Sutton’s Hospital, as the Charter House School was then called, to complete his education; 
the school was not far from the Williams house. 

Through the influence of Sir Edward Coke, Roger was elected a scholar of the Charter 
House School on June 25, 1621, and continued a student there until 1623; on June 29, 1623, 
he was registered at Pembroke College, Cambridge, receiving an annual “pension” or schol- 
arship, of £16 per year from the Charter House School while at college; he matriculated July 
7, 1624, signed the Subscription Book in 1626, and received the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
1626/27 ; he continued a postgraduate student for two years, presumably in theology. 

In 1628, after leaving college, Williams became chaplain to Sir William Masham at his 
estate of Otes, in the parish of High Laver, Essex, probably his first office in the ministry; 
Lady Masham’s brother, Sir Thomas Barrington, and her husband, Sir William Masham, 
were, a decade and a half later, to sign the famous letter, giving Roger Williams free passage 
through Massachusetts. When Williams gave up his chaplaincy at Otes we do not as yet know, 
but he left it shortly after May, 1629, and accompanied by his wife, Mary, he went, late in 
the year 1630, to Bristol, where he embarked in the ship Lyon, which sailed on December 1, 
1630, and after a stormy voyage of sixty-five days, anchored at Nantasket in Boston Harbor, 
on February 5, 1630/31. 

The strange thing is that, after being for three hundred years as one bereft of the 
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brotherly love of the men of Massachusetts, there is found in “The New York Times” under 
the date of January 20, 1936, the following: 


“After all these years Massachusetts is going to do right by Roger Williams, pioneer 
advocate of the doctrine of a free church within a free State and author of numerous works, 
including A Key Into the Language of the Indians of America, and The Bloudy Tenents of 
Persecution for the Causes of Conscience. 

“Arriving in Boston in 1631 with his young wife, Mary, Williams became teacher of the 
church at Salem. There, and in other posts, he aroused the antagonism of the authorities, it 
being charged against him that he held numerous heretical beliefs, among them these: 

‘That the civil power could not control conscience. 

‘That the King’s patent was not just title to land in the New World, which should be pur- 
chased from its rightful owners, the Indians. 

‘That the oath should not be administered to an unregenerate man, for the oath is itself 
a form of prayer.’ 

“The charges were heard by the Massachusetts General Court in 1635, and a sentence of 
banishment was pronounced. The sentence was not immediately effective, but early in 1636, 
when he learned that he was about to be arrested, Williams fled, with four companions, to 
what is now Rhode Island. There the five established a settlement (paying the Indians for 
their land) which they called Providence. Subsequently, Williams obtained a royal charter 
for the Providence Plantations in Narragansett Bay. In 1683 he died after an honorable 
career, but the sentence of banishment from Massachusetts remained against him. 

“Last week a committee of the Massachusetts Legislature voted unanimously to extend a 
pardon to Roger Williams. They acted not because they wished to atone for the harshness 
of their forebears, but because Rhode Island is celebrating its tercentenary this year, and off- 
cials of that State had asked for a little cooperation.” 


Williams is one of the few persons whose arrival in New England, Governor Win- 
throp considered of enough importance to mention in his diary; settled in Salem as minister, 
April 12, 1631, and in the following summer was located at Plymouth as assistant to the pas- 
tor, Mr. Ralph Smith; returned to Salem in the autumn of 1633 and became assistant in the 
pastorate; in Salem he aroused the anger of the authorities when he stated his liberal views, 
and was summoned, in April, 1635, to the court of Boston for “heretical utterances” ; was ban- 
ished from Salem, in January, 1636, and wandered for fourteen weeks before he finally reached 
what is now Rhode Island, where he obtained a grant of land from Massasoit on the east bank 
of the Seekonk River; founded and settled Rhode Island in 1636 and two years later, March 
24,.1638, took a deed from Canonicus and Miantonomvy for the lands already purchased; his 
name is chronicled as “The Recognized Historic Founder of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations, 1636”; left for England in 1642 to obtain a charter for the Rhode 
Island and Providence settlements; among the several offices he held at this period was that 
of Governor’s Assistant in 1647, 1648, 1664, 1665, 1670, 1671, and 1672; Deputy President of 
the Colony in 1649, and Agent to England in 1651; became the champion of religious toler- 
ance and drew up a new charter for Rhode Island, July 8, 1633, so democratic in form that the 
Revolution in 1775 made no change in it; was appointed commissioner for settling the eastern 
boundary of Massachusetts, and engaged in the famous controversy against the Quakers, but 
refused to persecute them; became proficient in the Indian languages, and published a book 
on the subject; other writings included “The Bloudy Tenents of Persecution for the Causes of 
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Conscience” (1644), and answers to many theological arguments; died, before April 25, 1683, 
for on that date William Carpenter signed a deed in which he called himself “the last survivor 
of the thirteen original proprietors of Pawtuxet,” Roger Williams having been one of them. 
According to one account, “Dear Roger Williams, he went and came to this region, he traversed 
our beautiful lakes in his canoe, and he learned the language of Canonicus, and the rest and 
preserved it for posterity.” In the Roger Williams’ Calendar, under date of October 12th, it 
States : 


When birth greater, maintenance more ample, 
time longer, and means of grace more 
plentiful, then a greater account of the 

Lord is expected. 


And under date of March 27th, showing another side of his devoted character, there are 
these exquisite lines from a letter to his wife: 


“My dearest love and companion in this vale of tears... . I send thee, though in winter, a handful of 
flowers, made up in a little posy, for thy dear self and our children to look at and smell on when, I, as grass 
of the field, shall be gone and withered.” 


Married, December 15, 1639, at Hatfield Broadoak, High Laver, County Essex, Eng- 
land, Mary Barnard, who died after 1679. Issue, among others, 


Joseph Williams, who was born December 12, 1643, at Providence, Rhode Island; a 
soldier in King Philip’s War, 1676; served as deputy to the general court frequently between 
1683 and 1713; member of the town council on eleven occasions between 1684 and 1715; 
an assistant of the colony from 1698 to 1 707; member of the committee appointed to inspect 
the laws of the colony, October 25, 1699; his will, drawn October 26, 1717, was proved Octo- 
ber 12, 1724; died, August 17, 1724, at Providence, and was buried in the Williams Grave- 
yard within the present bounds of Roger Williams Park; married, at Providence, December 
17, 1669, Lydia Olney (see Olney, p. 127). Issue, among six children, 


James Williams, who was born September 20, 1680, at Cranston, Rhode Island; 
resided in the district set off as the town of Cranston, in Providence County; a husbandman 
and a large landed proprietor, particularly in the vicinity of Pascoag, where he owned in 
excess of one hundred acres; his will, drawn December 4, 1741, was admitted to probate, 
July 16, 1757; died, at Providence, June 25, 1757; married, either at Cranston or Providence, 
Elizabeth, daughter of James and Mary (Hawkins) Blackmar; she was born in 1682, and 
died, at Providence, in March, 1761. Issue, among ten children, 


James Williams, Jr.. who was born February 20, 1704, at Cranston, Rhode Island ; 
granted “certain land” in his father’s will, he was apparently a husbandman in the vicinity of 
Cranston; died before April 19, 1761; married, at Providence, March T1740) (0; SS. 3, Zer- 
vich (Harris) Waterman (see Harris and Waterman, pp. 128, 129). Issue, among others, 


Zerviah* Williams, who was born October 24, 1741, apparently at Cranston, Rhode 
Island; removed to the vicinity of Chester, Vermont, seemingly with her first husband; 
called “Zurnia Williams of James dec. of Cranston” at the time of her first marriage; listed 
in the Records of the First Church of Rockingham, Vermont (which served the Chester dis- 


* Her given name is also recorded as Zerviah, Zeruiah, Zerniah, Zernia, and later Sophia. 
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trict previous to 1781) upon her second marriage, as “Zeruiah Parker of Chester’: entered in 
the Town Records of Chester, Vermont, upon her second marriage to Charles Mann as 
“Zeviah Williams”; died “in Chester, Vermont, April 7, 1830, aged 88 years, 5 months and 
11 days,” and lies buried beside her second husband in the Brookside Cemetery there; her 
tombstone reads, “Zeruiah/wife of /Charles Mann/died/April 7, 1830/in the 89 year/of her 
‘age’; married, first, April 19, 1761, at Cranston, Rhode Island,. by William Burton, Justice, 


Joseph Parker, Jr.; he died previous to November, 1777, probably in the vicinity of Chester, 
Vermont; married, second, Charles Mann (see Mann, Dalz).

- Thomas Olney, born in the year 1600, the American progenitor, was a native of Hert- 
fordshire, England; granted permission to sail to New England, April 2, 1635, aboard the 
ship Planter; settled first at Salem, Massachusetts, where he was chosen surveyor in January, 
1636, and admitted a freeman the same year; excluded from the colony, March 12, 1638, for 
espousing the cause and beliefs of Roger Williams; removed to and became one of the thir- 
teen original proprietors of Providence Plantations: active and prominent in Rhode Island; 
first treasurer of the colony in 1638, a commissioner to establish the town government in 1647, 
an assistant from 1648 to 1663, and judge of the Justices Court in 1656 among other offices; 
named among the grantees of the Royal Charter issued by King Charles II in 1663; a founder 
of the First Baptist Church of Providence and an acting pastor for a brief period; one of 
the largest land owners of Providence; died between March 21, 1679, when his will was 
made and October 17, 1682, when it was probated; married, in 1631, Marie (or Mary) 
Small,* born in 1605, died in Providence, Rhode Island, in 1679.

Thomas Harris, founder of his branch of the family in America, was born in Deal, 
County Kent, England, sailed for the colonies with his brother, William, from Bristol, Eng- 
land, December 1, 1630, in the company of Roger Williams, aboard the ship Lyon; called 
“cousin” by Richard Iles of Charlestown, Massachusetts, in his will, October 29, 1639; an 
early settler at Providence, Rhode Island; signer of the “Compact” of August 20, 1637, and 
of the “Agreement” of July 27, 1640; chosen commissioner first in 1652, and served almost 
continuously until the year 1663; lieutenant in 1654 and freeman the following year; impris- 
oned at Boston and whipped in July, 1658, for “speaking freely”; served as deputy on six 
occasions between 1664 and 1673; a member of the town council in 1664, 1665, 1666 and 
1669; assistant for nine years between 1666 and 1675; died, June 7, 1686, at Providence, 
Rhode Island; married Elizabeth , who died about the year 1687. Issue, among four 
children, 





Thomas Harris, who was born probably at Providence, Rhode Island; served as deputy 
from Providence for fourteen years between 1671 and 1710; a member of the town council 
from 1684 to 1686; his will, drawn June 21, 1708, was admitted to probate April 16, 1711; 
died, February 27, 1710/11, at Providence, Rhode Island; married, November 3, 1664, 
Elnathan, daughter of Richard and Mary (Clark) Tew; she was born October 15, 1644, and 
died January 11, 1718. Issue, among nine children, 


Nicholas Harris, who was born April 1, 1671, at Providence, Rhode Island; a yeoman 
and lifelong resident of Providence; bequeathed a homestead of one hundred and fifty acres 
by his father; a considerable landed proprietor having among other property at the time of his 
death a tract “west of Seven Mile line”; his will, drawn July 16, 1725, with a codicil added 
April 22, 1739, was admitted to probate April 27, 1746; died March 27, 1746; married Ann 
Issue, among ten children, 





Zerviah Harris, born at Providence, March 19, 1701, was mentioned in her father’s will 
as “Zerviah Waterman,” to receive £10; married, first, Zuriel Waterman (see Waterman, p. 
129) ; married, second, James Williams, Jr. (see Williams, p. 125).

Arms—Paly of six argent and gules, three crescents counterchanged. 


The Waterman family was established in New England, it is said, by three brothers, 
Richard, Robert, and Thomas, all of Norwich, England. 


Colonel Richard Waterman, founder of his branch of the family in the colonies, was 
born in Norwich, England, about 1590; arrived in Massachusetts Bay in 1629; referred to 
in a letter sent by the Massachusetts Company to Mr. John Endicott as one “whose chief employ- 
ment will be to get you good venison”; licensed to depart from Massachusetts in 1638; set- 
tled at Providence, Rhode Island, where he received land from Roger Williams; one of the 
original members of the First Baptist Church of Providence; one of the company who pur- 
chased the site of the town of Warwick from the Indians in 1643; arrested by the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony in 1643 and found to be “erroneous, heretical and obstinate” and warned 
from Massachusetts under penalty of death; returned to Providence in 1650; served as com- 
missioner, juryman and warden between the years 1655 and 1658; buried, October 26, 1673, 

- at Providence; married Bethiah , who died December 3, 1680. Issue, among four 
children, : 





Nathaniel Waterman, who was born in 1637, at Providence, Rhode Island; subscribed to 
the oath of allegiance in May, 1666; served as deputy to the General Court on eleven occasions 
between 1668 and 1702; member of town council frequently from 1676 to 1707; one of 
those granted a share in the Indian captives, August 14, 1676, because he “staid and went not 
away” during King Philip’s War; died March 23, 1712; married, March 14, 1663, Susanna 
Carder. Issue, among five children, 


Captain Richard Waterman, who was born at Providence, Rhode Island: exceedingly 

- prominent in civic affairs; Deputy almost continuously from 1712 to 1733, Assistant for six 
years between 1713 and 1730, and clerk of the Assembly in 1718, 1724, 1725, 1726 and 1727; 

town clerk from 1715 to 1755, and member of the town council in 1731 and 1734; bore the 

title of “Captain,” probably indicative of militia rank; his will, drawn August 16, 1742, was 

proved August 20, 1744; died, August 3, 1744, at Providence, Rhode Island; married, April 

I, 1697, Abigail, daughter of James and Abigail (Dexter) Angell. Issue, among six children, 


Zuriel Waterman, who was born before August 27, 1713, at Providence, Rhode Island; 
died there October 12, 1739; married, at Providence, May 25, 1722, by Richard Brown, Jus- 
tice, Zerviah Harris (see Harris, p. 128). Issue, five children.

CHARLES MANN OLCOTT, son of Thomas Chandler and Betsey (Mann) 
Olcott, was born November 25, 1804, at Chester, Vermont. He early decided to give up 
the agricultural pursuits of his father and the legal studies of his grandfather and to 
make his way-in New York, where he became first an apothecary in Brooklyn, and then, 
in 1828, he founded in New York the firm of Charles M. Olcott, which, in 1833, became 
the drug importing firm of Olcott & McKesson. His partner, John McKesson, Sr., was 
descended from a pioneer Scotch ancestor, who had settled in Pennsylvania fifty years 
before the Revolution. In 1835 the firm had so far expanded, that it added another part- 
ner, Daniel C. Robbins, when it became Olcott, McKesson & Robbins, and so remained 
until after Mr. Olcott’s death in 1853, when it became McKesson and Robbins, as it 
still remains. 

“It was an old business and well-known in 1868, when a bag of gold dust worth 
twenty thousand dollars was received from frontier Montana with a letter saying: ‘We 
want to open a drug store out here. Send complete stock in return for the dust.’ ” 

From its beginning under Mr. Olcott in 1828, it “served the needs of the medical 
profession and promoted public health for more than one hundred years,” as did its 
successor, Dodge, Colvill & Olcott, which later became Dodge & Olcott, and finally was 
incorporated as The Dodge & Olcott Company, of which Mr. Olcott’s son, George 
Mann Olcott, was junior partner and, on the death of Richard J. Dodge, was president 
until his death in 1917. (See biography of George Mann Olcott, p. 166.) 

Charles Mann Olcott was a founder and president of the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences, which was and is an unique organization, developing from an association 
founded in 1823, chartered under its present name in 1843, and reorganized with a larger 
scope in 1887-88. Its aim was and is the education of the people in all branches of the 
arts and sciences by means of lectures, classes and collections. It includes some twenty- 
five departments, each of which holds class meetings and public lectures, and its curriculum 
today resembles that of a large university. He resided in Brooklyn at 132 Columbia 
Heights, until his death. 

Died, August 26, 1853, at Chester, Vermont,* and was buried in the Olcott family 
plot, Greenwood Cemetery, Brooklyn, New York. 

Married, in Brooklyn, New York, December 28, 1831, Maria Cornell Underhill.

He 
was the son of Reverend John White Chadwick, the poet and essayist and pastor 
of the Second Unitarian Church of Brooklyn for many years; this marriage 
was dissolved; issue:

Heights, overlooking New York Harbor, from which, after her father’s death, she and 

her mother removed to Grace Court, the house her brother built at his mother’s request, 

next his own. Writing to James H. Callender, author of “Yesterdays on Brooklyn 

Heights” (1927), Miss Olcott says: “I cannot help, in this letter, bringing in the per- 

sonal note, as I think of the happy days of my childhood in the Columbia Heights 

home, where I was born. The water view, on the west side of the street, was then 
unbroken. Our father’s garden extended to Furman Street, where was a high wall. 

Three terraces, with flights of stairs, led down to this wall—and arbors, over t 

ways, were covered with grapevines, their fruit more luscious 

since—the dust arising from Furman Street, in no way marring the flavor of the 

grapes—at least, to our youthful tastes. A peach tree, an apricot tree, and even a 

wonderful fig tree, are among my recollections of that enchanted garden. A side lot, 

which our father planted with vegetables, and on which he had a poultry house with 
real, live chickens added to the wonders. With our father’s death, chickens and vege- 
tables departed, but the large garden remained, and picnics in that yard, for which 


mother packed baskets of provisions, are among the childhood eve 


nts in my memory. 
Another personal event was our Fourth of July celebration each year, when the unjn- 


terrupted view from our rear windows made our home a rendezvous for our friends on 


that evening. The delight of sitting in the ‘third room,’ which extended the width of 


the house, and watching the wonderful display of fireworks on Governor’s Island, the 
Jersey coast, and New York! It was fairyland to our childish vision! But these are 
personal memories, and not material for your book, and I am afraid that we have 
our family, no pictures or prints that would be of any serv 
unmarried, November 27, 1932.

Captain John Underhill, who was born at Baginton, Warwickshire, England, October 5, 
1597; died at Matinecock, Oyster Bay, Long Island, July 21, 1672; served in the Low Coun- 
tries as a soldier under Maurice of Nassau, Prince of Orange; was offered a post as military 
captain with the Mayflower Company of Pilgrims that sailed for America in 1620, but declined 
it in favor of his comrade-in-arms, Captain Miles Standish; came to Massachusetts later with 
Governor John Winthrop, May 18, 1630, as captain of militia; became a freeman, May 18, 
1630; was one of the first deputies to the General Court from Boston. He had been a mem-

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ber of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, the oldest existing voluntary corps in 
Great Britain, founded by King Henry VIII, in 1537, as his household guard, which was the 
model for the similarly named organization in the Massachusetts Bay Colony; the King 
appointed three overseers of the “Science of Artillery,” then consisting of long bows, cross- 
bows and hand guns, and until 1849 the members elected their own associates and officers ; 
since then officers and members have been crown appointees made upon the nomination of the 
lieutenancy of the City of London; London has always taken pride in this organization, 
rivalling in antiquity the Yeomen of the Guard, the Sergeants at Arms, and the Corps of 
Gentlemen Pensioners, as it is the only non-regular body of British troops which is permitted 
to parade the city’s streets with fixed bayonets. He was, in 1637, one of the organizing mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable artillery Company, of Boston, Massachusetts, and eleventh 
on the roll, the first military organization in the United States, and he was one of the first to 
command a Boston regiment; returned to England and published a good account of the 
Pequot War; in 1637 was sent as commander of Colony troops to Saybrook, Connecticut, by 
his friend, 


Sir Henry Vane, “commonly called Sir Harry Vane, the Younger.” “Vane, young in 
years but in sage council old” was born at Hadlow, Kent, England, in 1612, and beheaded at 
London, on Tower Hill, June 14, 1662, for high treason. He was an English Puritan states- 
man and patriot, son of Sir Henry Vane, comptroller of the household of King Charles I, and 
Frances (Darcy) Vane. Sir Harry emigrated to Massachusetts in 1635; was Governor of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony from 1636 to 1637; he failed of reélection because he sided with 
Mrs. Anne Hutchinson (Anne Marbury), born in Lincolnshire, England, about 1590, and 
killed by Indians near Hell Gate, New York, in 1643, who emigrated to Massachusetts, in 
1634, and was banished in 1637 for her religious and antinomian activities, which were 
regarded as seditious. Sir Harry, on his return to England, after having high honors heaped 
upon him under King Charles, served the Commonwealth zealously, but was imprisoned in 
1656 for his attack on the protectorate of Oliver Cromwell; excluded from the Restoration 
Act of Indemnity, June 11, 1660, and designated “a person of mischievous activity” by both 
houses of Parliament the 3oth of August following; tried before the court of the king’s bench 
for high treason, found guilty, June 6, 1662, and executed eight days later. 

His friend, Captain John Underhill, after being chosen Governor of Dover, New Hamp- 
shire, formed an alliance with the Dutch against the Indians and received from Governor Wil- 
helm Kieft command of one hundred and twenty men; represented Stamford in the General 
Court of Connecticut in 1643; annihilated the whole Pequot tribe by his Indian campaigns; 
migrated to Long Island with the Reverend Richard Denton in 1644, and settled at Flushing ; 
removed to Oyster Bay about 1655 ; represented that town at a meeting in Hempstead by order 
of Governor Richard Nicolls ; was appointed high sheriff of the North Riding of Long Island by 
Governor Nicolls ; obtained by deed from the Matinecock Indians in 1667 a large tract, which he 
named Kenilworth, a portion of which was in 1912 still in possession of the family. The Under- 
hill Cemetery is a part of this property. Married, first, at The Hague, Holland, December 12, 
1628, Helena Kruger, daughter of William (son of John) and Govertge (Emonts) ae Hooch, of 
Gorinchem, Holland, who migrated with him from Holland to Boston, and who died at South- 
old, Long Island, before August 19, 1658; married, second, in 1659, Elizabeth Feake, who 
was born in Watertown, Massachusetts, in 1633; died in 1674/75; until a few years ago her 
tombstone could be seen, marked “E. U.” in the Underhill Cemetery. She was the daughter 
of Robert and Elizabeth (Fones-Winthrop) Feake (see Fones and Winthrop, pp. 139, 140). 
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Robert Feake came to Massachusetts Bay in the fleet with Governor John Winthrop. 
The earliest notice of him occurs in the journal of the governor, when they went on one occa- 


sion up the Charles River and named a high, pointed rock Mount Feake, in honor of the gov- 


emor’s daughter-in-law, Elizabeth, the widow of his son Henry (see Winthrop, Fones, pp. 
139, 140). Robert Feake was admitted as a freeman, May 18, 1631, and was a representative 
at the first court as deputy in 1634, 1635 and 1636, and in 1635 served as lieutenant ; in 1640 he 
was among the purchasers of Greenwich, Connecticut; died February 1, 1663. 


Issue of Captain John Underhill, among five children, by the second wife, 


Nathaniel Underhill, who was born “22:12 :1663,” at Flushing, Long Island; a Quaker, 
as were his mother, his brothers and his wife; although a military man, his father was attracted 
by the Quaker faith and called John Bowne “my brother”; a resident of Oyster Bay, Long 
Island, in 1685, when he purchased land on “ffrog’s Neck,” in Westchester County, New 
York, from John Turner; sold his property at Oyster Bay and Matinecock to John Under- 
wood in March, 1686/87; Nathaniel was a carpenter by vocation; conveyed all his holdings 
in Westchester, except an interest in the sheep pasture, to his son, Nathaniel, in January, 
1709/10; Nathaniel died November 10, 1710, in Westchester, New York; Nathaniel mar- 
ried, “roth mo. 16, 1685,” Mary, daughter of John and Mary (Jackson) Ferris. Issue, 
among others, 


Abraham Underhill, who was born in the year 1697 in Westchester, New York; a resi- 
dent of New Castle, New York; his will was probated in Westchester, October 2, 1750; died 
in 1750; married Hannah Cromwell. Issue, among six children, 


Abraham Underhill, Jr. who was born in the year 1723 at New Castle, New York; 
resided both in New Castle and Phillips Manor, New York; apparently engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits; died in the year 1798; married, first, March 20, 1746, Phebe, daughter of 
John Hallock, of Brookhaven, Long Island, who died “29:5:1758”; married, second, Keziah, 
daughter of Thomas and Keziah (Baker) Farrington. Issue, among seventeen children, and 
of thirteen by the second wife, 


Daniel Underhill, who was born “3:5:1765,” at Phillips Manor, New York; a resident 
of Chappaqua and New Castle, New York; acquired a farm of one hundred and fifty acres 
at New Castle, which he transferred to his son-in-law, Robert Haviland, of New Rochelle, 
in March, 1845, upon the condition “that said Robert maintain and care for him in a suitable 
and proper manner”; died, “1:17:1847,” at New Castle, New York; married, “5:17:1786,” 
Sarah Cock (see Cock-Cocks, p. 143). Issue, among fourteen children, 


Stephen Underhill, who was born “9:9:1789,” at Chappaqua, New York; a minister of 
the Society of Hicksite Friends; clerk of the Meeting; an insurance broker; removed from 
Purchase, New York, to New York City in the year 1812; resided at 61 Bayard Street, in 
1826; removed to Brooklyn before the year 1854; died in the year 1854; married, “20:2.: 
1812,” at Mamaroneck, New York, Phoebe Cornell (see Cornell, p. 145). Issue, among seven 
children, 


Maria Cornell Underhill, who was born “3:8:1813,” in New York City, and died in 
Brooklyn, New York, April 17, 1889; of Quaker origin, she later became an Unitarian 
through her marriage to Charles Mann Olcott, who was not in favour with her parents because 
of his affiliations with that sect; when, however, the ministers of the Quaker Meeting vis- 
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ited her to protest against her marriage to one of “the world’s people,” though only a girl of 
seventeen, she replied to them with dignity and gentleness: “If thee will not have me in thy 


Meeting if I marry one of the world’s people, I will leave thy meeting and go where my hus- 
band goes.” 


In her old age, she wrote “Thoughts on Immortality,” in which occur verses with which 
her life ended—at least in this world:

The Pawley family of County Cornwall, England, was in possession of Gunwyn, the 
family seat, for several centuries and some of the group have been mentioned in fifteenth 
century subsidy rolls. 


Stephen Pawley, the established ancestor, was a resident of Gunwyn, County Cornwall, 
England, in 1524; died May 1, 1578; married, first, ; married, second, Mar- 
gery Brea.

Thomas Pawley, who was mentioned in the chancery proceedings following the death of

James Pawley, who was taxed as of Gunwyn in 1572 and 1585; his will was admitted to

The branch of the Winthrop family which, in the person of Governor John Winthrop, 
was conspicuously identified with the settlement of the Massachusetts colony, and with the 
descendants of the Governor, was not less distinguished in the colonial and provincial periods 
in Connecticut and Massachusetts, was of Groton Manor, County Suffolk, and its represen- 
tatives were prominent and active as far back as the fifteenth century. 


Adam Winthrop, the ancestor of Governor John W. inthrop, of the Groton Manor fam- 
ily, and with whom the authentic history of the tamily begins, was located in Lavenham, 
County Suffolk, England, in 1498, with his wife, Joane Burton, or Burnell. After his death 
his widow married John Pouder, of Lavenham. In the visitation and pedigrees of the Har- 
leian manuscripts, Adam Winthrop is described as of Groton. His son, 


Adam Winthrop, was of Groton Manor, County Suffolk, and St. Michael’s, Cornhill, 
London. He was born in Lavenham, October 9, 1498. He was a prominent and wealthy 
merchant and an active citizen and cloth maker in London and afterward in Groton. The 
freedom of London was granted to him in 1526. Upon the dissolution of the monasteries, he 
was granted the Manor of Groton in 1544 by Henry VIII, and became Lord and Patron of 
the Manor. He was a man of culture, energy and great strength of character. His promi- 
nence and the esteem in which he was held by his fellow-citizens are shown by the fact that 
in 1551 he was the master of the influential London Company of Cloth Workers. Died 
November 9, 1562. Married, first, November 16, 1527, Alice Henny or Henry, who died 
June 23, 1533. Married, second, July 2, 1534, Agnes, daughter of Robert Sharpe, of Isling- 
ton, County Middlesex; she was born in 1516, and died May 13, 1565, having married, sec- 
ondly, William Mildmay, of Springfield Barns. Issue, by first wife, five children. Issue, by 
second wife, among eight children, 


Adam Winthrop, who was born in London, August 10, 1548. He resided in Edwards- 
ton in the early part of his life, and afterward at Groton Manor. He was a graduate of 
Magdalen College, a lawyer, a county magistrate, and auditor of Trinity and St. John’s col- 
leges, Cambridge. Died in March, 1623, and was buried in the Groton churchyard, March 
28, 1623. Married, first, December 16, 1574, Alice, daughter of William Still, of Grantham, 
County Lincoln, and sister of Doctor John Still, Bishop of Bath and Wells; she died Decem- 
ber 24, 1579, leaving no issue. Married, second, February 20, 1580, Anne, daughter of Henry 
Browne, of Edwardston, near Groton; she died April 19, 1629. Issue, among five children, 
Anne Winthrop, and Governor John Winthrop, of whom below. 


Anne Winthrop, born January 16, 1 586; died May 16, 1618; married Thomas Fones 
(see Fones, p. 140). 


Governor John Winthrop was born in Edwardston, England, January 12, 1587. He 
studied two years at Cambridge University (1602-04). He became a magistrate when only 
eighteen years of age and his virtues became conspicuous. About the year 1629 he became 
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actively interested in the Great Massachusetts Enterprise; Liberty of Conscience could not be 
enjoyed in England, and in the year 1629 he with Sir Richard Saltonstall and others, signed the 
Agreement to Emigrate, and on the 20th of October of that year he was chosen Governor of 
Massachusetts Bay Company, and in the following April, carrying with him the charter that 
had been granted the spring before, he embarked with a fleet of eleven vessels; on the 22d of 
June, 1630, he landed at Salem, where a company had already established a colony under John 
Endicott. In the following autumn he moved the seat of government from Charlestown to 
the neck of land since known as Boston, where he resided eighteen years, during eleven of 
which he was Governor, at other times serving as Deputy Governor, or as a member of the 
Court of Assistants. Died, in Boston, March 26, 1649. Married, first, April 16, 1605, Mary 
Forth; married, second, December 6, 1615, Thomasine Clopton; married, third, Margaret 
Tyndal; married, fourth, Martha N. (Rainsborough) Coytemore. Issue, by first wife, among 
others, 


Henry Winthrop, who died July 2, 1630; married Elizabeth (Bess) Fones (see Fones, 
Pp. 140).

James Cock, progenitor of his line in America, was born in England, probably in County 
Norfolk, where many of the name, in varied forms of spelling, appear. A tradition concern- 
ing the arrival of James Cock in America is to the effect that during the voyage a storm arose, 
and the vessel seemingly struck a rock and sprang a leak. The passengers feared they were 
lost, but kept up a continuous praying until the ship was landed at the Bermuda Islands. 
While repairs of the vessel were being made, it was found that the ferocious jaw of a huge 
swordfish had penetrated the side of the ship, and breaking off with the shock, had remained 
embedded in the planking. As soon as the ship was reconditioned the voyage was resumed, 
but it is not known whether James Cock remained for a while at Bermuda, where several 
members of the Cock family were already established, or whether he continued to New Eng- 
land with the ship. 

In a list of the inhabitants of “the Town of Southold, situated on the ‘North Fluke’ of 
the East end of Long Island,” in the period between 1648 and 1658 the name of James Cock 
appears, together with that of Captain John Underhill and others, who were associated with 
him at Setauket and Oyster Bay. James Cock was a member of the Society of Friends. He 
removed from Southold to Ashford, “called Setauket,” on Cromwell Bay. In 1661 James 
had several allotments of land at Setauket, and in 1662 he is found at Oyster Bay, where he 
purchased a house and lot, and here he resided until 1669, serving, the last two years, as one 
of the four overseers. Through an interpreter, James purchased, on May 20, 1669, a tract of 
land from the Indians of Matinecock, which plantation has been the home of eight generations 
of the family. (See deed opposite this page, the translation of which is as follows) : 


“Oyster Baye this 29th of May 1660. 

This present deed of Sale witnesseth yt wee ye Indians propriators of Matenacock hose names are 
hereunder subscribed have bargened, sould and made over unto Jeames Coke of Oyster bay in ye North 
riding of New Yorkshare, a. sartin trackt of land lying and being as here bounded Joyning on ye south 
end to mathy priar’s bounds, and on ye West Side with ye fut way and ye east side with ye solt medows 
and so to run upon an even breadth to ye solt medow on ye north end which we gave to Capt. John Under- 
hill: wee ye above said Indians do here own to have sould this before mentioned land with other previlidges 
thereunto belonging as timber and Comonig; with all other benefits as fishing and foulleing, hookeing, 
huntting and Minneralls According to law, to ye Abovesaid Jeames Coke his Ayres, or Asings as his or 
theres to have and to hold forever as there proper Intrest, from us our Ayres, suckessors Administrators 
and Asinges for ever; and further Ingage yt ye said Jeames Coke shall have pesable possession of ye 
abovesaid land: and to Inioy it free from molestation by us or from any after us and to our untmost 
endeavor to defend it Against all claims whatsumever, having reseved Full Satesifaction for it as upon this 
exprest. As witness our hands day and date above written and in ye 2Ist yeare of ye Kings Raine. 

The above certified to be punctially according to the bargain between ye Indians and ye said Jeames 
Coke, I being their interpreter as witness my hand Robert Williams. 

Sined, sealed and Delivered 
in presence of us this 27th 
day of December 1699

- On June 22, 1667, the name Killingworth was given to the territory, having been used 
by Captain John Underhill, in the form of Kenilworth, at the heading of each of the “Seven 
Purchase deeds.” James Cock was very active in the affairs of the town and was often 
called upon to witness and assist in the settlement of his neighbors’ affairs. In 1684 by 
the purchase of a large tract of land from Susconemon and other Indians, and other lands 
later acquired, was established the Piping Rock farm, given to his son James, now known as 
the Piping Rock Club. As one of the large landholders of the settlement, James Cock took 
part in all matters relating to the welfare of the inhabitants and the development of lands. 
He was a very pious and conscientious member of the Quaker band, and did much to further 
the faith among the settlers of Long Island. Died between July 23, 1699, the date of his 
will, and December 11, 1699, when it was probated. Married Sarah, whose surname is believed 
to have been Clarke, probably the sister of Samuel Clarke of North Sea, Southampton, Long 
Island; she died December 16, 1715. Issue, among nine children, James and Henry Cock, of 
whom below. 


James Cock, son of James and Sarah Cock, was born at Killingworth, Long Island, 


“4/2mo. (April), 1674.” He received from his father “all my land lying on ye South side 


of ye Musketa Cove Path,” comprising about two hundred acres, known as “Piping Rock 
Farm”; resided here until he purchased other land on the west side of the road to Matine- 
cock. Died, at Buckram, Locust Valley, Long Island, “26/3 mo. (May), 1728.” Married, at 
Matinecock, “1/10 mo. (December), 1698,’ Hannah Feake, born October 6, 1695; died 
April 28, 1750, daughter of John and Elizabeth (Prior) Feake. Issue, among ten children, 
Mary Cock, of whom below. 


Henry Cock, son of James and Sarah Cock, was born at Killingworth upon Matinecock, 
February 1, 1678; was one of the first Overseers of the Westbury Meeting in 1705; died 
May 4, 1733; married, first, at the house of John Feake, August 28, 1690, Mary, daughter of 
John and Elizabeth (Prior) Feake; married, second, Martha Pearsall, by whom he had two 
children. Issue, by first wife, among nine children, John, of whom below. 


Mary Cock, daughter of James and Hannah (Feake) Cock, was born “5” of 4” mo. 
(June), 1722; married Isaac Frost (see Frost, p. 189). 


John Cock, son of Henry and Mary (Feake) Cock, was born March 22, 1705; died, at 
Buckram, about 1778; married, about 1729, Sarah, daughter of William Carpenter, Jr., and 
Elizabeth (Prior) Carpenter, and granddaughter of John and Elizabeth (Bowne) Prior (see 
Carpenter!, Prior and Bowne, pp. 149, 152, 153); issue, among twelve children, 


Rees Cock, who was born at Buckram, Long Island, January 26, 1738/39; died at 
North Castle, New York, January 9, 1812; married, March 3, 1762, Hannah, daughter of 
Jeremiah and Hannah (Carr) Robbins; Rees Cock and his wife were both members of the 
Society of Friends and belonged to the Matinecock Meeting, on the records of which appear, 
April 15, 1784, Rees’ proposals to remove to Harrison’s Purchase; he and his children went 
first to Robbins’ Mills, Kensico, but this move having been unfortunate, he then settled at 
New Castle, Westchester County, New York. Issue, among eight children, 
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Sarah Cock, who was born November 28, 1764, at Buckram; died, in New Castle Town- 
ship, Westchester County, New York, December 25, 1838; married Daniel Underhill (see 
Underhill, p. 135).

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OLCOTT 
CORNELL— 


Arms—Or, five castles embattled, in cross, sable. 


The name Cornell appears in variations in early English annals. The differentiation of 
the several families bearing the name has been difficult, and the first authentic member of 
this particular Cornell line is the American pioneer. Among his descendants the name appears 
as Cornwall, Cornwell, Cornewell, Cornhill, Cornill, Cornel, Cornnell, and Coornell. This 
first Cornell appears in early Boston records as Cornhill, Cornehill, Cornewell, and Cornnell. 
After his removal to Rhode Island, the name appears as Cornell. 


Thomas Cornell, ancestor of his line in America, was born about 1595, in County Essex, 
England ; between 1630 and 1638, probably in 1630 in the ship Lyon, in company with Roger 
Williams and John Throckmorton, he came to America, bringing his wife and children; set- 
tled in Boston, where, on August 20, 1638, he was permitted to buy “William Baulstone’s 
house, yard, and garden, backside of William Coddington, and to become an inhabitant”; Sep- 
tember the 6th of the same year, he was licensed “upon tryal” to keep an inn; June 4, 1639, he 
“was fined £30 for several offences, selling wine without license and beare at 2d a quart”; this 
he successfully petitioned, “setting forth that in the winter time, he had much loss by his small 
beare which he was at cost to preserve from the frost by fire, that he was ignorant of the law, 
1s sorry for his offenses, and that he hath not been heretofore accustomed to such house- 
keeping, wherefore he prays for a remission of his fine’; in 1637 Anne Hutchinson was 
expelled from Boston, but Mr. Cornell, at that time a follower of the creed she embraced, 
escaped the sentence, probably because of his position as innkeeper; at a later date he 
changed his faith to that of the Quakers; in 1640 he moved to Portsmouth, the settlement 
founded two years before by Anne Hutchinson and her followers, and on August 6, 1640, was 
made a freeman; February 6, 1641, he received “a piece of meadow,” and in the same year 
was elected constable, followed by the appointment of ensign, at which time his name was 
spelled Cornill; in 1642 he went to New Amsterdam, probably in company with John Throck- 
morton and Roger Williams, with whom he was well acquainted, the latter being en route to 
England to secure a charter for the Rhode Island colony ; on October 2, 1642, Thomas Cornell 
and his associates received permission from the local Dutch government “within the limits of 
the jurisdiction of their High Mightinesses to reside there in peace’; a short and intense 
Indian war disrupted the settlement, and Mr. Cornell returned to Portsmouth ; August 29, 1644, 
he received a grant of land there, and two years later a grant of one hundred acres on the 
south side of Wading River, a portion of which property has never left the family; he came 
into possession July 25, 1646, of a grant of land named for him, called Cornell’s Neck, in 
Westchester County, New York, adjoining his property on Throgg’s Neck; was driven out 
by the Indians after several years and returned to Portsmouth; in 1653, he served on a cor- 
oner’s jury, and in 1654, was appointed one of the commissioners of “ye foure towns upon ye 
re-uniting of ye Colonie of Providence Plantations”; according to an old memorandum he 
left all his real estate to his wife, whose life ended tragically; she was burned to death by a 
coal from the fire, for which her eldest son Thomas was unjustly accused of murder, and 
executed; Thomas Cornell died probably in 1655 at Portsmouth, Rhode Island; married 
Rebecca Briggs, sister of John Briggs, born in 1600, died February 8, 1673. Issue, among 
five sons and four daughters, 


Honorable John Cornell, who was born about 1637; on July 4, 1673, he was one of 
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OPCOTE 145 


several appointed by the Dartmouth court to take charge of a portion of his brother Thomas’ 
estate; on October 3, 1676, the Governor granted to John Cornell, a tract of one hundred 
acres on the west side of Cow Neck on Long Island; here he built a house and lived there 
until the land was claimed by the inhabitants of Hempstead, and his house torn down by 
them ; they were afterwards indicted and convicted; Governor Edmund Andros issued a patent 
to John Cornell for the land on September 29, 1677, and also made the stipulation that he 
should have the privilege of acquiring an additional one hundred acres; this privilege was 
exercised on December 13, 1686, when Governor Thomas Dongan granted one hundred acres 
north of the above tract and extending to the Sound; his land at Hempstead was rated at £40 
on October 11, 1683; appointed a justice of the peace, August 25, 1688; sold part of 
his farm to John J. Sands, the place now known as Sands Point (see Sands, p. 155); he and 
his wife conveyed several parcels of land to their sons Joshua and Richard in 1699; died 
about 1704; married, in 1669, Mary Russell, born in 1645, daughter of John and Dorothy 
Russell. Issue, among six children, 


Richard Cornell, who was born “26.1, 1678”; on February 13, 1699, received from 
his parents a tract of land at Cow Neck, Long Island; in 1702 he and his brothers, John and 
Joshua, purchased of Thomas Willett, for £600, the farm that the Cornell brothers, John, 
Richard and Caleb, then lived on and where they all had shipyards; on February 29, 1703, 
Richard was foreman of a grand jury; purchased additional lands at Cow Neck and at 
Scarsdale, New York; from 1721 to 1726 he was annually chosen fence viewer at Hempstead ; 
probably removed to Westchester about 1725, although he held his lands at Cow Neck until 
1730, when he sold them to his son-in-law, Edward Sands (see Sands, p. 155); joined the 
“Purchase Meeting” in Westchester County, “1730, 10.7,” with certificate from Westbury, 
Long Island; also owned land at Goshen, Orange County, New York, in 1730; died “15.4. 
1757,” and was buried at Mamaroneck; his will was dated October 31, 1756, and proved April 
21, 1757; married, in 1701, Hannah Thorne (see Thorne, p. 156). Issue, among ten children, 
Benjamin Cornell, “the youngest son,” of whom below; and 


Mary Cornell, born “7 or 17:10:1703,” on Long Island; died September 15, 1762; mar- 
ried Edward Sands (see Sands, p. 155). 


Benjamin Cornell, who was born “18:9:1723”; removed to Scarsdale with his par- 
ents; inherited the paternal homestead there; a husbandman and member of the Society of 
Friends; died “25:7:1771"; married “g:17:1742,” Abigail, born 72O-Ol1%27 a. ced 
“17 :10:1805,” daughter of Steven and Jane (Clement) Stephenson. Issue, among ten 
children. 


Benjamin Cornell, who was born “23:8:1761,” at Scarsdale, New York; inherited the 
Cornell homestead there, but in later years erected a new house ‘“‘on the Mamaroneck road”: 
town clerk and supervisor during and after the Revolutionary period; a member of the Society 
of Friends; died May 20, 1841; married, first, March 19, 1783, Alice Sutton (see Sutton, 
Pp. 157); married, second, “g:5:1804,” Pamela Farrington. Issue, among eleven children, 
and of eight by the first wife, two daughters, 


Jane Cornell, who was born April 25, 1787; died September 24, 1850; married David 
Arnold (see Arnold, p. 175), and 


Phoebe Cornell, who was born in the year 1792; died June 22, 1872; married Stephen 
Underhill (see Underhill, p. 135).

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CARPENTER!— 


William Carpenter, founder of the Rhode Island family, was the son of Richard Car- 
penter, of Amesbury, Wiltshire, England; he was born about 1610: sailed from Dartmouth, 
England, in May, and arrived at Hingham, Massachusetts, with his wife, in June, 1635; 
removed to Providence, Rhode Island, and is first known to record as one of the “loving 
friends and neighbors” of Roger Williams mentioned in the “Initial Deed” of 8:8 month: 
1638, and in the confirmatory deed of December 23, 1661; one of the founders of the First 
Baptist Church at Providence; a lay minister of the church, said to have so acted even in 
England; allotted a share in the Pawtuxet tract, later Cranston, Rhode Island, about 1661, 
where he spent the remainder of his life; one of the largest land owners in the settlement: 
active in local and colonial affairs; representative or deputy for several years and an assist- 
ant frequently between 1665 and 1672; a member of the war council of April, 1676; suffered 
severely in loss of property under Indian attacks; called the “last survivor of the Thirteen 
Proprietors,” April 25, 1683; died, September 7, 1685, “at Pautuxett in ye townshipp of 
Providence; married, about 1634, Elizabeth Arnold, daughter of William and Christian 
(Peake) Arnold (see Arnold, p. 170); she was born November 23, 1611, at Cheselbourne, 
Dorsetshire, England, and probably died subsequent to September, 1685. Issue, among eight 
children, 


Joseph Carpenter, who was born about 1635, at Amesbury, Wiltshire, England; pro- 
prietor of a mill at Warwick, Rhode Island, where he resided until 1667/68; about 1663 he 
began to investigate lands in the vicinity of Oyster Bay, Long Island, and purchased three 
thousand acres at Musketa Cove from the Indians, May 24, 1668, first, November 5, 1607, 
having obtained permission to buy from Governor Richard Nicolls; April 6, 1668, Governor 
Francis Lovelace ordered the town of Hempstead to allot land to him for the purpose of erect- 
ing a saw and a fulling mill; a large landed proprietor he took a prominent part in the Hemp- 
stead jurisdictional disputes that marked the years from 1667 to his death; erected a saw and 
gristmill at Jamaica and the meetinghouse at Hempstead under contract; died during the sum- 
mer of 1683, “the sickly season,” at Oyster Bay, Long Island; married, first, April 21, 16509, 
Hannah Carpenter (see Carpenter®, p. 151); married, second, about 1674, Ann, daughter of 
Francis and Elizabeth (Luther) Weekes. Issue, among nine children and of six by the first 
wife, 


William Carpenter, who was born in 1666, at Warwick, Rhode Island; received land 
at Pawtuxet, Rhode Island, from his grandfather, which he sold in 1692; a blacksmith at 
Musketa Cove, maintaining his residence in the “Duck Pond” district; sold his property in 
1720 and apparently then removed to Westchester County, New York; purchaser of lands 
at New Castle and Rye, May 8, 1722, and already resident there; still active in Oyster Bay 
land transactions as late as the year 1734; died, about the year 1735, in Westchester County ; 
married, about 1687, Elizabeth Issue, among ten children, 





William Carpenter, Jr., who was born about 1688, at Musketa Cove, Oyster Bay, Long 
Island; a housewright by occupation; apparently estranged from his wife because of religious 
differences; disposed of his entire estate to his daughter and son-in-law in 1730/31, and 
Temoved to Westchester County; date of death unknown; married, about 1711, Elizabeth 
Prior, daughter of John and Elizabeth (Bowne) Prior (see Prior and Bowne, pprgay1s3) ; 
she addressed a certificate at Matinecock “15 of ye 11th mo., 1715/16,” to the monthly meeting 
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OLCOTT 149 
of the Society of Friends at Westbury, Long Island, in which she acknowledged her transgres- 


sion for having married outside the society and requested “your prayers for my Restoration 
and Recovery.” Issue, apparently an only child, 


Sarah Carpenter, who was born August 31, 1712, at Oyster Bay, Long Island; mar- 
tied John Cock (see Cock, p. 142).

He sailed from Southampton for the colonies in the ship Bevis, landing in May, 1638, and 
returned to England in the same vessel, possibly having come to this country aoe to help 
in the settlement here of his son and his family. His son, 


William Carpenter, founder of his family in America, was born in England in 1605, 
died in Reheboth, Massachusetts, February 7, 1659. He came in the ship Bevis in 1638, 
and was admitted a freeman of Weymouth, May 13, 1640; was representative from Wey- 
mouth, 1641-43, and from Rehoboth, June 30, 1644; was admitted an inhabitant of the 
town, March 28, 1645, and the following June was made freeman. It was through his influ- 
ence that the grant of Seekonk, otherwise known as Rehoboth, was made by the General 
Court, then at Plymouth. This was the tract of land selected by Roger Williams for a settle- 
ment, when driven out of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. In 1647 William Carpenter was 
made one of the directors of the town, and again in 1655. The legal business of the town and 
Colony was transacted principally by him. He paid eight pounds, seventeen shillings, and 
three pence toward defraying the expenses of King Philip’s War, and was one of a commit- 
tee to lay out a road from Rehoboth to Dedham. About 1642 he received a commission as 
captain from the Governor of Massachusetts, and was called upon to act for the protection and 
ownership of the Pawtuxet lands. The records show him to have been a yeoman, and his 
estate was valued at two hundred and fifty-four pounds and ten shillings. Governor William 
Bradford, who married his cousin Alice, favored William Carpenter in all his measures in the 
Plymouth Court, and in all their dealings they were close friends. 

Married Abigail , who died February 22, 1687. She had been provided for in his 
will dated April 21, 1658. Issue, among seven children,

Matthew Prior or Priar, founder of the family in America, a descendant of the Prior 
family of Watford, Hertfordshire, England, was first mentioned in the colonial records at 
Salem, Massachusetts, in 1638, where he owned a tract of land; sometime after 1638 he 
removed to Long Island, where he settled at Brookhaven ; before coming to the colonies, Mat- 
thew had been the bailiff of two estates of Major Daniel Gotherson, in England; aiter his 
settlement at Brookhaven, he returned to England and received Major Gotherson’s statement 
to the effect that Matthew was to receive some of the Gotherson property on Long Island in 
payment for his services as bailiff. Matthew upon receiving this satisfaction sailed for Long 
Island in company with Captain John Scott, who, it was later discovered, had forged many 
titles to property around Setauket, Long Island; Captain Scott claiming relationship to 
Mrs. Gotherson, had induced her husband to invest about £200 in land near Brookhaven and 
Setauket and it was this property that Major Gotherson, in good faith, had declared that Mr. 
Prior should have in payment for his services. Matthew Prior soon discovered that the deeds 
were worthless, and that Scott, having been threatened with arrest, had fled the jurisdiction. 
Finding himself without a home and property, Matthew applied to the town for aid. Conse- 
quently in 1664 the town ordered “that there be so mach of the sequestered goods of Mr. Scott 
sold by the Constable, as will amount to £15, to procure the said Prior three cows for the relief of 
his present necessity.” This paltry allowance was not nearly enough for the Prior family ; 
they did not even have a patch of land whereon the cows might feed. An appeal was there- 
fore made to the government of New York, and in response Governor Francis Lovelace 
granted to Matthew Prior land on Long Island. In addition to his property Matthew, on 
December 24, 1668, received from six Indian proprietors a deed to a parcel of land at “Mat- 
inycoke near Oysterbaye.”” His home lot was at Mount Misery in Brookhaven, on the east 
side of Port Jefferson Harbor. A prominent member of the Society of Friends, Matthew 
Prior often held meetings at his house. Died between 1685/86 and “28/6 mo. (August), 
1692”; married Mary , who died “4/5 mo. (July), 1700.” Issue, among five children, 





John Prior, who was born “12/1 mo. (March), 1650/51”; died, at Killingworth, “2/4 
mo. (June), 1698”; he was a Quaker and lived at Killingworth on land purchased of Joseph 
Eastland; married, at Flushing, “9/2 mo. (April), 1678,” Elizabeth Bowne (see Bowne, 
P. 153). Issue, among eight children, Elizabeth Prior, who married William Carpenter, Jr. 
(see Carpenter?, p. 148), and 


Hannah Prior, who was born in Matinecock, Long Island, December 22, 1681; died, at 
Clinton, New York, December 18, 1771; married William W. Frost (see Frost, p. 189).

Thomas Bowne, the American progenitor, was baptized as an adult May 25, 1595, at 
the parish church of Matlock, Derbyshire, England; removed to the colonies’ with his children 
about 1649, arriving at the port of Boston; settled finally at Flushing, Long Island, where he 


died, September 18, 1677; married, , who probably died in England before 
1649. Issue, of two children, 








John Bowne, who was born May goth and was baptized May 29, 1627, at Matlock, 
Derbyshire, England; removed to the colonies with his father, but returned to England in 
October, 1650; arrived for the second time at Boston, in May, 1651; visited Flushing, Long 
Island, in June, 1651, and settled there within a brief period; invited the Society of Friends 
to hold meetings in his dwelling, the famous Bowne House, still standing in Flushing, 
which they did for a period of more than forty years. The Bowne House, a simple frame 
structure on Fox Lane, Flushing, is one of the noted historic buildings surveyed inside and 
out by the Federal government for reconstruction in case of fire or other damage, and it 
is maintained by descendants as it was when John Fox visited there in the seventeenth cen- 
tury; John Bowne, arrested by the Dutch for harboring Quakers, was imprisoned and sent 
to Holland for trial because he refused to recant his beliefs; released finally in 1663, and 
returned to Flushing by way of England and the Barbados; visited England again about 1675, 
with his wife, and journeyed through England and Holland, visiting Friends; died “zo day 
IO mo. 1690,” at Flushing, Long Island; married, first, May 7, 1656, Hannah, daughter of 
Robert and Elizabeth (Bess) (Fones) Feake (see Fones, p. 140), who died January 31, 1677- 
1678, in London, England; married, second, in 1679, Hannah Bickerstaff; married, third, “26 
of 4 mo. 1693,” Mary Cock. Issue, of seventeen children and of nine by the first wife, 


Elizabeth Bowne, who was born “8:8mo:1658” at Flushing, Long Island; died Febru- 
ary 14, 1721; married, first, John Prior (see Prior, p. 152) ; married, second, Samuel Titus.

Robert Sandes, of Rattenby Castle in the parish of St. Bees, County Cumberland, in the 
time of Henry IV (1399-1413), had two sons, one being 


William Sandes of Furness Fells, Lancashire, whose son, 
William Sandes, was of Furness Fells; married a Bonham or Bohun. Their son, 


William Sandys or Sandes, described variously as “of London,” and “of Hawkshead,” 
Furness Fells, Lancaster; married Margeret, daughter and heir of William Rawson, of 
Yorkshire. Issue, among three sons, 


George Sandys or Sandes, who was living in 1 513; married Margaret Curwen, and 
was succeeded by his son, 


Wilham Sandys, who supported Henry VIII in his policy toward religious orders and 
was made Receiver General for the Liberties of Furness; lived in the parish of Hawkshead, 
Furness Fells, on the edge of Esthwaite Water in the celebrated Lake District of England, 
‘where he owned, among other estates, Esthwaite Hail, his principal residence, and Graythwaite 
Hall; died between April 23, 1546, the date of his will and Easter of 1549, when according 
to a court record he was deceased; married Margaret, daughter of John and Anne (Roos) 
Dixon, of London, a lineal descendant of William, King of Scotland, 1143-1214. William 
and his wife are buried in St. Michael’s Church, Hawkshead, Lancashire. Issue, among 
seven children, 


Archbishop Sir Edwin Sandys,* who was born in 1519, probably at Hawkshead, Furness 
Fells, Lancashire ; a graduate of St. John’s College, Cambridge, and thereafter master of Cath- 
erine Hall and a vice-chancellor of the University; in 1553 he advanced the cause of Lady 
Jane Grey and was imprisoned in the Tower of London, July 25th; transferred to the Mar- 
shalsea and shortly thereafter released by Sir Thomas Holcroft: although sought after, made 
his way to Antwerp, where he arrived in May, 1534; returned to England January 13, 1558/ 
1559, following the death of Queen Mary, and received preferment immediately ; offered the 
See of Carlisle, but refused it to receive consecration as Bishop of Worcester, December 21, 
1559; became Bishop of London in July, 1570, and on March 8, 1575/76, he was transferred 
to the archbishopric of York; a studious man; died, July 10, 1588, and was buried at South- 
well Minster, Nottinghamshire; married, first, Mary, daughter of William Sandys, of Wood- 
ham Ferrars, Essex; she died in exile; married, second, February 19, 1558/59, Cecily, 
daughter of Sir Thomas and Rose (Whelenhall) Wilford, of Cranbrook, Kent. Issue, among 
ten children, and of nine by the second wife, 


Henry Sandys,* who was next to the youngest son, and was born December 30, 1572, 
apparently at London, England; resided largely at Culworth in Northamptonshire; died 
sometime after 1622; married, first, ; married, second, Priscilla, daughter of Sir 
Tobias and Bridget (Shelley) Chauncey. Issue, among six children and by which wife is

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SALE-SEARLES— 


From circumstances of environment and similarity of given names it is highly probable 
that the Sale-Searles family with which we are concerned is descended from Obadiah Sale, 
the son of Edward (born in 1611), who came from London to Salem, Massachusetts, in 1635, 
a cooper by occupation, who was a resident of Southampton, Long Island, in 1678, and whose 
property is now used as a burying ground at the north end of that town. He sold it and 
removed to Boston, his former home, where he became a freeman in 1681. He became a 
resident of Elizabeth Town, New Jersey, about 1684, and was admitted an associate in 1699/1700. 
He drew “No. 6 of the 100-acre lots,” between Deacon George Ross and Ephraim Clark, and 
he was one of the memorialists of 1700. 

However, the first of the family known to record is 


Daniel Sale, whose father was doubtless one of those who shared in the one hundred 
acre division of land bought from the Indians in Elizabeth Town, New Jersey, each person 
in the group drawing lots for their sections. Daniel Sale’s own holdings included river meadow 
and pasturage, and a part adjacent to the First Presbyterian Church, which afterward became 
the center of Elizabeth. Died June 21, 1798, aged seventy-three years; married Elizabeth 
, who died in 1805, aged seventy-three years. Issue,

‘ Edward Sale, who was born in March, 1768, at Elizabeth Town, New Jersey; a resident 
of Elizabeth Town, and an attendant at St. John’s Church there, in the records of which his 
surname is variously recorded as Sales, Sarles and Sarlis; he was a man of importance in the 
town o* Elizabeth, and it is thought that Princeton College was started on his land and that 
Aaror ‘urr and Alexander Hamilton were his friends ; in 1819 all the property which Edward 
Sale had inherited from his father, Daniel, including his fine house and all his slaves, were lost 
when they were seized to pay the debt of a friend for whom Edward Sale had given his endorse- 
ment; he died of a broken heart, March 26, 1819; married, about the year 1802, Elizabeth 
Mary Todd, born in 1782; died in 1840, daughter of John and Caroline Elizabeth (Foster) Todd. 
Issue, among others, Hamilton Randolph Searles and Caroline Foster S earles, of whom below. 


Hamilton Randolph Searles, was born in Elizabeth Town, New Jersey, September 
19, 1812; baptized in St. John’s Church there, February 17, 1813; unfortunately his father 
endorsed a note for a friend, with the result that his entire property was seized. An indelible 
impression was made upon the little boy’s sensitive nature as he witnessed the struggle, sorrow 
and affliction of his mother, who was turned out of house and home, penniless with three small 
children. The entire possessions of the little family were put on a cart, and they accompanied it 
to New York. After the family arrived in New York, Hamilton was sent to Norwalk, Con- 
necticut, entrusted to the care and upbringing of an old Quaker friend, “Uncle Wicks Seely.” 
It was probably with Mr. Seely that he went often to Quaker Hill to see the Osbornes and 
other families, from whom he acquired the charming Quaker manners of old-time courtesy. 
Mr. Searles went to school in Norwalk, Connecticut, and received his early instruction there. 
He was apprenticed to a carpenter and learned the carpenter's trade so thoroughly that it 
became the basis for later success in building up a large business. He erected several build- 
ings, including his own factory at No. 42-48 West 13th Street, in 1860. This factory was 
used for various types of fine woodworking and from it the mirrors and cabinetwork used 
in handsorne houses in New York, the Hudson River Valley, Newport and Boston went 
forth. The seven cornices and other woodwork in the East Room of the White House also 
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were made in this factory and were personally installed by Hamilton R. Searles with his corps 
of workmen, during the administration of James K. Polk. Mr. Searles joined the National 
Guard in 1832, and his certificate of membership still exists, framed in its original mahog- 
any and gold frame. He had many friends among literary men and artists, Nathaniel Parker 
Willis (1806-1867), FitzGreene Halleck (1790-1867), and Horace Greeley (1811-1872), 
whom he frequently mentioned, as well as the Reverend Dr. Benjamin Franklin de Costa 
(1831-1904), author of the “Pre-Columbian Discovery of America,” an unusually independ- 
ent thinker. 

At about the time of the Civil War, when the National Guard was taken out of the 
city, riots broke out among the Irish, as there was no organization to quell them. These 
rioters were violent against the negro population. Next to 42-48 West 1 3th Street (a factory 
built by Mr. Searles) lived a well-known colored caterer, a Mr. Day, and his family in No. 
50, a charming old-fashioned three-story red brick house with fine iron grillwork over the 
doorway. Behind this house separated by a garden was a rear house with an arched entrance 
into which probably their horse was put after he had traversed a covered alley or walk beside 
the main house. When rioting was at its worst Mr. Searles took Mr. Day and his friends—all 
colored—into his factory for protection. He then threatened to turn the live steam of the 
factory on any who dared approach. None did. 

-. In the meantime, his wife had taken Mr. Day’s three little children into their house. 
She had Irish servants and a large family of her own, but despite all this she was able to 
keep these terrified little colored children hidden in a third-story bedroom safe and fed until 
all danger was past. This was unknown to her family and Irish servants, who might have 
informed the rioters had they known. A vivid picture comes to mind of these three ter- 
rified little children, speechless and probably fearful of moving in the little room, and then the 
reassuring appearance of a kind, good woman to comfort their little frightened souls. 

Among other properties purchased by Mr. Searles was land in Tremont, New York, 
for his work people. This land remained in the family at least one hundred years.

“There is to be a grand illumination of the city (New York) tomorrow night on account of the 

French Revolution, and people of all nations will be out during the day in procession to celebrate the birth 
-~of a new republic. There are, however, a good many people who think it would do no harm to wait until 
we see a little nearer the end of the business in France. After all it may be a new edition of the ‘old days 


of terror’ when all the carpenters and edge tool makers of Paris were kept busy making gallows and 
guillotines.”

Hamilton R. Searles was a man of great integrity and fineness of character. He 
belonged by right of ancestry to the old period of New York, when courtly manners and sim- 
plicity of living prevailed. He died February 6, 1903, and was buried in the family vault 
in Trinity Church Cemetery, where also were placed his wife, sister, Caroline Foster (Searles) 
Griswold, daughter Caroline, son Albert, and others. The vault is almost at the highest point

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in the cemetery. It was chosen because of its resemblance, in position and outlook towards the 
setting sun over the Hudson, to the ancestral home and location of Fanny Jane (Ely) Searles’ 
home on Seneca Lake.

Caroline Foster Searles, sister of Hamilton Randolph Searles, was born July 19, 1815; 
died November 9, 1842; married the Reverend Rufus Wilmot Griswold, of Vermont, born 
February 15, 1815; an American editor and compiler, born at Benson, Vermont. He was 
apprenticed to a publisher, and became an assistant editor. Tiring of this he took up the study 
of theology and entered the Baptist ministry, gaining the degree of Doctor of Divinity. He 
returned to journalism in 1841, and wrote for many of the New York weekly papers, editing 
the International Magazine, which afterwards amalgamated with Harper’s. He compiled 
several anthologies, and edited Milton’s prose works. In the capacity of literary executor, 
he wrote a biography for the first edition of the works of Edgar Allan Poe, which received 
much condemnation. He died in New York August 27, 1857. Issue, among others, 


Emily Griswold, who, on May 6, 1850, was in the New York & New Haven Railroad 
wreck (see p. 160) ; a clergyman who talked with Emily Griswold persuaded her that her 
life had been spared for a divine purpose, so in later life she went to Africa as a missionary, 
where she met and married the Reverend Benjamin Hartley, by whom she had issue:

Richard Ely was born possibly at Basingstoke, North Hants, England, although other 
records claim he was born in Plymouth, Devonshire. He died in Lyme, Connecticut, Novem- 
ber 24, 1684. It is thought that he served in Cromwell’s army in 1643. His name appears 
in Plymouth, Devon, and he lived there until 1655 or later. Possibly the Thomas Ely, located 
there, was a brother. While in Plymouth, Richard was a shipping merchant, records there 
showing that he was responsible in 1638 for the sailing of a certain ship to Madeira, to Cape 
Verde Islands, to Barbados, and back to London. Richard Ely came from England between 
1660 and 1663, and resided for a time in Boston, later settling in Old Lyme, Connecticut. In 
the records of Connecticut, Richard Ely appears involved in a law suit with George Fenwick, 
which was decided in Ely’s favor and by which he received over £900 sterling, a considerable 
sum for those days. Married, first, in England, before 1647, Joanne Phipps, who died in 
Plymouth, January 7, 1660, and who was supposed to be a sister of Constantine John Phipps, 


' Baron Mulgrave, the great navigator and Commissioner of the Admiralty. Married, second, 


in Boston, Massachusetts, in 1664, Mrs. Elizabeth (Fenwick) Cullick, who died in Lyme, 
Connecticut, November 12, 1683, widow of Captain John Cullick, and sister of Colonel George 
Fenwick, of Saybrook. Issue, by first wife, among four children, 


Judge William Ely, who was born about 1646/47, baptized in Plymouth, England, 
October 15, 1647, and died in Lyme, Connecticut, February 23, 1717. He was living in Bar- 
bados with a relative, when his father came to the colonies. James and William Ely, probably 
of this same family, were in business in the West Indies about 1650, and as Richard Ely was 
a shipping merchant it is not unlikely that his eldest son would have taken such a trip. Wil- 
liam came to Connecticut about 1670, and was for many years judge of the county court of 
New London. He was of age in 1668, as papers relative to property transfers in Plymouth, 
England, show. Married, May 12, 1681, Elizabeth Smith, born in 1661; died, according to a 
monument at Lyme, commemorating his father, October 10, 1750. Issue, among ten children, 


Richard Ely, who was born in 1690, at Lyme, Connecticut : deputy from Lyme in May, 
1719, and thereafter in 1724, 1725, 1726, 1728 and 1737; commissioned ensign of the North 
Company of Lyme, in October, 1723, as lieutenant in October, 1728, and captain in May, 
1733; an officer in the French and Indian War of 1745, taking part in the siege of Louisburg;

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OLCOTT 
LAWSON— 


The Lawsons came from one of the border clans of Scotland to the Isle of Man in the 
time of James II, and finally went, about the year 1749, to northern Ireland. 


Edward Lawson, the known progenitor of the family, was a resident of the North of 
Ireland during the latter part of the eighteenth century; reputedly the best Greek and Latin 
scholar in northern Ireland; married Finlay and had issue, 





John Lawson, who was born at Priestown, County Down, Ireland, in the early half of 
the nineteenth century; married, about 1825, Catharine Ann, daughter of Adam and Eliza 
(Cree) Miller, of Gray Abbey, Ireland; she died in July, 1877, in New York. Issue, 


Robert Lawson, who was born March 3, 1828, at Priestown, County Down, Ireland, 
eldest of a family of thirteen children. His father being ill, the support of the family fell on 
Robert’s shoulders and very early in life he entered business. Letters of his employers, still 
owned by his family, show how highly he was regarded, and how competent he was considered. 
He arrived in New York in 1850. His unusual capacities were at once recognized, and he 
advanced rapidly from one position to another, each more advantageous than the last—so 
that in 1859 he was in business for himself, paying a good rent for those days, as well as a 
good rent for his own living quarters on 22d Street. One by one he brought his mother and 
twelve brothers and sisters to this country, educated them and set them up in business. Two 
of his brothers became his business partners eventually, in the well-known firm of Lawson 
Brothers, importers of laces and fine curtains, one brother, Andrew, attending to the firm’s 
business in Nottingham, England, and one brother, David, attending to it in Switzerland. 

Robert Lawson did not marry until late in life because of the obligations he assumed on 
promising his dying father to look after his brothers and sisters, and not to marry until he 
had fulfilled that promise. He built up a large fortune for that period, and became an 
extensive buyer of New York property, owning a number of houses and buildings in lower 
New York City, and around Washington Square and St. Mark’s Place. 

Robert Lawson was a devout Episcopalian, a member and warden of St. John the 
Evangelist for many years. In the last years of his life he was a member of the Church of 
the Ascension, where the liberal outlook of Dr. Percy Stickney Grant appealed to his own 
liberal generosity and point of view. 

His character and integrity were recognized by his business associates. On one occa- 
sion, when a fire destroyed his business, he was offered one hundred thousand dollars by one 
of his business associates to rebuild with no security asked but his word. Such was his repu- 
tation for honor and honesty. 

Robert Lawson with his white hair and beard, merry, deep blue eyes and rosy skin 
softened by beauty of character, resembled an English statesman of his time. He died in 
New York, December 15, 1904, and was buried in Woodlawn Cemetery. Married Mary Ely 
Searles (see Searles, p. 161).

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GEORGE MANN OLCOTT, son of Charles Mann and Maria Cornell (Under- 
hill) Olcott, was born August 23, 1835, in Brooklyn, New York. He received his early 
education at local private academies and entered Columbia College Grammar School to 
prepare for advanced studies. However, a youthful delight in caricature terminated his 
school life, for the head master, Dr. Charles Anthon, failed to appreciate a portrait of 
himself done by young Mr. Olcott, and a caning was ordered. The boy’s father gave 
him his choice, either to undergo the caning or leave school. George Mann Olcott left 
school and entered the world of business, where he achieved a notable success. 

At the age of sixteen, Mr. Olcott obtained a position as clerk with the wholesale 
drug firm of Osgood and Jennings in New York City. He displayed a singular aptitude 
for business and in three years’ time advanced himself by transferring to the company of 
Dodge and Colvill, drug importers, of which Mr. Colvill was the Paris partner. His 
capability won him almost instant recognition, for in 1856 at the age of twenty-one he was 
admitted to partnership, and the firm subsequently became known as Dodge, Colvill and 
Olcott, and later, after Mr. Colvill’s resignation, as Dodge and Olcott, in which the vivid 
personality and business talents of the junior partner brought the enterprise to the fore 
in its particular field. The firm was incorporated in 1904 as Dodge & Olcott Company, 
with Mr. Olcott as president. He remained in that capacity until his death and despite 
the handicap of blindness which overtook him in his seventy-eighth year, with undaunted 
courage and unimpaired vigor, he kept upon the even course of his business life, although 
it was necessary that his manservant should lead him to and from his office in New York. 
Some measure of his inherent strength of character may be gathered from the fact that 
after his sight had failed and at the advanced age of eighty, he was active, not only as 
president of the Dodge & Olcott Company, but as founder and president of the First 
National Bank of Ridgefield, Connecticut, as vice-president of Lloyds Plate Glass Insur- 
ance Company of New York, as a trustee of the Franklin Trust Company of Brooklyn, 
as a director of the Market and Fulton National Bank of New York, and as a member of 
the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences, the New England Society, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the American Museum of Natural History, the Board of Trade, and the 
Down Town Association, and of the Rembrandt and Hamilton clubs of Brooklyn, of 
which he had been president. He was also a life member of the Long Island Historical 
Society. ( 

Mr. Olcott resided until the year 1892 in Brooklyn, New York. On July 30th of 
that year he purchased from Squire Benjamin Stebbins the old Stebbins estate. Here at 
Ridgefield, Connecticut, in 1898, he built his residence which he called Casagmo, and 
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devoted considerable time to its beautification, and that of the grounds about it. He 
loved Ridgefield and supported every effort to conserve and enhance its beauty. 

Mr. Olcott’s heroic acceptance of his blindness increased the love and esteem in which 
he was universally held. A serene philosophy of life, an upright and self-sustaining qual- 
ity, was his greatest strength. He gave utterance to that faith in a poem called Sightless 
Musings, written March 20, 1915, and taken down by his daughter-in-law, Zita (Ledder- 
ucci) Olcott, which may best serve as a nonument to his memory: 


“I can see as well as ever—in my dreams, 
Then my sight was never better—so it seems, 
But awaking, I’m reminded 
That I am for all time blinded, 

So let me dream. 


Towards the sleep that knows no waking 
Now my steps are ever taking, 
Steps that quicken in their pace 
As they near my resting-place, 
There let me rest. 


Rest in peace, if not forever, 

Then to rise to fresh endeavor 

In some realm of spirit life, 

Freed from passions, freed from strife, 
I know not which. 


But this thought brings me no fear 

For my faith is strong and clear 

That be it life, or be it rest, 

That which will be, will be best 
And I’m content. 


Content indeed, I’ve had my share 
Of this world’s blessings, griefs, and care, 
And when my summons comes to join 
The countless myriads who have gone, 

I will be ready.”

Richard Arnold, was known as Lord of Bagbere, Parish of Middleton (otherwise Mil- 
ton Abbas), in Dorsetshire, and also possessed estates in Alton Pancras, Buckland Newton, 
Cheselbourne, and Melcombe Horsey. He removed from Somersetshire at an early age. The 
Subsidy Rolls of 1549 for Dorsetshire list his name. The Bagbere Manor House, which he 
possessed, remained standing until 1870. Richard Arnold was a Patron of the Churches of 
Bingham, Melcombe and Blanfcrd; he is also mentioned in the inquisition, held in 1607, 
after the death of his son Richard, respecting the tenure of the estates. His will, dated May 
15, 1593, probated on July 9, 1595, stated that he desired “to be buried in the Parishe Church 


of Milton, in the Isle called Jesus Ile as we go to the Tower.’ His second son was

Thomas Arnold,* for several years a resident of Melcombe Horsey; later moved to 
one of his father’s estates at Cheselbourne, Dorsetshire; married, first, before 1571, Alice, 
daughter of John and Alice Gulley, of North Over, near Cheselbourne; she was baptized 
September 29, 1553, and was buried April 25, 1596. The name of his second wife, and 
mother of Thomas Arnold, p. 173, is not as yet known. The sixth and youngest child by his 
first wife was 


William Arnold, of Cheselbourne, who was born June 24, 1587. He resided at Chesel- 
bourne until May 1, 1635, when, with his family, he left Dorsetshire and came to New 
England. After residing a short time at Hingham, Massachusetts Bay Colony, he became 
associated with Roger Williams (see Williams, p. 123) and others, in 1636, in the purchase 
from the Indians of land at Movshansick which was afterwards called Providence Plantations, 
of which colony Roger Williams procured the first charter. The land was parcelled out 
among the associates and William Arnold received large portions in Providence, Pawtucket, 
and Warwick. He was held in much esteem and filled various important offices of trust. 
William married, in 1610-11, Christian, baptized February 15, 1583, daughter of Thomas 
Peake. Issue, among others, Elizabeth Arnold, who married William Carpenter (see Car- 
penter,? p. 148), and 


Governor Benedict Arnold, born December 21, 1615, died June 20, 1678, who became 
the first Colonial Governor of Rhode Island under the new charter in 1663, and was reelected 
in 1664, 1669, 1677 and 1678; served the Colony as President and Governor under the

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Royal Charter and as Assistant Governor. He seems to have built the celebrated Old Mill 
in Newport (to which he moved in 1653), whose erection was long ascribed to the Norse- 
men. The most recent research into the probable origin of “The Newport Tower,” is the 
work of that name, published in June, 1942, by Philip Ainsworth Means, an archeologist 
and anthropologist. Mr. Means does not solve the problem. He favors the Norse legend, 
suggesting that Governor Arnold possibly found the structure on his property and converted 
it to mill purposes. Excavation in the earth about the “Tower” by archeologists, remains 
the only untried approach to the enigma. Governor Benedict Arnold is understood to have 
been a nephew of Thomas Arnold of Cheselbourne, p. 170, and to have come to Rhode Island 
with his father. Married, December 17, 1640, Damaris, daughter of Stukeley Westcott (see 
Westcott, p. 195). Issue, among nine children, 


Benedict Arnold, born February 10, 1642; died July 4, 1727; was a member of the 
Assembly; married, first, March 9, 1671, ; married, second, Sarah Mumford. 
His son, 








Captain Benedict Arnold, was born at Norwich, Connecticut; was a shipowner and 
served for some time as a sea captain; selectman of Norwich, where he died in 1761; mar- 
ried, November 8, 1733, Hannah (Waterman) King. Issue, among others, 


Major-General Benedict Arnold, termed “the sword-arm of Washington,” who was born 
at Norwich, January 34d, old style, January 14th, new style, 1741; died in London, England, 
June 14, 1801, aged sixty-one years; buried in the Church of St. Mary, Battersea, Lon- 
don, June 21, 1801. After his school days he entered the pharmacy of two cousins of his 
mother, Doctors Daniel and Joshua Lathrop, who were chemists and merchants wholesale and 
retail in Norwich and New Haven. Finding the business too sedentary for his adventurous 
spirit, he joined the Provincial army and led an expedition in October, 1776, to capture Ticon- 
deroga and Crown Point, but was preceded by Ethan Allen of Vermont. Later, the British 
entered Connecticut and Arnold joined the militia raised to repel them; at the battle of 
Ridgefield, April 27, 1777, he showed great courage when his horse was shot under him, by 
nine bullets, and he was fired upon and clairned as prisoner; he drew his pistol, shot his adver- 
sary and, amid many bullets, escaped through the then Stebbins’ grounds, now Casagmo, to 
the Great Swamp beyond, whence he reached Westport and Compo, rallied the Americans and 
harried the British until they reached their ships, after which he went the following day to 
General Israel Putnam’s camp at Redding. For his gallantry and courage in this third 
important engagement of the Revolutionary War, Arnold was promoted to the rank of major- 
general and received from the Continental Congress a horse, saddled and bridled. 

Benedict Arnold codperated with General George Washington in opposing General 
Robert Howe’s advance toward Philadelphia and helped to check the progress of General 
John Burgoyne through eastern New York. He raised the siege of Fort Schuyler (Stanwix) 
and at the battle of Bemis Heights displayed great gallantry. In the second battle of Saratoga, 
October 7, 1777, Major-General Arnold was in the forefront of the assault, which resulted 
in the capture of General Burgoyne and his army. While temporarily deprived of command 
in October, 1777, he could not remain inactive in his tent and, reckless of his life, he burst 
upon the field where things were not then going well. By brilliant maneuvering, he forced 
the Hessians from the field and the battle was won. While riding to the assault, he was shot 
through the upper left leg and his horse fell dead beneath him. Today this spot at Brey- 
man’s Redoubt on the Saratoga field is marked by a marble monument. 
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In August, 1780, he was appointed by Washington to the command of West Point, 
which, after innumerable slights from the Continental Congress and after long correspondence 
with Major John André of the British Army, who was a friend of his wife and of her family, 
he offered to surrender to the British, September 21, 1777. The capture of André occurred 
after a night spent at the house of Isaac and Sarah Underhill at Seven Lakes Farin, West- 
chester County, a landmark since the early eighteenth century, and which was built in 1700. 
“Here on September 22, 1780, Major John André of the British Army, stayed overnight and 
in the morning sat at the back door having a breakfast of mush and milk, later to journey 
southward on horseback.” He had conspired with Arnold to deliver West Point to the Brit- 
ish and was captured near Peekskill, a few miles southward, by Isaac van Wart, John Paul- 
ding and David Williams, and was executed at Tappan, New York, as a spy on October 2, 
1780. Arnold, for his betrayal of West Point, was made a brigadier-general in the British 
Army on his arrival in England. Returning to America he led a naval expedition against 
Virginia and another against Connecticut, which resulted in the burning of New London and 
the massacre of the Fort Griswold garrison, in December, 1781, and sailed for England, 
where he and his family were pensioned by the British Government; he received £6,315 
(about $31,575) and was kindly treated by the King and royal family, but the British Army 
and the nobility and gentry were unforgiving; on July 30, 1892, his name was placed on the 
stone marking the second battle of Saratoga, but in the old chapel at West Point a name said 
to be Arnold’s is still erased from the tablet which says: “To the most brilliant soldier in the 
Continental Army.” 


At Casagmo is a tablet in the stone wall, near where the dead were buried, with the 
following inscription, the first part of which was written by Miss Mary Olcott, to whom 
Casagmo descended, and the last three lines copied by her from a tablet by President Arthur 
T. Hadley on a memorial stone at Yale University : 


In Defense of American Independence 
At the Battle of Ridgefield, 
April 27, 1777, 

Died 
Eight Patriots 
Who were laid in these grounds, 
Companioned by 
Sixteen British Soldiers, 
Living, their enemies; dying, their guests. 
“In Honour of Service and Sacrifice 
This Memorial is Placed 
For the Strengthening of Hearts.”

Thomas Arnold,+ founder of his branch of the family in America, was born at Chesel- 
bourne, Dorsetshire, England, April 15, 1599, baptized at Ilchester, son of Thomas Arnold of 
Cheselbourne and stepbrother of William Arnold ; the coat-of-arms, p. 169, has been ascribed 
to Thomas Arnold with the difference of the motto which in his case was Ut vivas vigila; 
sailed for Virginia aboard the ship Plain Joan in 1635—Virginia meaning the American col- 
onies in general, at that time. He settled at Watertown, Massachusetts, in 1636, and received 
land there on May roth of that year, and was admitted a freeman in the year 1640. In 1654 
and 1655, he was fined for not attending public worship. He removed to Providence and was a 
freeman of the Rhode Island Colony May 18, 1658. Thomas Arnold sold property at Water- 
town to John Whitney in 1661, and to John Wincoll two years later, 1662/63; received land 
at Providence, in 1665; was appointed deputy to the General Court in 1666, 1667, 1670, 1671 
and 1672; member of the town council in 1672; died, at Providence, Rhode Island, in Sep- 
tember, 1674; married, first, in England, Margaret . who was buried October 18, 1623, 
at Ilchester; married, second, Phoebe Parkhurst (see Parkhurst, p. 180). Issue, among eight 
children, and of five by the second wife,

David Arnold, son of Levi and Lydia (Harris) Arnold, was born August 26, 1781, at 
Smithfield, Rhode Island. He went to Hartford, Connecticut, with his father, and after his 
return to Poughkeepsie, started the Arnold Lumber Yard, first under the firm name of Arnold 
and Spencer; the Spencer name was soon dropped and the firm became David Arnold, later 
David Arnold & Son, and after David's death, as William C. Arnold & Company, finally 
becoming The C. N. Arnold Company. The business prospered and remained in the family 
for one hundred and six years, or until the year 1927. David was also a founder and director 
of the Merchants’ National Bank of Poughkeepsie, of which his son, William Cornell Arnold, 
and his grandson Charles Nathan Arnold, later were presidents. 

Mr. Arnold was a member of the Society of Friends, and for years served as elder of 
the local Meeting. He was also a staunch abolitionist and a member of the famous Under- 
ground Railway System. In his Poughkeepsie house there was a large windowless room 
upstairs, which served as a way station for escaped slaves on their way to Canada. Miss 
Mary Olcott received from her cousin, Reverend Frederick Sherman Arnold, son of Charles 
Nathan Arnold, and great-grandson of David Arnold, a letter dated December 27, 1938, 
saying “Many a poor slave escaping, has slept over the woodshed, or over the dining-room, 
of his house at 71 North Water Street.” 

David Arnold, though a Quaker, was very musical. It was his custom to invite a hand- 
organ man to stand before his house and play, cautioning the man to continue playing despite 
the threatening gestures of dismissal he employed to appease his family, who were much 
averse to music, as a distraction of the world’s people and therefore not allowed by the Society 
of Friends. 

David Arnold, of Poughkeepsie and of Arnoldton. died at 71 North Water Street, 
Poughkeepsie, New York, June 18, 1864; married, February 15, 1810, Jane Cornell (see 
Cornell, p. 145).

He was also president and director of the Poughkeepsie Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, of which his father had been president, and lived until his death in the 
old house on North Water Street overlooking the Hudson River and the Catskills. 
Married, December 10, 1846, Rhoda Anna Clark, daughter of Jonathan Clark, of 
Dutchess County, New York; she was born February 22, 1828, and died April 10, 
1851. After the death of his lovely young wife, when their little daughter Rhoda 
Emily was but a few days old, his sisters continued to live with him and helped to 
bring up his motherless daughter. In 1872 he traveled abroad with his niece’s hus- 
band, George Mann Olcott, and went as far as Constantinople, Turkey, as well as to 
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Italy, France, Germany and England. His interest in all he saw was deep and 
lasting. A tale was often told of his delight in Roquefort cheese and how, in 
spite of warnings from Mr. Olcott he ate it at lunch and dinner every day until 
his mouth was so sore he could eat nothing! He was regarded by his young 
nieces and nephews, great-nieces and great-nephews, as the perfect uncle, for he 
never visited their parents without a box of sweets for the children, nor did he 
ever fail to find money in his pocket, for the boy or girl who did well in school. 
To visit him and his sisters was their greatest delight, for it meant prowls around 
the lumber-yard and drives with him “out to the farm” to view the mare or 
colt he was at that moment raising; it meant fishing for shad in season in the 
Hudson, or ice-boat sailing on “the river” in the wintry cold. It meant, at least 
for Allan, at about the age of seven, falling “into the dock” between boat and 
pier, at the lumber-yard, and being fished out by Uncle William and Uncle Char- 
lie, with horrified amaze. Ave atque vale, dear Great-uncle William! Hail and 
farewell!

Jennie Arnold* was born in Poughkeepsie, New York, February 12, 1837; died in New 
York City, March 16, 1919, and lies buried with her husband and daughter, Cornelia, in the old 
Maple Grove Cemetery, at Ridgefield, Connecticut, near Casagmo; married George Mann 
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Olcott, see p. 168. Her instinct throughout life was a great loyalty. At a time when family 
ties in all ranks of life were weakening, her devotion to ties of blood and to her husband and 
family, and her adherence to the uses and traditions of an earlier America was almost unique. 

On her many trips abroad with her husband, her delight in what she saw and in the 
interesting objects with which she returned was intense. Mrs. Olcott had a great love for 


‘flowers and herself plucked and arranged them with a real delight. She was only satisfied 


with perfection, and a flower which was imperfect was invariably rejected. 

During fifty years her drives with her coachman and friend, Major McDonald, were an 
almost daily occurrence; her mother-in-law, Mrs. Charles Mann Olcott, often accompanied 
her until her death. For Major she and her whole family had a great regard. He was born 
a slave in a Maryland family, but when the Northern Army reached Frederick, Maryland, he 
fan away, joined the Union Army and was taken in charge by Captain Gabriel Dissoway 
Ayres, of Brooklyn, New York. He remained in his service until he entered Mr. Olcott’s 
household as coachman, a position which he retained until his blindness, following his master’s 
iliness and death. Neither Mr. Olcott nor his wife chose to own an automobile during 
Major's life. After their deaths, their daughter, Mary, pensioned him and he remained in 
his cottage at Casagmo, cared for by his niece, Mrs. Wickes, until his death in 1921. 

About Gaby, as Major’s little boy was affectionately called, a little story was told by 
Mr. Olcott’s sister, Mrs. Robert Commelin: When leaving Grace Court on her morning walks, 
she often met Gaby coming to Mr. Olcott’s house, around Grace Church corner, and stopped 
the little man for a chat. “Gaby, what’s your name?” she inquired each day, delighted to hear 
the quick response: “Gab’ell Dissaway A’s Ma’donal” (Gabriel Dissoway Ayres McDonald), 
in the sweet little negro treble. But at last it grew tiresome to Gaby; she ought to know his 
name by this time. On the final request, he gazed at her with soft brown, twinkling eyes, and 
said: “The same, Ma’am!’’. It became a delightful joke in the family; if you didn’t wish to 
answer, or were bored, you said: “The same, Ma’am,” in little Gaby’s elfish manner, and all 
was serene again! 

In her later years, when illness weakened Mrs. Olcott and she could go about less and 
less, her friends and their children gave an entertainment for her, which was held on the 
croquet ground at Casagmo. The children sang and danced for her and as she sat in her 
wheeled chair near them, aided by her nurse, Miss Harkin, and with her family grouped 
around her, one of the children repeated a little poem, written by her daughter, Mary, in her 
honor: 

The pretty sight in this green open space, 
“Sweet lady, for whose joy the children dance 
The hours down in this beloved place, 
And ye, her guests, who watch with charméd glance 
We pray that joy and peace 
May stay with you, nor cease! 


Even as our songs mount, bird-like, through the air 
So do we trust your inward songs shall rise, 
Making the gallant hours more swiftly fair 
Till your songs reach, with ours, the aspiring skies; 
Thus shall we all, sweet lady, be as one, 
You gladdening us, we you, ’ere set of sun 
—M. O. for J. A. O. (July, 1918)”

Princess Margaret, who was born in 1489; died in 1541; married, first, in August, 
1503, James IV (born March 17, 1473; died September 9, 1513), King of Scotland; mar- 
ried, second, Archibald Douglas. Issue, by first marriage, 


James V, born April 10, 1512; died December 14, 1542; King of Scots from 1513 to 
1542; married, first, in January, 1537, Madeleine, daughter of King Francis I; married, 
second, Mary, daughter of Claude, Duke of Guise, and widow of Louis of Orleans. Issue, 


Mary, Queen of Scots, born December 6th or 7, 1542; beheaded February 8, 1587; 
married, first, Francis, Dauphin of France; married, second, Lord Darnley. Their son, 


James VI, King of Scots, was born in 1566, became James I, King of England in 1603; 
died in 1625; married Anne of Denmark, and had two children, one being 


Charles I, who was King of England from 1625 to 1649; married Henrietta Maria, 
daughter of Henry IV of France.

James (Scott), Duke of Monmouth, Charles’ favorite son, who was born April 9, 
1649, during his father’s exile; educated under his father’s guidance and given every indica- 
tion of preferment; married, April 20, 1663, in the Royal Chamber in Whitehall, Lady 
Anne, daughter of Francis Scott, second Earl of Buccleuch, created Duke of Monmouth, 
Earl of Doncaster, Baron Fotheringay later changed to Baron Tyndale, Earl of Dalkieth, Duke 
of Buccleuch and Lord Scott; possessed of great popular appeal; was once entertained at 
Dunham-Massey, Cheshire, by Henry Booth, Lord Delamar; failed in his attempt to seize 
the throne from his uncle, James II, and was beheaded at the Tower of London, July 15, 
1685. The Countess of Rutland received a letter from her uncle, Charles, dated July 16, 
1685, at London, wherein he stated: “Yesterday about eleaven of the clock the unfortunate 
Duke of Monmouth was executed on Tower Hil!, having been assisted with Dr. Tenison and 
severall other divines and Bishops the night before: The Dutchesse his wife had the liberty to 
see him in the presence of the Earl of Clarendon, whom hee received very coldly complaining 
that she had not done the part of a wife towards him at the late King his father’s death, and 
told her hee thought shee did not show any great concern for him under his present misfor- 
tunes, and indeed, seemed little desirous to speak or discourse with her, for his affections were 
chiefly sett upon my Lady Henriette Wentworth with whom hee confessed hee had lived 
these two years as man and wife, and thought himself the most happy man in the world, say- 
ing that the Dutchesse was imposed upon him when he was very young, and not by his own 
choice, and that she was his wife by law, but the other was his wife before God, and in his 
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own conscience commending her virtue publickly upon the scaffold and talking many things 
in her commendation—He also charged his servant to give her his ring and watch as soon as 
he could... .” Issue, by his wife, six children, and by Lady Henrietta Maria, Baroness 
Wentworth (see Wentworth, p. 188), 


Robert Wentworth Smyth-Stuart, who was born in 1681; adopted and educated in 
Paris by one of the Duke’s adherents, Colonel Smyth, who left him his fortune and his name; 
active in the Stuart cause of 1715 and 1745; married, when sixty-six years old, Maria Julia 
(Crofts) Dalziel, daughter of Major-General James Crofts, who was the natural son of the 
Duke of Monmouth by Eleanor Needham. He left a son, 


Captain John Ferdinando Dalziel Suvyth-Stuart, who was born about 1 748; educated as 
a physician ; migrated to the colonies and became the proprietor of a vast estate of some sixty- 
five thousand acres along the Potomac and James rivers in Maryland and Virginia; lost all 
during the Revolutionary War, for he adhered to the Loyalist cause, and was an officer of the 
Queen’s Rangers; returned to England in 1785 and was appointed Barrack Master General 
at Santa Domingo in 1795; returned again to England and “after a strangely adventurous 
career,” died December 14, 1814, at London; married, “10-23-1 778,” Abigail Lefferts, daugh- 
ter of Leffert Haugewout, of Hempstead, Long Island; she was born “3:13:1755"; died “1-17- 
1828.” Issue, among three children, an only surviving daughter, 


Elizabeth Smyth-Stuart, who married Gideon Nichols, of Long Island, New York. 
Their daughter, 


Elizabeth Nichols; married Benjamin Hall Hart. Issue: Walter Nichols Hart (see 
below) ; Louisa Abigail Hart, born March 22, 1846; married, October 10, 1882, Edwin Smith 
Hubbard, and had issue: Edith Louisa Hubbard, of Poughkeepsie, New York.

Suffolk, was the first Baron Wentworth, and Lord Chamberlain to King Edward VI; he 
was born in 1501, and was summoned to Parliament by writ as Baron Wentworth; died March 
3, 1550/51; married, in 1520, Margaret, daughter of Sir Adrian Fortescue and Anne 
(Stoner) Fortescue, and granddaughter of Sir William Stoner, Knight, and Anne (Nevil) 
Stoner, daughter and co-heir of John Nevil, Marquess of Montacute. Their son, 


Thomas Wentworth, second Baron Wentworth, was born in 1 525; summoned to Par- 
liament from January 23, 1552, to February 4, 1589; a knight banneret and governor of 
Calais; died January 13, 1583/84; married, first, Mary Wentworth, of Gosfield, who died 
without issue; married, second, in 1555/56, Anne, daughter of Sir John Wentworth, of Gos- 
field, County Essex; she died September 2, 1571. Issue, among others, 


Henry Wentworth, third Baron Wentworth, who was born in 1558; summoned to 


Parliament February 19, 1593; died August 16, 1593; married, in 1585, Anne, daughter of 
Sir Owen Hopton, who married, second, Sir William Pope, Earl of Downe. Issue, 


Thomas Wentworth, fourth Baron Wentworth and Earl of Cleveland, who was a gal- 
lant soldier; created Earl February 5, 1625/26; died March 25, 1667; married, first, Anne, 
daughter of Sir John Crofts of Saxham, County Suffolk, who died without issue; married, 
second, Lady Lucy Wentworth, who died November 23, 1651. Issue, among others, 


Thomas Wentworth, who was born in 1613; summoned to Parliament as Baron Went- 
worth in 1640; died March 1, 1664/65, in his father’s lifetime; married, in 1655, Philadel- 
phia, daughter of Sir Ferdinando Carey, who died May 4, 1696. Issue, an only daughter, 


Lady Henrietta Maria Wentworth, who succeeded her grandfather as Baroness Went- 
worth in 1667; called by James, Duke of Monmouth, “wife in the sight of God”; (see Royal 
Line of Descent*, p. 187) ; died April 23, 1686, and was succeeded as Baroness Wentworth 
by her aunt, Lady Anne Wentworth, who married John, Lord Lovelace.

John Frost, the founder of the family in America, is mentioned in the “Personal 
Index of Southold, Long Island,” by Charles B. Moore, as follows: “Mr. Frost died 1655 
and perhaps had John and Wiliam.” 


William Frost, son of John Frost, figured prominently in the Brookhaven and Oyster 
Bay records. According to his will, it would seem that his native place was Benstead in 
Hampshire, England. He was associated at an early date with Captain John Underhill and 
John Feake, in the purchase and settlement of the Matinecock lands (Oyster Bay), and the 
records show that he held lands at Brookhaven and Oyster Bay at the same time. In 1663, 
there is an Indian deed to John and William Frost and Captain John Underhill of Queens 
County. Later, in 1664, he drew Lot Number 48, comprising meadow land in “Old Pur- 
chase,” South Fireplace. In 1668, Brookhaven records, drew one of the “first lots.” In 
1675, he drew Lot Number 18, comprising meadow land in “New Purchase.” “July 8, 
1671 he purchased land from Mathias Harvey” and in December, 1674, William Simpson 
conveyed his property, which he had purchased from the Matinecock Indians, to William 
Frost, described as of Seatacote (Brookhaven). William Frost had previously allied him- 
self to the influential family of Wright of Oyster Bay. On November 16, 1677, William 
Frost bought of Suckenewman (Indian) of Matinecock, a parcel of land, and on February 
21, 1678, an agreement was made between William and six others “about ye division of their 
meadows,” etc. On April 11, 1683, he purchased from Captain John Underhill, three small 
shares of meadowing land at Oak Neck, and on September 29, 1683, he was taxed on an 
estate valued at one hundred pounds by Edmund Wright, deputy constable. Many other 
purchases of land by him appear upon the records. The old homestead of William Frost 
was at Locust Valley and was owned by his descendants until recently, when the property was 
purchased by Paul D. Cravath, of New York. This homestead was later destroyed by fire. 
Died, about 1719, at an advanced age. Married, in 1672, Rebecca Wright (see Wright, p. 
197). Issue, two sons, the elder being, 


William W. Frost, born at Matinecock, Oyster Bay, Long Island, in 1674. He was 
tax collector for Oyster Bay under Governor Benjamin Fletcher, following his father in that 
office. His name frequently appears on the records in joint deeds with his brother, Wright, and 
his father. He resided on lands adjacent to his brother, and both were owners of slaves. 
He died intestate. Letters of administration were granted to his wife, who survived him over 
forty years. Married, about 1701, Hannah Prior (see Prior, p. 152). Issue, among ten 
children, 


Isaac Frost, who was born June 3, 1716, at Oyster Bay, Long Island. He was a yeo- 
man and was granted an ear mark for his cattle July 16, 1760, which was a slit in the off ear 
and a half penny the fore side of the near ear. He was the owner of several parcels of land. 
He settled in the eastern part of the township of Hyde Park, adjoining Pleasant Valley and 
Clinton, New York, called Crum Elbow. Died after 1798. Married, at Oyster Bay, Mary 
Cock (see Cock-Cocks, p. 142). Issue, among fourteen children, 


Solomon Frost, who was born at Oyster Bay, Long Island, March 15, 1756; was 
seven years of age when his parents moved from Oyster Bay to Westchester County. He

his posterity. He followed his chosen occupation of farming and resided at the old home- 
stead just north of Crum Elbow in the township of Clinton, where he died, January 4, 1838;

Stukeley Westcott was born in England in 1592, and died at Portsmouth, Massachu- 
; setts, January 12, 1677; he settled originally in Salem, Massachusetts, and was made a free- 
man in 1636; on December 25, 1637, he was allotted a house lot of one acre, his family at 
that time consisting of eight persons; in 1638, he and a number of others obtained permis- 
sion to leave Salem, and in March, 1639 he and eleven others organized the first Baptist Church 
of Providence, the first of the denomination in America; previous to June 5, 1648, he became 
an inhabitant of Warwick, Rhode Island; served as deputy in 1651, 1655, 1660, 1662 and 
1670, as general assistant to the governor for several years following 1653, as member of the 
town council in 1653, as ratemaker in 1636, as surveyor almost continuously from 1652 to 
1676, as member of the grand and petit juries frequently between 1652 and 1660 and as a 
member of numerous committees of local importance; he died at the age of eighty-five years

The Wright family of ancient English origin had been established as early as the year 
1422 in the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk. The progenitor of the family definitely estab- 
lished as such through extant records, was 


Thomas Wright, who lived throughout the reigns of five English sovereigns, Henry VI, 
Edward IV, Edward V, Richard III, Henry VII, from 1422 to 1509, at East Lexham in Suf- 
folk; his estates were the manors of Rouses and Tindalls. Issue, 


John Wright, who was born about 1465; a resident of East Lexham; recorded in 1541 
as the proprietor of the two manors above mentioned. Issue, of three sons and possibly others, 


Nicholas Wright, who was born in the first or second decade of the sixteenth century 
in County Norfolk, England; died prior to 1567, probably at Beaupré Hall, County Norfolk; 
married Anne Beaupré (see Beaupré, p. 213). Issue, among five children, 


Nicholas Wright, who married, first, February 18, 1559, Ellen Gylbert, daughter of Wil- 
liam Gylbert, vicar of Barton Turf, 1517-31; she died January 10, 1582; married, second, 
January 25, 1589, Margerie Slysander, widow of John Raspoole; she was buried April 2, 
1602. Issue, by the first wife, of two sons, 


Nicholas Wright, who married, first, November 15, 1582, Margaret Jeffers, of Neatis- 
head; married, second, in the Parish of St. Peter and St. Paul, at Wendling, County Norfolk, 
September 20, 1594, Margaretta Nelson. Issue, by the second wife, of three sons, 


Nicholas Wright, who was born about the year 1609 in the county of Norfolk, England, 
and migrated to the New World in 1635, landing at Saugus (now Lynn), in the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony in August of that year; accompanied by his two brothers, Peter and Anthony. 
All three removed to Sandwich in the Plymouth Colony in 1636; Nicholas Wright was listed 
as able to bear arms in 1643, and he ascribed to the oath of allegiance; he was appointed sur- 
veyor of highways June 5, 1651; joined Reverend William Leverich’s company and proceeded 
to Long Island in the spring of 1653, aboard the sloop Desire, of Barnstable; settled at Oyster 
Bay, where he acquired land from the Indians; received a patent for Oyster Bay, dated Sep- 
tember 29, 1677, and granted by Governor Edmund Andros, which reads in part as follows: 


“Know yee, that by vertue of his Mates Letters patents, and ye commission & authorytie unto me 
Given by his Royal Highness, I have Ratefied confirmed & Granted; And by these presents do hereby rati- 
fie confirm & grant unto Henry Townsend Sent. Nicholas Wright, Thomas Townsend, Gideon Wright, Rich- 
ard Hacker, Joseph Carpenter and Josias Lating as patentees for and on y® behalf of themselves and their 
Associates y® ffreeholders & Inhabitants of ye Said Towne their Heires Successors and Assignes. . . .” 


Nicholas Wright died in November, 1682, at Oyster Bay, Long Island; his will, dated 
April 10, 1674, was probated in December, 1682, at Jamaica, Long Island, and by it he dis- 
posed of a considerable estate; married Ann , who died in the year 1683. Issue, among

47. Charles Martel (see Royal Line of Descent’, p. 95), born in 688; fifth Lord of 
Ansignieris, fifth Duke of Brabant and second Duke of Austrasia, Mayor of the Palace to 
Childeric II, Clothaire IV, Thierry IV and Childeric III; was called “the Hammer,” by 
reason of the swift blows he delivered to the enemy in battle before they could put their 
forces in order; his great service was his crushing defeat of the Moors under Abdul-Rhaman 
at the battle of Tours in 740, whereby the tide of Moslem invasion was turned back into 
Spain, and Europe was saved from becoming Mohammedan; married Hiltruda (Rotruda), 
daughter of Dagobert III, King of the Franks, 711-15; he died October 22, 741, leaving 


48. Pepin III (see Royal Line of Descent’, p. 95) ; his son, 


49. Charlemagne or Carlos Magnus (see Royal Line of Descent!, p. 95), as the Romans 
called him, was born April 2, 742/43, and reigned jointly with his brother Carloman until 
771; as sole King of France to 800, when he was elected King of the Romans and Emperor 
of the West. He was the most enlightened and liberal prince in Europe and the Patron of the 
Arts and Sciences. He made his capital Aix-la-Chapelle, the most brilliant city in Christen- 
dom, and his court was the rendezvous of the greatest men of all nations; under his auspices 
his friend and father confessor, the monk Alequin, founded the “‘School of the Prophets,” the 
forerunner of the University of Paris. He died January 28, 814. The only blot on the 
escutcheon of the great warrior, statesman and lawgiver was his harsh and unnatural treat- 
ment of his father-in-law Thassilo, Duke of Bavaria, and his Queen Desirie, Thassilo’s daugh- 
ter, whom he discarded that he might marry Hildegarde, daughter of Godfried, Duke of 
Swabia. Another reason was that Thassilo had married Luitgarde, daughter and heiress of 
Dedierus, last of the Lombard Kings and claimed the “Iron Crown of Lombardy,” so called 
from the tradition that it was made of some of the spikes that nailed our Lord Jesus Christ 
to the cross. When Charlemagne married Desirie he set up a counter claim to that of Thassilo 
and after a long contest of ten years he threw Thassilo into prison and seized Lombardy. 
Charlemagne had no issue by Desirie. By Hildegarde he had, among nine children, 


50. Louis I (see Royal Line of Descent!, p. 95) ; married, second, Judith, daughter of 
Welfe (Guelph) I, Count of Bavaria, son of Thassilo 11, Emperor of the West, 814-840; 
died June 20, 840, and had 


51. Charles II, surnamed the Bald, who was born in 823, and died October 5, 877. The 
death of his father, in 840, led to war among his three surviving sons. Charles secured the king- 
dom of the West Franks, corresponding largely to what is now France, while Louis secured 
the portions of the empire which were German. Lothair had the title of Emperor and a region 
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; 
between France and Germany including Italy and the valleys of the Rhone, Saone and Meuse. 
Following the death of Emperor Louis II, Charles went to Italy and secured the imperial 
crown at Rome with the support of Pope John VIII. He made a second expedition to Italy to 
aid the Pope against the Saracens and died on his way back to France. Charles II married, 
| first, in 842, Hermentrude, who died October 6, 869, daughter of Eudes, Count of Orleans;

Thomas Veale or Vail, as he spelt his name, founder of his branch of the family in Amer- 
ica, came to Boston, Massachusetts, about 1645. In 1649, we find him with his wife Sarah 
in Southampton, Long Island, where he bought land of John Mitchell in the “great playne.” In 
October, 1650, he brought a suit for slander against George Wood, who brought a counter suit 
in June, 1651. In March, 1651, he drew a £100 lot. On September 12, 1653, he had a second 
suit against the wife of Samuel Dayton. In May, 1654, he received a £50 lot, but in 1660 he 
removed to Westchester County, settling at Eastchester, and on July 7, 1666, he received an 
allotment of land from the town of Eastchester (Town Record Book I, p. 33), and a second 
lot June 22, 1678. He died about 1684, leaving issue: 1. Thomas, Jr. 2. Samuel. 3. John.

Aaron Vail, was born in the year 1722 in Westchester County, New York; brought 
up as a Presbyterian, but became a member of the Society of Friends in 1749; removed in 
1751 to the Nine Partners District of Dutchess County, New York; interested in African mis- 
sionary endeavors; a preacher of the Friends from 1764 until his death; died, August 11, 1776, 
at Nine Partners, New York; married Martha Ward, who married, second, a Mr. Irish, and 
died at Albany, New York, February 12, 1812. Issue, among eleven children, Aaron and 
Anna Vail, see p. 205. 


Isaac Vail, born in the town of Eastchester, Westchester County, New York, February 
I, 1736; removed to Stanford, then known as Nine Great Partners, Dutchess County, New 
York, about 1765, and in 1766 married Lydia Sherman, of Quaker Hill in Pauling’s Precinct, 
daughter of Elnathan and Elizabeth (Osborne) Sherman, born in Middlebury, Vermont (now 
Massachusetts), September 14, 1741. In May, 1775, Mr. Vail signed the Articles of Associa- 
tion of Dutchess County. October 11, 1775, he was commissioned captain in Colonel William 
Humphrey’s 5th Dutchess County Regiment, serving for three years until 1778. September 
14, 1780, he was commissioned second lieutenant in Nicholas Brown’s Company of Colonel 
Dirck Brinckerhoff’s Second Regiment D. C. Mr. Vail died at Stanford on the 13th of Feb- 
ruary, 1794, aged 58 years 12 days, and was buried in the family burying ground on his own 
farm. He was a leading and consistent member of the Society of Friends and often travelled 
to distant parts of the state to carry consolation and relief to his brethren. He lost heavily in 
horses, cattle and grain by irresponsible bands of Tories during the Revolution. Mrs. Vail 
subsequently married Elnathan Sweet. She survived him, however, and died at the residence 
of her son Solomon Vail at Stanford, October 18, 1825, aged 84 years, 4 months, 4 days, and 
was interred by the side of her first husband, by whom she had:

Anna Vail, daughter of Aaron and Martha (Ward) Vail, above, was born “8th of 7th 
mo. 1764,” at Nine Partners, New York; died, February 19, 1822, at Crum Elbow, New 
York; married Solomon Frost (see Frost, p. 190). Her brother, 


Aaron Vail, was born about 1760, at Washington, in the Nine Partners district of 
Dutchess County, New York; a merchant at New York City; according to family tradition, 
he visited the seaport of Lorient, France, aboard an American gunboat, some time before 
the year 1800, and there met the lady who became his wife; appointed American commer- 
cial agent at Lorient in 1803, during Thomas Jefferson’s first term of office as President of 
the United States; a friend of Jefferson, his descendants possess letters addressed to him 
from Monticello; died in the year 1815, apparently in France, and was probably interred 
in the family vault at Paris mentioned in the will of his grandson; married, about 1790, Eliz- 
abeth Dubois des Corbiers, who removed to the United States with her children after the 
death of her husband, and established herself at Washington, D. C., as an instructress in the 
French language; she is mentioned in the will of her son, Eugene (see p. 206), drawn June 
2, 1834. Aaron Vail (see p. 206), in his frequent letters to his mother, revealed the Quaker 
training he had received, for he invariably signed himself:

Solomon Vail, son of Isaac and Lydia (Sherman) Vail, was born at Stanford, Dutchess 
County, New York, September 28, 1769; died, at Stanford, November 30, 1836; married, in 
the city of Pleasant Valley, Dutchess County, October 26, 1794, Elizabeth, eldest daughter of 
Pearsall and Mary (Causteen) Brown. She was born November 11, 1775, and died at 
Claversack, Columbia County, April 30, 1845. Issue:

Aaron Vail, son of Aaron and Elizabeth Dubois (des Corbiers) Vail, was born October 
24, 1796, possibly in France; he apparently accompanied his mother and his brothers and sisters 
upon their removal to Washington, D. C., about 1815, and there entered the American diplo- 
matic service; appointed clerk of the American legation at Paris, and in that capacity travelled 
extensively throughout Europe; following this, he served as a clerk in the United States Depart- 
ment of State at Washington, D. C.; August 31, 1831, appointed secretary of legation at Lon- 
don, England; served as chargé d’affaires at London from July, 1832, to April, 1836, when he 
returned to his post as secretary; terminated his London service in December, 1836, and 
received the approval of both President Andrew Jackson and the State Department for the 
conduct of his office; special State Department agent to Canada in 1838, following the 
Canadian rebellion of 1837; chief clerk of the Department of State from June 26, 1838, to © 
July 15, 1840, and he acted on numerous occasions as Secretary of State; chargé d’affaires 
at Madrid, Spain, from May 20. 1840, to August 1, 1842, after which he retired from the diplo- 
matic service and resided thereafter principally in France, making occasional trips to the United 
States; died, November 4, 1878, at Pau, Basses-Pyrénées, France; married, after July, 
1831, Emilia, daughter of Laurent Salles, a native of Pezenas, France, and a merchant at 
Bordeaux and New York City. Issue, three children. His elder brother,“ 


Eugene A. Vail, was born about 1794, probably in France; apparently accompanied the 
members of the family to Washington, D. C., and resided there for some time; in his will, 
drawn June 2, 1831, he describes himself as “late of the City of Washington, now of the 
City of New York”; a frequent resident of France; died sometime before June 23, 1843, 
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the date that his will was admitted to probate in New York City, and was buried in the family 
vault in the Cemetery of Pére La Chaise, at Paris, France; married before July 28, 1831 
(the date of his father-in-law’s will), Julia, daughter of Laurent Salles; she is mentioned 
in her father’s will, drawn July 28, 1831, and proved March 9, 1833, as “Jane Salles, bap- 
tized Julia, now the wife of Eugene A. Vail”; buried in the family vault in Paris, France. Issue, 
among three children, Lawrence Eugene Vail, see below. 


Solomon Brown Vail, son of Solomon and Elizabeth (Brown) Vail, was born in Stan- 
ford, Dutchess County, New York, April 3, 1804. Married, May 22, 1828, at Crum Elbow, to 
Anna Vail, daughter of Solomon and Anna (Vail) Frost, of Clinton, Dutchess County, New 
York (see Frost, p. 190). They first located on a farm near Stanford, and then removed, in 
1835, to Mt. Laurel Farm, near Hudson, Columbia County, and finally in 1851 to the city of 
New York.

Lawrence Eugene Vail, son of Eugene A. and Julia (Salles) Vail, was born about 1830, 


probably at New York City; a resident both of New York City and of Paris, France; an artist, 


specializing in water color; in his will, drawn October 30, 1890, at Paris, France, he describes 
himself as a “citizen of the United States,” and directs that he be interred near his parents in the 
family vault at Paris; in that document, aside from his two sons, he mentions his younger 
brother, Jules Jefferson Vail; died sometime before August 7, 1896, at which date his will was 
admitted to probate in New York City; married, about 1855, Clotilde Le Gue, who appar- 
ently predeceased her husband. Issue, two sons, one being Eugene Lawrence Vail, of whom 
below. 


Henry Clay Vail, son of Solomon Brown and Anna Vail (Frost) Vail, was born in 
Stanford, Dutchess County, New York, March 1, 1831; removed to New York City, and 
lived on the corner of Bleecker and Sullivan streets. Married, March 1, 1860, Caroline Berg, 
born July 5, 1834, at Kirch-heim auf Tech, Wiirttemberg, Germany. He died July 6, 1911, 
leaving: 1. Carl Montaigne Vail, see p. 208. 


Eugene Lawrence Vail, son of Lawrence Eugene and Clotilde (Le Gue) Vail, was born 
in the year 1857, probably in New York City; displayed a decided artistic talent from child- 
hood, but upon the insistence of his father, he entered the Stevens Institute of Technology at 
Hoboken, New Jersey, and graduated therefrom with the degree of Mechanical Engineer; 
after serving for a time with a geographical survey party in the West, he began serious art 
studies with paternal consent; attended the Art Students’ League in New York City and the 
Ficole des Beaux-Arts at Paris, France; resided for many years in Brittany and Picardy and 
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later in Italy and Switzerland; spent his declining years at Paris, France, where he was con- 
sidered one of the best known American artists; developed a technique independent of the 
schools and won recognition both in Europe and the United States; first exhibited at the Paris 
Salon in 1883, he won honorable mention there in 1886 and the gold medal in 1888; received 
additional honors in France, Belgium, Germany and the United States in the period from 1889 
to 1904; exhibited by invitation at Vienna, Dusseldorf, St. Petersburg, Karlsruhe, Budapest, 
Copenhagen, Prague, Pittsburgh, Chicago, Philadelphia, Venice and Ghent among numerous 
other cities ;, frequently a member of art juries; examples of his work are to be found in the 
collections of The Corcoran Art Gallery and the National Collection of Fine Arts in Washing- 
ton, D. C., the Museo d’Arte Moderna at Venice, Italy, the Museum of the Rhode Island School 
of Design, and the Providence Art Club at Providence, Rhode Island, the Museum of Odessa, 
Russia, the Luxembourg Museum, the Musée Municipal Le Torquit and the Museum of 
Gray in France, the Brooklyn Museum in New York, the Carnegie Museum in Iowa City, 
and the Worcester Art Museum at Worcester, Massachusetts; died December 28, 1934, 
aged seventy-seven years, at Paris, France; married, January 14, 18go, Mary Gertrude 


Mauran, of Providence, Rhode Island (see Mauran, p. 215). Surviving issue, Eugene Law- 
rence Vail. 


Carl Montaigne Vail, son of Henry Clay and Caroline (Berg) Vail, was born in New 
York City, April 14, 1863. Educated at public and private schools. Married, at Rutherford, 
New Jersey, November 25, 1890, Laura Louise Bain, daughter of Dudley Walsh and Ella Vir- 
ginia (Hardie) Bain, who was born in New York City, November 21, 1866. Was for many 
years treasurer, secretary and director of Westinghouse, Church, Kerr and Company; also 
treasurer and director of Lackawanna & Wyoming Valley Railroad Company, and treasurer 
and director of the Grand Rapids, Grand Haven & Muskegon Railroad Company; director 
of Peoples Bank and Trust Company, Passaic, New Jersey, and director of Rutherford Trust 
Company, Rutherford, New Jersey. Issue:

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SOUTHWICK?— 


Daniel Southwick, son of Lawrence and Cassandra Southwick (see Southwick', p. 109), 
was baptized February 21, 1640/41, at the First Church, Salem, Massachusetts; he was the 
son ordered to be sold into slavery by the General Court in 1659, when his parents were found 
guilty of adherence to the Society of Friends, but it is not known that the punishment was 
ever carried out; he was a lifelong resident of Salem, where he was a considerable landed 
proprietor; his will was admitted to probate, February 10, 1718/19; married, February 23, 
1663, Edith Boyce. Issue, among seven children, 


Lawrence Southwick, who was born in the year 1664, at Salem, Massachusetts; a life- 
long resident of Salem, where he was active as a husbandman; died, in 1717/18, predeceasing 
his father; married, August 4, 1704, Tamson Buffum. Issue, among seven children, 


Daniel Southwick, who was born in the year 1705, at Salem, Massachusetts; a pro- 
fessed Quaker, the restrictions having been relaxed against the sect, and a noted preacher in 
the Society of Friends at Mendon, Massachusetts; removed to Mendon, later Uxbridge, in 
1742, where he was engaged as a tanner, currier and husbandman; took his certificate from 
Salem to the Smithfield, Rhode Island, monthly meeting, February 29, 1745; a large landed 
proprietor; died November 19, 1776; married, February 8, 1730, at the Somerset Meeting 
of the Society of Friends, Ruth Shove. Issue, among nine children, 


Lawrence Southwick, who was born January 11, 1731, at Salem, Massachusetts; set- 
tled with his parents at Mendon (later Uxbridge), and pursued the vocation of tanner; dis- 
posed of his business to his eldest son Royal, and removed about 1780 to Clinton, Dutchess 
County, New York; established a tannery and brought his sons up in that business; died some 
time after 1780; married, first, in January, 1753, Dorcas Brown, who died December 17, 
1757; married, second, September 6, 1759, Hannah Southwick, a cousin. Issue, among twelve 
children, and of nine by the second wife, 


Zadock Southwick, who was born May 8, 1765, at Uxbridge (Mendon), Massachu- 
setts; removed with his parents to Clinton, Dutchess County, New York; established himself 
as a tanner independently of his father in 1786, and in approximately three years was enabled 
to purchase an eighty-acre farm two miles north of the Friends’ Stone Meeting House near 
Clinton; removed, in 1807, to Poughkeepsie, where he established a large tannery along the 
Hudson River; purchased land at Greenfield, Warwarsing Township, Ulster County, New 
York, in 1814, and established another tannery which he placed in the hands of his sons; this 
was not his first venture in Ulster County, for about 1802 he had been active in founding a 
tannery near Centerville; prominent in Friends’ affairs at Poughkeepsie, where he supplied a 
building for their use; again purchased at Greenfield, in 1821, and settled there; all his chil- 
dren attended the Nine Partners Friends’ School; died October 23, 1823, at Greenfield, Ulster 
County, New York, and was buried in the Friends’ Cemetery there; married, September 27, 
1786, Elizabeth Carpenter; she was born September 17, 1706, and died October 10, 1847. 
Issue, among thirteen children, 


Richard C. Southwick, who was born September 13, 1804, near Clinton, Dutchess 
County, New York; died November 18, 1868, at Poughkeepsie, New York; married, first, 
August 23, 1831, Elizabeth R. Bevier; she was born October 24, 1810 and died May 7, 1865; 
married, second, Avis Coffin. Issue, among three daughters, all by the first wife, 
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Cornelia Southwick, who was born June 16, 1837, at Poughkeepsie, New York; married, 
October 6, 1858, John Bayly, of Poughkeepsie. Their son, 


Bevier Southwick Bayly, was born January 12, 1861; married Louisa Frost (see Frost, 
p. 191).

Adam Pittsier or Pitcher, purchased from Nicholas Hoffman, of Dutchess County, New 
York, one hundred and thirty acres of land on May 12, 1742, and on May 2, 1750, purchased 
from James Isaias Ross, Lot No. 50, in Little Nine Partners, receiving a further deed to the 
property from Mr. Ross, on May 3d of that year. He also received land from the Van 
Benthuysen family on March 28, 1747. His will, dated May 4, 1760, was proved May 30, 
1768. Married Catryn Issue, among others, 





Pieter Pittsier or Pitcher, who first appears in Dutchess County land records on March 
17, 1746, when Barent, Gerrit, Pieter, Jacob and Abraham Van Benthuysen conveyed to him 
Lot No. 7, and one-fifth of Lot No. 6 of Barent Staats’ land. He was an extensive land 
owner. Issue, among others, 


William Pitcher, who resided at Rhinebeck, Dutchess County; he received from his 
father half of his farm in Rhinebeck on May 25, 1768, the other half going to his brother 
Peter. His will, dated January 13, 1800, was proved April 14th of that year. In it he names 
his six sons, but leaves his farm which he obtained from his father, to his three sons, Philip, 
John and Jacob—the others Peter Hendrick and Wilhelmenus, had presumably been given 
their share earlier. Issue, among others, 


Philip Pitcher, who resided in that part of Rhinebeck which was set off, June 2, 1812, as 
the town of Red Hook. Died August 21, 1844. Married Catharine Issue, among 
five children, 


William W. Pitcher was born October 1, 1802, at Red Hook, where he resided and died 
April 1, 1864. Married Margaret D. Phillips, born at Red Hook, March 3, 1818; died April 
30, 1892, daughter of Marquis Lafayette Phillips and Jane Maria (Pells) Phillips. Their 

. son, 





Reverend Philip Wilson Pitcher, was born at Red Hook, January 3, 1856; married 
Anita Merritt (see Frost, p. 191). Both were missionaries of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
at Amoy, China, and were much beloved by their Chinese students and by other Chinese in 
Amoy, as well as by the foreign residents there; at Reverend Philip Wilson Pitcher’s death, 
his wife and their two children returned to Poughkeepsie, New York.

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MAURAN— 


Arms—Per fess, in chief or, a Moor’s head sable, wreathed gules, between two seven-pointed 
stars of the second. In base of the first three bends gules. 


The surname Mauran, or Maurin, derived from the lands of southern France once 
occupied by the Moors or “Maures” is known to record as early as the year 832. The family 
of Toulouse, of which the lineage we here present is deemed a branch, claimed descent from 
the early Dukes of Aquitaine and numbered among its numerous prominent members, several 
knights of the Order of Malta (see Preface, p. 16). 

Villafranca or Villefranche-sur-Mer, is the known place of origin for the family ensu- 
ing. It is a part of the famed Riviera district, a seaport in the Alpes-Maritimes not far from 
Nice. While French in language and race it was, at the time the Maurans became known toa 
record, under Italian domination, as it is again in this year 1949 A.D. The first of the family, 


Giovanni Mauran, a resident of Villafranca, had issue of two children, 


Marini Mauran, who was born in the year 1571, possibly in the Villafranca district; 
died there May 26, 1647; married, in 1613, Julia Massena. Issue, among five children, 


Michele Angelo Mauran, who was born September 29, 1625, at Villafranca; died April 
26, 1676; married, January 14, 1654, Valentina Apolonia Foresta, who died September 6, 
1689. Issue, among nine children, 


Ludovico Mauran, who was born November 28, 1669, at Villafranca; married, Septem- 
ber 15, 1699, Bartolomea Semaria, who died April 14, 1729. Issue, among three children, 


Giuseppe Maria Mauran, Maurand or Maurando, who was born April 21, 1715, at 
Villafranca; died there April 30, 1799; married, first, in 1739, Isabella, or Elizabeth, Bailetta; 
married, second, February 12, 1752, Maria Theresa Americo. Issue, among six children and 
of four by the first wife, 


Captain Joseph (Giuseppe) Carlo Mauran, founder of the family in America, who was 
born June 3, 1748, at Villafranca, “Province of Nice in the Kingdom of Italy”; in the 
Church of St. Michael the Archangel at Villafranca is the entry of his birth with the note, 
“baptisatus fuit a Reverando Domino Joanni Baptista Galli, Curato, die quarta ejusdem” 
(that is, baptized by the Reverend John Baptist Galli on June 4, 1748); in the summer of 
1760 while sailing with a relative in the vicinity of Sardinia he was seized and impressed by a 
British man-of-war, supposedly the Deptford; the vessel engaged in the siege of Havana in 
July, 1760, where troops invalided by tropical fever were evacuated to the province of New 
York; Joseph Carlo Mauran, a captive cabin boy came north with one of the hospital ships 
and while a member of a landing crew sent ashore for water at New London, Connecticut, he 
escaped ; protected and secreted by certain unidentified Connecticut farmers he evaded recap- 
ture and made his way to Westerly, Rhode Island, where he found refuge in the home of 
David Maxon; leaving the Maxon residence about 1768, he established himself at Barrington, 
Rhode Island; became a master mariner and took a prominent part in the naval phase of the 
Revolutionary War; captain of the Rhode Island gunboat Spitfire, in March, 1776, and of 
her sister vessel, since reconditioned as a schooner, Washington, in March, 1777; commander 
of the “Private schooner of war, Weazle,’ in October, 1778, and of the brigantine, General 
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Warren, in 1779; subsequently in command of a privately owned brig at Warren, Rhode 
Island, in which he made a successful voyage to and from the West Indies in search of gun- 
powder; continued as a mariner after the war had ceased, making his home port Barrington, 
Rhode Island; an honorary and highly esteemed member of the Grand Lodge of Masons in 
the State of Rhode Island; died, May 1, 1813, at Barrington, Rhode Island; married, 
April, 1772, Olive Bicknell, who was born November 11, 1754, and died Bene 2; ra 
Issue, among ten children, 


Joshua Mauran, who was born March 23, 1782, at Barrington, Rhode Island; a part- 
ner with his brother Carlo, in the highly successful mercantile house, C. & J. Mauran, of 
Providence, Rhode Island; a prominent and beloved citizen; a member of the Marine Soci- 
ety; honored at his death by the universal display of flags at half-mast on the vessels in 
Providence harbor; died January 1, 1847; married, January 7, 1808, Abigail Winsor, who 
was born March 6, 1787, and died October 15, 1873. Issue, among eleven children, 


General Edward Carrington Mauran, who was born March 27, 1820, at Providence, 
Rhode Island; highly cultured and widely traveled; visited Villafranca in the year 1875, and 
there met numerous Mauran kinfolk; adjutant-general of Rhode Island for many years, 
receiving commendation from the War Department for valuable work during the Civil War, 
and from the Rhode Island General Assembly upon his retirement for “efficient service” ; 
kindly and generous, he engaged in diversified philanthropies; died June 5, 1886, at Provi- 
dence; married, October 12, 1847, Mary W. Dorrance. Issue, among three children, 


Mary Gertrude Mauran, who was born May 14, 1866, at Providence, Rhode Island; 
married Eugene Lawrence Vail (see Vail, p. 208).

CORNELIA ARNOLD OLCOTT, daughter of George Mann and Jennie (Arnold) 
Olcott, was born March 28, 1859, in Brooklyn, New York. She was educated at Mr. 
George Brackett’s School, where her sensitive and tender spirit found the discipline harsh, 
but the teaching sure. Heer interests lay in literature and languages, with especial delight 
in French and German. She seemed to have some of her brother’s extraordinary flair for 
languages and her ear was so correct that she was only a short time in a country before 
she spoke its language easily and understandingly. She loved French literature greatly, 
and in her early years she wrote with charm and precision a “Dialogue between 
George Sand and Frédéric Francois Chopin,” which had the full ring of truth in its reve- 
lation of the two characters. She wrote other interesting papers, and was a member of 
the Brooklyn Woman’s Club. She was a pupil of Paul Tidden in music, and pursued her 
musical studies with keen interest and delight until after her marriage, when the care 
of her children and the many inroads on her time, precluded her other work. 

Her death occurred at Montclair, New Jersey, February 1, 1929, after a long illness. 
All who knew her remember her as of the greatest charm and courtesy, and as one whose 
delicacy of spirit and gentleness of heart sustained all who came within her quiet serenity.

Arthur Olcott Booth, born January 1, 1888; educated for Columbia University, but owing 


to his grandfather’s wish, entered the firm of Dodge & Olcott Company, of which his 
grandfather, George Mann Olcott, was President; after his marriage entered the London 
office of the company, where he remained until the death of his wife, at Surbiton, Eng- 
land, when he returned to New York and became treasurer of the company, serving 
as such until his death; died November 9, 1921; married, July 2, 1913, Amy Humes- 
ton (she died November 18, 1918), of New Milford, Connecticut, daughter of Benja- 
min Franklin Humeston (born April 9, 1845, died November 25, 1927), who married, 
March 12, 1876, Susan Maria Cromer (born November 12, 1853, died April 21, 1924) ; 
Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Franklin Humeston had issue besides Amy, Charles Andrew 
Humeston, born December 8, 1878, and Athalia Katherine Humeston, born April 15, 
1888.

Janet Athalia Booth, born at Surbiton, England, May 28, 1916, and after her mother’s 
death in London, was brought to New York by her father; graduate of Skidmore

OLCOTT 
BOOTH— 


Arms—Argent, three boars’ heads erect and erased sable, langued gules. 
Crest—A lion passant argent. 
Motto—Quod ero spero. 


In English history the Booth family has figured prominently since the middle of the 
thirteenth century. The name, which is of local derivation and literally means a temporary 
building or shed, has become strongly ramified as a surname in South Lancashire in Eng- 
land. The great family of Booth of Lancashire and Cheshire, however, takes its designa- 
tion from their lordship of Booths in the former county, where they resided in the thirteenth 
century. This surname appeared first on record in the Hundred Rolls of 1273, in the form 


De la Boothe, and throughout the succeeding years it may be found in the forms del Bothe, 
de la Boothe, de Bothe, Boothe and Booth. 


Adam de Boothe, descendant of a Norman family of rank, came to England with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror and settled in the County Palatine of Lancaster, where his son, 


William de Boothe was born about 1200 or earlier; called “of Withenshaw”; he mar- 
ried Sybil de Brereton (see de Brereton, p. 224). Their son, 


Thomas de Boothe, had a son, 


John de Boothe, living during the time of Edward II (1307-27), who married Agnes or 


Anne, daughter of Sir Gilbert de Barton of Lancaster (in a deed he is called Robert). Their 
son, 


Thomas de Boothe, styled “Thomalyn de Boothes de Barton,” was living in the time of 
Edward III (1327-77); married Ellen, daughter of Thomas de Workesley, now Worsley, 


County Lancaster, and had issue, Sir John; Henry, Thomas, William, Alice, Catherine, Mar- 
garet, and Anne. 


Sir John Boothe, of Barton, was living in the time of Richard II and Henry IV (1377- 
1413); married, first, Joane, daughter of Sir Henry Trafford, of Trafford, Lancashire; 


_ married, second, Maude, daughter of Sir John and Maude (Swinnerton) Savage, of Clifton, 


Cheshire. Issue, by first wife, 


Sir Robert Boothe, who was the first of the Boothes to settle in Dunham-Massey, 
Cheshire; was knighted in 1433, during the reign of King Henry VI (1421-71), and died 
September 16, 1450, and is buried in Wilmerton Parish Church. Sir Robert and William, his 
son, had a grant of the shrievalty of Cheshire, for both their lives and the survivor of them ; 
married Dulcia Venables (see Venables, p. 225). Issue, among others, 


Sir William Boothe, who was of Dunham-Massey, and died in 1476; received from King 
Henry VI an annuity for services to the crown: married, first, in 1442, Maude, daughter of 
Sir John Dutton, of Dutton, Cheshire. Issue, among fourteen children, 


Sir George Boothe, who was born in 1445, and died March 25, 1484; married Kather- 
ine de Montfort or Mountfort (see Magna Charta Lineage, IT, p. 236) ; his marriage brought 
to Sir George manors and lands in counties Salop, Stafford, Warwick, Leicester, Hereford, 
Wilts, Somerset, Devon and Cornwall. Issue, among five children, 
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Sir William Booth, Knight, of Dunham-Massey, born in 1473, died November 9, 1510, 
and was buried at Bowden; married, first, Margaret, daughter and co-heir of Sir Thomas 
Asheton, of County Lancaster, by his wife Anne, daughter of Ralph, Lord Greystock; she died 
before 1504; married, second, Eilen, daughter of Sir John Montgomery, of Throwley, County 
Stafford, by whom he had issue eight children. Issue, by first wife, John and 


Sir George Booth, who was born about 1491, and died in 1531; was a resident of Dun- 
ham-Massey; married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Boteler, of Beausey, near War- 
rington. Issue, George, Elizabeth, Dorothy, Anne, John, Robert, Alice, Margaret, Ellen, 
Roger, and Cecilia. 


Sir George Booth was born about 1515/16, and died in 1543, aged twenty-eight years. 
To him, being then twenty-two years of age, Queen Jane Seymour commanded a letter to be 
written acquainting him with the birth of a son (afterwards King Edward VI) bearing the 
date at Hampton Court, the very day of her delivery, October 12, 1537, 29th Henry VIII tn 
haec verba, viz.: 


“By THE QUENE 
Trusty and wel beloved, we grete youe well. And for asmuche as by the inestimable goodnes and grace of 
Almighty God, we be delivred and brought in childbed of a Prince, conceived in most lawful matrimonie 
between my Lord the King’s Majestye and us, doubting not but that for the love and affection which ye 
beare unto us, and to the commyn wealth of this realme, the knowledge thereof should be joyous and glad 
tydings unto youe, we have thought good to certiffie to youe of the same, To thintent ye might not only 
rendre unto God condigne thanks and praise for soo gret a benefit, but also pray for the long continuance 
and preferation of the same here in this lief, to the honor of God, joye and pleasor of my lord the King, and 
us, and the universall weale, quiet and tranquillity of this hole realm, Yevyn under our signry, at my Lord’s 
manor of Hampton-cort, the xii day of October. 
To our trusty and welbeloved, 
Georce Booty, Esq.” 


This letter was preserved by Lady Mary Grey, Countess Dowager of Stamford (1771), 
with a letter from Henry VIII to Sir George Booth, of February 10, 1543, concerning 
forces to be raised against the Scots. Sir George is buried at Trentham Church, Stafford- 
shire. Married, first, June 12, 1531, at the age of sixteen years, Margaret Bulkeley. Married, 
second, May 20, 1536, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edmund Trafford, of Trafford, County 
Lancaster, who died June 22, 1582. Issue, all by second wife, Elizabeth, William, Anne, and 
Mary. 

Sir William Booth, knighted in 1378, was born in 1541, died November 28, 1579, and 
was buried at Bowden. In 1571 he was sheriff of Cheshire. Married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir John Warburton, of Warburton and Arley, County Chester, who died December 27, 1628. 
Issue, Sir George, from whom descended the Booths of Dunham- Massey, the senior line becom- 
ing Lords Delamar and Earls of Warrington, Mary, Alice, Edward, John, Robert, Richard, 
Eleanor, Susan, Dorothy, William, Peter, Elizabeth. 


Richard Booth, founder of his branch of the family in America, was born in Bowden, 
Cheshire, England, about 1607, and was living in 1689; (in an affidavit, dated March 1s, 
1687/88, he calls himself “about 81 years of age’; the last mention of him in records being in 
March, 1688, in his eighty-second year) ; buried in the Congregational Burying Ground, Strat- 
ford, Connecticut; came to America with his brother, John, and a younger brother, between 
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1630 and 1640, and settled in Stratford, Connecticut, where he was one of the original propri- 
etors ; was townsman or selectman, besides holding other offices of trust and importance; held 
various tracts of land scattered through the Stratford territory; married, first, before 1641, 
Elizabeth, sister of Captain Joseph Hawley, of Stratford, Connecticut; probably married again, 
for in 1689, he speaks of “my now wife,” a phrase commonly indicative, as then used, of a sec- 
ond marriage. Issue, all by first wife, Elizabeth, Anne, Ephraim, Ebenezer, John, Joseph, 
Bethiah, Johannah. 


Joseph Booth, was born January 8, 1656, at Stratford, Connecticut; an extensive landed 
proprietor and a sound man of business; account books covering his dealings from the year 
1681 to 1703 were extant as late as the year 1862; died September 1, 1703; married, first, 
Mary Welles; married, second, Hannah Wilcoxson; married, third, in 1702, Elizabeth 
Issue, among seven children, 








Robert Booth, who was born about the year 1689, at Stratford; removed about the 
year 1715 to the Great Swamp district near the towns of Farmington and Kensington, and 
now included within the bounds of New Britain, Connecticut; died December 17, 1750; 
married, November 27, 1712, Anne or Ann, daughter of Stephen Hollister, of Wethersfield 
and Glastonbury. Issue, among six children, 


Nathan Booth, who was born August 6, 1721, in the Great Swamp Society of Farming- 
ton, Kensington, New Britain, Connecticut; settled in what later became the center of the 
city of New Britain and erected a house on the present site of the South Church, about 1746; 
proprietor of a tract of land extending roughly from Walnut Hill to South Main Street and 
southwest of the junction of Main and Arch streets; as a resident of the Blue Hills area of 
Farmington he joined in a petition to the General Assembly, April 27, 1752, requesting inclu- 
sion in the Kensington or Great Swamp Society; when the First Church of Christ in New 
Britain was organized, April 19, 1758, Nathan Booth and his wife transferred their mem- 
bership to it from the church at Kensington; engaged in extensive farming, lumbering and 
real estate dealing; paid the largest single tax at New Britain in the year 1775; at the close 
of the Revolutionary War he was one of the two surviving original settlers on Main Street 
in the heart of New Britain; a portion of his lands became in later years the site of the 
Methodist Church at Main and Walnut streets; died, at New Britain, December 31, 1802; 
married, about 1745/46, Abigail, daughter of Dr. Joseph and Elizabeth (Hollister) Steele; 
she was born January 5, 1720, and died December 3, 1789. Issue, among eight children, 


James Booth, Sr., who was born in March, 1747/48, at Farmington, Connecticut; in 
1775 he was residing in the “Theodore Lee House,” at Torringford, the present site of the 
Railroad Block of New Britain; this building was later removed to Walnut Street in New 
Britain, and was standing as late as the year 1889; he is said to have served in the Revolu- 
tionary War as a soldier at the battle of Bunker Hill, June 17, 1775; at the close of the 
great conflict he was living in the center of New Britain in a house that occupied the present 
site of the Stanley Building on the west side of Main Street; proprietor of a large tract of 
land situated between Main and Curtis streets; engaged in agricultural pursuits and real 
estate transactions; admitted to membership in the First Church of New Britain, September 
9, 1781; called an “honest, conscientious Christian man”; died, at New Britain, September 
18, 1830; married, at Farmington, November 23, 1775, Thankful, daughter of Ebenezer and 
Thankful (Loomis) Winchell of Torringford; she was born about 1756, at Torringford, and 
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died, at New Britain, October 26, 1820; called “a woman of energy and character.” Issue, 
among four children, 


James Booth, Jr.. who was born September 11, 1776, at New Britain, Connecticut; 
baptized October 7, 1781, at the First Church of New Britain; about the year 1800 he estab- 
lished a shoe manufactory and tanning enterprise on the east side of Main Street, New 
Britain, north of the railroad and almost opposite his father’s house; resided on the west 
side of Main Street, north of Myrtle Street; admitted to membership in the First Church, 
October 7, 1810; described as “much given and gifted in prayer.’ “His attachment to the 
Old North Church was remarkable and affecting. After the congregation had removed to 
their new and elegant building, he asked for the key of the old House of God, and frequently 
went there to sit alone in communion with its precious associations. He lived a long life of 
industry and, when past eighty, might be found busily at work in the garden.” Died January 
2, 1859, “the oldest male inhabitant of New Britain”; married, at New Britain, December 22, 
1800, Olive, daughter of Josiah and Huldah (Savage) Wilcox; she was born at Middletown, 
Connecticut, January 14, 1778, baptized May 24th of the same year, and died February 16, 
1847, at New Britain. Issue, among seven children, 


Ralph Wilcox Boos, born May 25, 1818, at New Britain; baptized at the First Church 
there, August 2, 1818; attained a thorough knowledge of the hardware business as a clerk in 
Hartford, Connecticut, and in 1844 removed to Cincinnati, Ohio; soon became a partner in 
the hardware house of Clark & Booth, later R. W. Booth & Company; erected the first five- 
story brick building in Cincinnati; “one of the pioneer hardware men of the West” and “head 
of one of the largest jobbing houses”; president of the Western Hardware Association; 
retired in 1873; removed to New York City and in 1875 accepted the post of treasurer to 
the Consolidated Fruit Jar Company; elected president in 1877, he served as such until his 
retirement from business in i883; possessor of “mature judgment, financial ability, tireless 
application to duty and unswerving integrity”; maintained his residence at 127 West 12th 
Street, New York City; his will, drawn November 14, 1882, was presented for probate Feb- 
ruary 21st and was admitted thereto March 4, 1884; died, at New York City, February 14, 
1884; married, in New York City, January 26, 1846, Julia Heston Dailey, of Providence, 
Rhode Island (see Dailey, p. 227). Issue:

ogist of the French and Manhattan Eye, Ear and Throat hospitals of New York City, and of 
the Perth Amboy and Englewood, New Jersey, hospitals; he was also connected with the 
New York Polyclinic, West Side Hospital and Northern Dispensary; president of the 
Neurological Section of the Academy of Medicine in 1900; a founding, and last surviving, 
charter member, past president and treasurer of the New York Medico-Surgical Society; 
president, from 1910 to 1912, of Delta Kappa Epsilon (Columbia), and an active member of 
the Columbia University Club; he was aiso a member of the New York Camera Club, and 
the New York Oratorio Society; “a charming gentleman and able physician.” Married Cor- 
nelia Arnold Olcott, p. 216.

Gilbert de Venables, who was created Baron of Kinderton, which barony was comprised 
of six manors, including that of Brereton (see de Brereton, p. 224) in Northwich Hundred, 
Cheshire; died in the reign of King Henry II, 1154-89; married Margery, daughter of Wal- 
thew. Issue, among eight children, 

Sir William de Venables, Knight, who became Baron of Kinderton in 1188; living in 
1228; married, name unknown, and had issue among five children, 

Hugh de Venables, who was Baron of Kinderton in the time of Robert, Abbot of 
Chester, 1240-49; married, as his second wife, Agnes de Oxton and had issue, among three 
children, 

Sir Roger de Venables, Knight, who became Baron of Kinderton in 1240; died about 
1261; married Alice de Peninton.

MARY LOUISA BEATRICE OLCOTT, daughter of George 
Mann and Jennie (Arnold) Olcott, was born June 24, 1864, in Brook- 
Re More lyn, New York. She received her education at private schools and 
under the guidance of tutors. She early became interested in liter- 
l j ature, and a book of her “Poems” was published in 1902; she has 
also written sales on gardens and allied subjects. 

In later years, Miss Olcott became interested in the discovery by F. Matthias Alex- 
ander, of London, of the primary control of the human being and of the need for the 
substitution of a conscious instead of an instinctive direction in the use of the self. She 
not only was of aid in helping him to establish his Training School in London, where a new 
technique in education was taught, based on Mr. Alexander’s work and principle, but she 
also undertook, with the kind assistance of Miss Edith Lawson, the revision of the proofs 
of two of Mr. Alexander’s books: ‘Constructive Conscious Control of the Individual,” 
“The Use of the Self,” and a part of “The Universal Constant in Living.” 

In 1940, when London was bombed and there was need of sending England’s chil- 
dren to safety, Miss Olcott was among those who enabled Mr. Alexander to establish his 
school in the United States, and she also sponsored four of the English children he brought 
from England to Canada for entry into the United States as pupils of his school at the 
Whitney Homestead, Stow, Massachusetts.

Miss Olcott was active in the movement for Woman Suffrage, serving on many 
committees in this connection in addition to being known in Connecticut as a convincing 
and logical speaker. An ardent worker in this cause, she saw woman’s efforts crowned 
with success in 1919, upon the adoption of the Nineteenth Amendment to the United 
States Constitution, granting women the franchise. 

She is a member of The National Society Women Descendants of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, of Boston, Massachusetts, The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Chapter, National Society of Daughters of Founders and Patriots of 
America; National Society of Daughters of Colonial Wars; the Society of Old Plymouth 
Colony, the Massachusetts Society of the Daughters of American Colonists, and a mem- 
ber of the Paul Revere Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution, as well as of the 
National Society of the United States Daughters of 1812; The Boston Colony of New 
England Women Descendants; New England Historic Genealogical Society, and the 
Women’s City Club of Boston; New York Genealogical and Biographical Society, the 
Rhode Island Historical Society, life member of the Long Island Historical Society, The 
National Society Magna Charta Dames and The National Society Daughters of the Bar- 
ons of Runnemede; Order of the Crown, Knights of the Garter, Americans of Royal 
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Descent, The Plantagenet Society, Knights of the Bath, Order of Americans of Armorial 
Descent, Colonial Daughters of the Crown; The Sovereign Colonial Society Americans of 
Royal Descent; one of the Proprietors of the Boston Athenaeum; Fellow of the Royal 
Horticultural Society, London, member of the British Carnation Society, and of the 
Alpine Garden Society of London; a founding member of the Ridgefield Garden Club,

DE LONGESPEE— 


William de Longespée, natural son of Henry II, King of England, was born before 
1176, and died March 6 or 7, 1226. His father granted him A ppleby, County Lincoln, and on 
his marriage he was recognized as Earl of Salisbury. As such he attended the coronation of 
King John, May 27, 1190. From 1200 to 1208 and from 121 3 to 1226 he was sheriff of 
Wiltshire. In 1202 he was lieutenant of Gascony, and from 1204 to 1213 warden of the 
Cinque Ports. He was warden of the Welsh Marches, 1208 to 1213. Later he is described 
as one of the King’s evil councilors and as one who attempted to give the realm to the Pope. 
In 1215, he took the side of King John against the barons, but later sided with the French 
Prince whom they asked to take the English throne. In March, 1217, he favored the young 
King Henry III, and in 1220 established the Cathedral of Salisbury. Married Ela, Countess 
of Salisbury (see Earls of Salisbury, p. 248). Issue, among eight children, 


Ida de Longespée, who married, first, Walter FitzRobert (see Magna Charta Lineage, 
VI, p. 240).

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EARLS OF SALISBURY— 


Edward d’Evreux, Earl of Salisbury, ancestor of the line, is found to have been a 
brother of Gerold de Roumere, Dapifer of Normandy before the Conquest of England. The 
earliest record of him is in the charters granted by William the Conqueror to the Abbey of 
Selby and that of William’s Queen to the Abbey of Malmesbury. Edward was one of the 
three tenants-in-chief appointed by Bishop Osmund. At the same time he was tenant-in- 
chief over forty other manors, one being Ambresbury, located in the counties of Surrey, Hants, 
Somerset, Middlesex, Buckingham, Hertford and Oxford. The last mentioned of Edward 
is in I119, when he was standard bearer to Henry I in the battle of Brenevill in Normandy, 
where the rebellion of Hugh de Gorney was suppressed. Married a daughter of Roger de 
Reimes or de Ramis, who is listed in Domesday Book as a tenant in capite in Essex, Middle- 
sex, Norfolk and Suffolk. Issue, among three children, Matilda, who married Humphrey de 
Bohun (see Magna Charta Lineage, IV, p. 238), and 


Walter, son or probably grandson of Edward d’Evreur, Earl of Salisbury, who was liv- 
ing as late as 1142. In 1136 he witnessed a charter of King Stephen. Married Sibilla de 
Chaources or Chaworth. Issue, among five children, 


Patrick, Earl of Salisbury, who was born prior to 1120, and died in 1167-68. He was 
constable of Salisbury and steward in the household of the Empress Maud. She created him 
Earl of Salisbury or Earl of Wiltshire about 1142. In 1153 he was a witness to the treaty of 
King Stephen with Henry, afterward Henry II, son of the Empress. From 1156 to 1160 he 
was sheriff of Wiltshire. During the reign of Henry II, he was lieutenant and captain general 
of the army in Aquitaine. Married, first, Matilda; married, second, as her second husband, 
Ela or Hele of Alengon and Ponthieu. Issue, by second wife, among four children, 


Wiliam, Earl of Salisbury, who was born about 1150, and died April 17, 1196. In 
1173 he was a captain in the royal forces; in 1189 bearer of St. Edward’s staff at the first 
coronation of Richard I, and bearer of the canopy at his second coronation. From 1193 to 
1196 he was sheriff of Wiltshire and in 1195 a captain in the King’s army in Normandy. 
Married, shortly after 1190, as her third husband, Eleanor de Vitre. Their daughter, 


Ela, Countess of Salisbury, was born about 1190, and died August 24, 1261, being 
buried at Lacock Abbey. She was her father’s heiress. On December 25, 1238, she became a 
nun at Lacock Abbey, which she had founded and from August 12, 1240, until April 5, 1256, 
she was Abbess there. Married William de Longespée (see De Longespée I, p. 247). 
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GEORGE N. OLCOTT, Pu. D., son of George Mann and Jennie (Arnold) Olcott, 
was born September 19, 1869, in Brooklyn, New York. He received an excellent pre- 
liminary education and prepared for college at the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute. In 
the fall of 1889, he matriculated at Columbia University, from which he graduated with 
high honours in the year 1893. 

Mr. Olcott had, even as a boy, devoted himself to Greek and Roman archeology 
and numismatics, which became the basis of his profound knowledge of Greek and Latin 


and their dialectal forms. In 1894, he was appointed to a Columbia University fellow- 


ship in Latin and was honoured by reappointment the following year. In 1896, he was 
made Henry Drisler fellow in Classical Philology, which carried with it attendance at the 
American School of Classical Studies at Rome, Italy. There he studied for two years, 
again receiving a fellowship for 1897-98 from his university. 

In the fall of 1898, Mr. Olcott returned to the United States and reéntered 
Columbia University to study for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. He received his 
doctorate in June, 1899, and his dissertation, ‘Studies in the word formation of the Latin 
inscriptions—substantives and adjectives—with special reference to the Latin Sermo- 
Vulgaris, Leipsic, 1898,” became the basis of a life work of monumental proportions— 
the noted Thesaurus Lingue Latine Epigraphica, which since Mr. Olcott’s death, is car- 
ried on by the Department of Greek and Latin of Columbia University, under the sub- 
title “The Olcott Dictionary of the Latin Inscriptions.” 

Mr. Olcott became a member of the Columbia faculty in the department of Latin 
in 1899, and lecturer in Roman archeology in 1904. He was made adjunct professor of 
Latin in 1910, and associate professor from then until his death from pneumonia at Rome, 
March 2, 1912. In 1905 he was a member of the faculty of Philosophy and served as sec- 
retary of that department from 1905 to 1908. His courses largely included archeology 
and classical languages, but in alternate years it was his custom to offer a graduate course 
in Italian dialects in which he was remarkably proficient. In the few years previous to 
1912, he developed also a graduate course in ancient civilization in Italy, wherein his wide 
practical knowledge more than supplemented the standard texts on the subject. It was 
solely through his efforts that the basic collection of antiquities at the Hall of Philosophy, 
Columbia University, was acquired and his own collection of antiquities was added at his 
death as a further gift by his wife Zita (Ledderucci) Olcott, and his daughter, the 
Countess Bianca Bartocci-Fontana. It serves today as a fitting monument to his memory, 
and is known as The Olcott Collection. 

Mr. Olcott was a versatile scholar. In addition to his mastery of classical languages 
and Italian dialects, he was proficient in Sanskrit, French, German, Hungarian, and 
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Romany. The latter speech he gathered from friendly gypsies, having become inter- 
ested in their language as a youth. While languages fascinated him, his chief love was 
Roman archeology. His personal collection of Greek and Roman coins was one of the 
largest and best in the United States. He felt that the beautiful objects of past history 
should be not only in museums but in the private homes of those who appreciate the 
beauties of past civilizations. To that end, he offered widely many vases and ornaments 
of Greek and Etruscan workmanship, as well as glass of Tyre and Sidon, which he, him- 
self, had found in his excavations during his archeological researches in Greece and 
Italy. His fondness for numismatics led him to contribute editorially to the American 
Journal of Archeology from 1898 to 1905. In time he became noted as an authority on 
numismatics and archeology, and his assistance was frequently requested in compiling 
numerous catalogues of institutional collections and also collections for public sale. His 
knowledge of numismatics was not confined to classical coins, for at the time of the Lin- 
coln Centennial, he wrote a masterly commentary upon the Robert Hewitt Collection of 
Medallic Lincolniana, at Columbia University. 

The dictionary of Latin inscriptions that he began in the year 1904 was a gigantic 
task. This is more readily seen when one realizes that up to the year 1912 he had 
not completed the “A’s.” Mr. Olcott knew the immensity of the work he so began, 
but its size did not deter him. As the work progressed and a new division was issued 
from time to time, classical scholars throughout the world commended it highly, and 
demanded it for their universities. It was in the hope of advancing this work that he 
took advantage of a full sabbatical year of absence in Rome, in 1911, and accepted an 
appointment as Research Associate of the Carnegie Institution of Washington. He was 
so working under high pressure when death came. 

One, who was well acquainted with him, said that those who knew him “loved him for 
his qualities as a man—which in their opinion even outshone his scholarly attainments.” 
Quiet and unassuming, but singularly captivating in his enthusiasms, he was the ideal uni- 
versity man. He had strong opinions concerning university policy and practice, but he was 
always temperate in discussion. 

‘His demeanor was the natural expression of a genuinely tolerant mind.” 

After Mr. Olcott’s death, his friend and associate, Professor Nelson Glenn 
McCrea, Professor Emeritus of the Latin Language and Literature in residence, wrote 
the following inscription, which hangs under his portrait given by his mother, in the 
Olcott Collection at Columbia University: 


“Georgio N. Olcott 
viro doctissimo delectissimoque 
qui summo studio rerum romanorum incensus 
et alius viam monstravit et ipse semper precessit.” 
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Died, March 2, 1912, at Villetta Olcott, Rome, Italy. 
Married, July 19, 1902, Signorina Zita Ledderucci.

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JANET BOOTH, daughter of Dr. James Arthur and Cornelia Arnold (Olcott) 
Booth, was born March 20, 1896, at her grandfather’s residence, Casagmo, Ridgefield, 
Connecticut, and was educated at private schools in New York. 

Married, September 6, 1916, Joseph Epes Brown, Jr., Ph. D., son of Joseph Epes 
Brown and Lavinia Mary (Ireson) Brown, and grandson of Nathan and Ann (Haggett) 
Brown, of Boston, Massachusetts. Lavinia Mary (Ireson) Brown was the daughter of 
Wesley Ireson and Martha Pierce (Stiles) Ireson, of Boston and Roxbury, Massachu- 
setts. Joseph Epes Brown, of Huguenot ancestry, was a senior partner in Blake Broth- 
ers & Company, bankers of New York, and Boston. 

Joseph Epes Brown, Jr., M. A., Ph. D., was born at Brooklyn, New York, and 
received his education at the Brooklyn Latin School and at The Hill School, Pottstown, 
Pennsylvania; captain of sixth form tennis team: entered Yale University in the class of 
1913; Dissertation Appointment junior year; Oration Appointment senior year; secre- 
tary Yale Dramatic Club senior year, and an active member of the club for four years; 
member of Elizabethan Club, d/pha Delti Phi, Wolf’s Head, and Phi Beta Kappa; 
graduate student Princeton University, 1919-23; M. A., 1920, Ph. D., 1923; Instructor 
in English, Princeton, 1921-26; Assistant Professor, 1926-34, and Lecturer from 1934 
until his retirement in 1936 because of ill health; author of “The Critical Opinions of 
Samuel Johnson,” 1926; prepared with Dr. J. Duncan Speath, Ph. D., a reading list, 
“American Life and Letters,” 1934; member of The Church of the Pilgrims, Brooklyn, 
New York. 

A Yale classmate said of him and his life at Yale: “He was very manly, a fine 
sportsman, a thorough gentleman, with a strong religious leaning.” 

A Princeton colleague said of him: “Like the man he wrote about he will still be 
teaching as the years increase. We acknowledge the presence of the ‘Spark from Heaven’ 
in Joe. This power of bringing out the highest manifestation of intellect and emotion in 
the pupil comes to most of us only fitfully, if at all, but it never left Joe. Ability to teach 
is rare; so also is the ability to produce works of real scholarship. While Joe was doing 
the one he was also doing the other. He was always the scholar and the gentleman.” 

The Princeton College paper printed the following quotation, which showed the 
feeling of the students themselves: 


“He was a sound scholar and devoted teacher. He gave to his students not only very able 
instruction, but the privilege of knowing him personally. A man of noble character—wise, brave, 
vigorous, and kindly. We extend to the members of his family our deep sympathy in their loss 
which is also Princeton’s.” 
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He died, May 5, 1937, in Asheville, North Carolina.

in English Literature in preparation for a teaching career; elected to Psi Upsilon soci- 
ety, 1942; volunteered his services with the American Friends Service Committee for 
duration of World War II and for the year following the end of the war; after the 
war he received his Bachelor’s Degree from Haverford College, Haverford, Pennsyl- 
vania; married, March 1, 1952, Elena Marcelle Roulet, born October 28, 1932, daugh- 
ter of Jean Pierre and Elena (Hofer) Roulet. Mr. Brown is the author of “The 
Sacred Pipe of the Sioux Nation,” published by the Oklahoma Press, September, 1953. 
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BIANCA AURELIA MARIA LOUISA JOANNA OLCOTT, daughter of George 
N. and Zita (Ledderucci) Olcott, was born in Rome, Italy, July 7, 1903. During her 
father’s lifetime, she spent each collegiate year in New York and, with her parents, often 
visited her grandparents and aunt at Casagmo in winter, and passed the summers in Rome 
at Villetta Olcott. After her father’s death, she and her mother returned to America and 
during the years of World War I, resided at Casagmo with her grandparents and after 
their death, with her aunt until September, 1919, when she and her mother returned to 
Villetta Olcott. Miss Olcott was educated at Casagmo by her French teacher, Made- 
moiselle Gaujot, and in her childhood attended the Horace Mann School of Columbia 
University, New York. On her and her mother’s return to Italy, her interest in Rome 
and its architecture deepened; she also engaged much in charitable work. She is heredi- 
tary member of The National Society Magna Charta Dames, and of the Order of Amer- 
icans of Armorial Ancestry. 

Married, March 30, 1940, in the private chapel of Villetta Olcott, by the Right 
Reverend Monsignor Salvatore Rotolo, Auxiliary Bishop of Velletri, and the Reverend 
Giuseppe Musio, Salesian of Don Bosco, Count Giuseppe Domenico Bartocci-Fontana, 
of the Papal Noble Guard, Patrician of Foligno and descendant of the Bartocci of 
Foligno and of the Counts Bindangoli of Assisi (see p. 256).

Arms—Azure, three mountains surmounted by a sun in splendour or. 


This blazon is to be found in the Libro d’Or and, as required by the Italian law, it has 
been on public display for more than a century in the Council Chamber of the Town Hall of 
Foligno and on the family tomb in the cemetery of that city.

The family of Bartocci originated in Mirandola, in Romagna, where it was established 
as early as the year 1320, and where its members were distinguished in the military and legal 
professions, and as Prelates of the Church. Nobility was conferred upon the Bartocci by 
the Papacy in the fifteenth century. The last of notable mention among the Bartocci of 
Mirandola was Luigi Bartocci, who was Archbishop of Rimini in 1615. Thereafter the 
family became situated at Foligno in Umbria, where the Bartocci were to be found among the 
chief magistrates (Gonfalonieri), the men of letters, and the scholars of particular distinc- 
tion. Of these Giuseppe Fontana was rewarded in 1816 with the bestowal of the title of 
Patrician of Foligno. The Fontana name was added in 1879, as appears further in the 
pedigree that ensues. 


Simone Bartocct, born in 1729, was a resident of Foligno in Umbria. Issue: Carlo, 
of whom below; Luigi; Leonardo; and Rosa, who married Luigi Pierantoni, Patrician of 
Foligno and Nobleman of the Austrian Empire. 


Carlo Bartocci, son of Simone, was born in the year 1760 at Foligno; married Countess 
Lori di Camerino. Issue: Giuseppe, of whom below; Simone; Rosa; Teresa, who married 
Marchese Laureaoi di Macerata. 


Giuseppe Bartocci, son of Carlo, was born in the year 1792, at Foligno; married Maria 
Quarenghi “Nobile di Ancona.” Issue: Luigi; N. H. Carlo, of whom below; Rosa, who 
married Leonardo Fontana “Nobile di Nocera,’ who bequeathed his estates and name to 
his nephew and godson Giuseppe Bartocci-Fontana, son of Carlo, none of his eleven children 
having survived. 


N. H. Carlo Bartocci, Patrician of Foligno, son of Giuseppe, was born at Foligno in 
1827; married Countess Cecilia Bindangoli-Bini; she was the last of her family, and the 
Bindangoli-Bini estates and titles thereafter descended in the Bartocci family. Issue: Maria

N. H. Giuseppe Domenico Bartocci-Fontana, son of N. H. Carlo, was born at Foligno 
in the year 1859. His godfather and uncle, Leonardo Fontana, “Nobile di Nocera” in 1879, 
bequeathed the Fontana property to him with the obligation of adding Fontana to the Bar- 
tocci name “for himself and his heirs.” He was Patrician of Foligno and Nocera; an emi- 
nent lawyer, playwright, journalist, art critic, and author of numerous novels and poems. 
He served as legal advisor and administrator to Prince Charles de Bourbon. He died in 
August, 1905. Married Signorina Pia Bruscolini di Fiastra, who was born in March, 1870, 
at the Abbey of Fiastra, where her father, an architect, was engaged in the administration 
of Prince Guistiniani Bandini’s estate. She married, second, in February, 1909, Alberto 
Cardini, of a noble family without title, from Civitavecchia. Issue, 


Count Giuseppe Domenico Bartocci-Fontana, who was born at Foligno, December 24, 
1905, the posthumous son of N. H. Giuseppe Domenco Bartocci-Fontana. Educated at Rome, 
he studied the classics at the “Massimo” and entered the School of Engineering of the Uni- 
versity of Rome. Afterwards, he gave the customary military service in the Italian Infantry 
Officers’ Training School of Spoleto, Umbria, becoming lieutenant in the Tank Corps of the 
Italian Army, from which he was released to enter, in May, 1935, the Pope’s Noble Guard, 
first under Prince Aldobrandini (who died in 1939) and then under its present head, Prince 
Chigi della Rovere. Married Bianca Aurelia Maria Louisa Joanna Olcott (see p. 254). 


BINDANGOLI-BINI 
Arms—Azure, two bendlets surmounted in chief by a comet ascendant between two stars or. 


Recorded in the Libro d’Oro, this coat-of-arms meets the requirement in Italian law 
of more than a century of public display. It is to be found upon the facade of the Palazzo 
Bindangoli in Assisi and on the family tomb in the cemetery of that city. 

The Counts of Bindangoli upon whom nobility was conferred by the Papacy in the 
fourteenth century, originated in Bergamo, in Lombardy, and removed to Assisi as early as 
the sixteenth century. The lineage follows: 


Francesco Bindangoli was born in 1720; was a resident of Assisi; had issue: Paolo, of 
whom below; Anna (a nun) ; Biagio. 


Paolo Bindangoli, was born at Assisi in 1743; married the Countess Luisa Bini. Issue: 
Count Lorenzo, of whom below; Chiara, who married Marchese Nannarini di Fermo. 


Count Lorenzo Bindangoli-Bini was born at Assisi in the year 1770; his uncle and 
godfather, Count Lorenzo Bini, Canon of the Cathedral of Assisi, being the last of his family 
and without direct heirs, bequeathed his title and property to Lorenzo Bindangoli—with the 
obligation of adding and continuing the Bini name; married the Countess Cecilia Leti of 
Spoleto, one of three daughters of Count Adriano Leti and the Marchesa Costaguti of a 
noted Roman family. (Another daughter of Count Leti married Count Gilleni-Nepis of the 
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oldest still existing noble family of Assisi, of which there are traces dating before the elev- 
enth century.) Issue: Count Paolo Bindangoli-Bini, of whom below. Biagio Bindangoli- 
Bini. Adriano Bindangoli-Bini. 


Count Paolo Bindangoli-Bini was born in the year 1799, at Assisi; married the Count- 
ess Arianna Cavallini-Spadoni of Cingoli. Issue: Francesco, who married Countess Laura 
Tini. Countess Cecilia, of whom below. Gaspare, a noted musician and composer; studied 
at Naples under Saverio Mercadante, and left a number of noteworthy compositions for 
violin and orchestra; he died young. . 


Countess Cecilia Bindangoli-Bini, surviving heiress of Count Paolo, was born at Assisi 
in the year 1834. Married N. H. Carlo Bartocci (see Bartocci-Fontana, p. 255) ; at her death 
the Bindangoli-Bini estates and titles became the possessions of her Bartocci descendants.

Educated at Miss Fine’s School, 
Princeton, New Jersey, where she won the Junior English prize and prepared for college 
at the Fermata School, Aikin, South Carolina, winning the Joseph Hoffman Scholarship 
Medal and trophies for equestrian ability; was president of the Student Council and 
captain of the hockey team; attended the Geneva College for Women in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, where she specialized in French and other languages.

Nugent, the name of a noble family, De Nogent, originally from Normandy, settled 
in Ireland in the twelfth century. Richard Nugent was created by King James I, Earl 
of Westmeath in 1621. 


Robert Smith Nugent, called “Viscount,” founder of the family in America; was born 
about the year 1720 in Westmeath, Ireland; removed to the Province of New York and was 
residing at Brooklyn, about the year 1760; met his death at sea with his only daughter, 
while crossing the Atlantic Ocean, either on a trip to Ireland or returning therefrom; mar- 
ried Phoebe, daughter of Judge Henry Pearsol, of Brooklyn, New York. Issue, among 
others, 


John Nugent, who was born November 20, 1759, in Brooklyn, New York; removed to 
Canada about the year 1775, and was one of the United Empire Loyalists; a resident of 
Prince Edward County, Province of Ontario; died November 109, 1850, and was buried in the 
Episcopal Churchyard at Picton, Prince Edward County, Ontario; married, first, Beckie 
Dickerman, of New York City; married, second, in Prince Edward County, Nellie, daughter 
of William Carson; issue, two children; married, third, Margaret Carson, sister of his sec- 
ond wife, by whom he had issue among eight children, 


Thomas Nugent, who was born March 18, 1812, at Marysburg, Prince Edward County, 
Ontario, Canada; removed to London, Ontario, about the year 1873; died in July, 1895, 
and was buried in the Episcopal Cemetery, London, Ontario; married, first, July 29, 1841, 
Eleanor Ann Morgan, daughter of Colonel Thomas Morgan; she was born June 2, 1818, 
and died at Belmont, Middlesex County, Ontario, of typhoid fever, June 20, 1862; married, 
second, a Mrs. Tisdale. Issue, among eleven children, all by first wife, 


Byron Nugent, who was born July 31, 1842, in Prince Edward County, Ontario, Canada; 
died April 4, 1908; married Julia Ann Lake. Issue, among others, 


Julian Lake Nugent, of St. Louis, Missouri; married Beatrice Provost Smith (which 
Marriage was dissolved); she married, second, Frederick Trenkman. Issue, William B. 
Nugent, educated at Lawrenceville Preparatory School, Lawrenceville, New Jersey, and 
Princeton University; first lieutenant, United States Army, World War II; married Jean 
Darrow; and 


Julian Lake Nugent, Jr., born October 22, I915, at St. Louis, Missouri; his childhood 
was spent in New York; he graduated from Lawrenceville Preparatory School, Lawrence- 
ville, New Jersey, in 1934, where he was head boy of the first form and second in all succeed- 
ing forms, and where he received Latin and French prizes; at Princeton University, he was 
half-miler on the track team and member of the Quadrangle Club; graduated from Princeton 
University, Bachelor of Arts, in 1937, with high honors, after three years of work, and took 
a postgraduate course at Georgetown University, School of Foreign Service, Washington, 
D. C., 1937-1938, after which he entered the Mannix Walter School for Foreign Service, 
also in Washington, D. C.; in January, 1940, he was appointed to Mexico as vice-consul, for 
a year’s service, but was retained until May, 1941, when he was ordered to Washington for 
further work in the Mannix Walker School for Foreign Service in preparation for a foreign 
appointment, and after a month there, he was appointed Consul of Career to the American Con- 
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sulate, Puerto Cortez, Honduras, Central America, for which post he sailed in July, 1941; ap- 
pointed, in January, 1944, Vice-Consul, at Valparaiso, Chile; in 1945, at Santiago de Chile 
served as Second Secretary of the Embassy, and held the same office in 1947-1948 at Karachi, 
Pakistan, India ; in 1949-1950 was one of the five consuls chosen by the American Government 
for the study of Economics at the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan; appointed 
to Canberra, Australia, as Second Secretary in 1951, and with his family is now in residence 
at the Embassy there; married Jane Olcott Brown (see p. 258).

forthright will, so that whether in peace or war, whether in quietude and reflection or in 
action, our families and their kindred of the future, as of the past, may retain that exhaust- 
less “grit,” which our ancestors, from Saxon and Norman times in Britain and from the 
seventeenth century in America, have so indomitably possessed. 

There are matters still absent from our genealogies that, to the genealogist, are 
more essential to our knowledge and more intrinsically to be desired, than those in any 
other subject—hiatuses that cannot be filled, names that cannot be found, and which alas! 
show too many blank spaces in the ancestral pages of all American genealogies thus far 


written. I refer, of course, to the names and families of the early wives and others of 


the 1620’s, unknown and apparently unknowable, among those who, in our earliest years, 
arrived on these then inhospitable shores. 

Although there were, long before that date, many genealogies in the muniment 
rooms of the great houses of England, in the castles of Europe and in the Courts of 
Record throughout that great continent, yet in comparatively few instances did the Pil- 
grims and the Puritans own them, and in fewer still did they bring them to this country. 
Only, comparatively speaking, in a few Bibles were their marriages set down and then 
in but the briefest and simplest manner, while too often alas! the family names of wives 
and mothers were forgotten, or at least unmentioned, in the hurry of daily life or in the 
worry and haste of departure. 

For these compelling reasons are there so many vacant spaces in our genealogies, 
blanks that cannot be filled, hiatuses which, through wars and revolutions in the histories 
of all countries, have remained and, perhaps, must ever remain, the despair of gene- 
alogists and the riddle of the generations for the past three hundred years. 
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What can be done about this lack in all our genealogies up till now? Perhaps 
through more and more special studies in Europe, and in Asia even, new findings may be 
reached. Perhaps in the little backwaters of European villages, as of those of England, 
Scotland and Ireland, may still be found ancient papers, old scrolls, ancestral histories, of 
the many Europeans who come thronging through our gates. That proper records may 
be made in our American volumes recording marriages, births and deaths of those who 
enter our ports, and with the records of church vestries, as of courts of law and legal 
offices, in all our cities, towns and villages however small, these findings may be made; 
and more insistently as well as more exactly in regard to all the details of marriages of 
brides and grooms, with their witnesses, as also, of their forebears on both sides—the 
parents, both men and women; the grandparents equally, the great-grandparents, and the 
great-great-grandparents, if they are known! Their names, their cities, their villages, 
and also their streets and street numbers, if such there be and as far back as possible. 
But above all, the family names of men and of women equally and with the utmost exacti- 
tude, especially as regards women. No more should wives and mothers be entered only 
under their husbands’ names. No more! 

With the advent of suffrage in 1918 women became personalities in their own right 
and, by that great advance in political history, their own family names grew to be of the 
highest importance, proved alas! by the dreadful blanks in every American genealogy thus 
far written. For this reason all must be more exactly stated throughout their pages. 
Of the many subjects in our books in the libraries of this land both great and small; in 
our cities, in the little lovely libraries of our small towns and villages, all of these are 
rich evidences of our civilization and the precursers of the newer genealogies, in our 
vaster libraries, which are to be! 

Genealogy is not only the first fruits of human lives, it is the last fruits as well! 
When we are dead we yet live! The Appian Way is still the most living street of all the 
ages of man. There they lie—the Dead! And upon these tombs, these tombstones 
even, as upon the tombstones that are in our museums, brought from Greece and Italy, 
from Egypt and from Asiatic lands, these tell the tale! They ring out as music of the 
great past. Here is life! Here is truth! Here is enduring thought in and of these 
many stones! Such truth and such life cannot die; they are of the essence of God! They 
must live in our genealogies of every generation and of every land. For Rome still 
leads as we read:

This brings us to the most tremendous fact of all, the living fact—the little chil- 
dren! the older boys and girls! who come with their parents in great numbers to our 
shores, laughing, crying, in their mothers’ arms: clinging to their fathers’ knees; 
gazing at this new world of great harbors where they enter; at the tremendous ships in 
which they come; the immense cities where they are to live! Where the great schools 
are with their many windows, to which the children and young people arrive each week- 
day morning, laughing, singing, skipping, reluctant or timid, winsome or joyous or 
heedless, keen, tumultous! What of the children? The boys and girls? Americans 
that are to be! As their foreign faces change, as their bodies lengthen, as tongues, lips, 
grope from the mother tongue into American speech, what confusions must they go 
through in putting off the speech of their parents for this new American language, which 
is our gift to them on their arrival, as they reach out through their bewilderment of 
change into this newer and stranger American speech, which slowly becomes their own, 
their very own, in time! 

Even as the Moors brought to Spain new language sounds and expressions, which were 
gradually incorporated into Spanish speech, so now new racial configurations and new 
sounds awaken into English; and more than all, the unpronounceable names of many ancient 
peoples are being thrown aside, while chosen English names take their place as those 
others become unpronounceable in the tremendous entrance into America of the “stranger 
withir; our gates.”” This should be not only understood and prohibited, but measures 
should be taken to prevent such illicit use of old names like Gordon, Campbell, and a 
hundred other English or Scottish names, known and deeply loved! The taking of such 
names is not meant to be unlawful; it comes from the despair of those already in and of 
America to pronounce and absorb these foreign-sounding names from unfamiliar coun- 
tries of Southern Europe. Genealogy demands exactitude; it abhors a lie. It insists, as 
does nature, on patient assimilation and not in a quick and immediate forgetfulness of 
parentage, of language and of country. It requires and insists on a slow absorption down 
the centuries, of language, as of form, contour, speech and configuration, and is astounded 
and even outraged at what seems robbery of an ancient name and a noble lineage. Time 
is the great kindness, the beloved absorptive! It is this great study and this intrinsic 
nobleness that is the essence of genealogy, and those who can wait for it and look for it 
and find it through the generations, are the archetypes of all who are to come. 

The power to speak the language of this new land makes needful another position 
of the mouth, a further codrdination of the tongue and teeth, an answering configura- 
tion of the throat, till, in reaching out for the new language, the old is, perhaps, in the 
end, put aside and even at last forgotten! While the speech of the parents changes, the 
old clings—and yet the new arrives! They, too, are engulfed in American life! As the 
children bring home their new school books, parents and children learn to absorb them. 
As the children reach out and let go the old speech, it is often lost, the mouth completes 
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its change and the face responds in complexity, the tongue repeats the language of the 
other children here before themselyes, and the gutteral tones soften and are forgotten 
in the clear and ambitious stream of American speech. For these reasons and to record 
their beautiful complexities, the most careful records should be made and kept; the changes 
of configuration in mouth, tongue and face should be noted, photographed, retained for 
special and exhaustive study by physiognomists and scientists. 

For in truth, the shape of the head, the lines of the body and its contours, the action 
of the mouth and throat, the facial expression, of the young American of today, is inevi- 
tably changing from the old. There are today flatter faces, rounder heads, broader 
noses, wider mouths, more perception of the teeth and another and newer usage of the 
lips and tongue, in marked contrast to the old. The original faces and figures of the 
Pilgrims and Puritans, the English type, is slowly changing and melting into the stream 
of the oncoming peoples of Central and Southern Europe; the original faces and bodies, 
the type of the Pilgrims and Puritans of old, are slowly disappearing in the new type of 
body and of face that Middle and Southern Europe are producing here, so that today, 
as we walk the streets, we are startled by the change! 

That the endless complexities will be simplified is but the test that nature has ordered 
in these present crossways of life, which nature herself has ordained. What js to be 
must equal and perhaps encompass what has been! This is evolution, this is life, and 
through genealogy the test and accomplishment of life is realized. What shall it be in 
the ages tocome? How shall America answer it? 

A matter that so differentiates genealogy from any other scientific study is the tre- 
mendous obligation to sift all facts, to disengage itself from rumors, from ‘‘old wives” 
tales, from “who says?” “What say they?’ Genealogy is distorted easily, there is as 
yet and often so little to go on! How can we deduce the false from the true? It is so 
easy to believe the false, so hard to find and face the truth! 

Yet when you discover and lay your modern hand upon the old tombstones of your 
English ancestors of three hundred years ago, in some lovely New England or Long 
Island churchyard, what a glory overcomes you! What a radiance surrounds you! How 
today reaches back into yesterday! How your heart pounds! 

You lay your lips to the cold stone. You, yourself, become not merely a part of this 
lovely place in your daily thinking and living, but a part of the ages! Three hundred 
years and more ago they lived! They fought! They helped to conquer this new coun- 
try! In England were they born and lived till manhood; in this new land they lived their 
later life and died! Men of acres in England! The heads of Lordships! All given up, 
put aside, for this strange, new world. A land unknown beyond the seas of home when 
Raleigh sent forth his first expedition and gave his Queen a world! He placed at her 
idolized feet a new-old name—the name she gave it—Virginia! You may be, you are of 
their blood, as of others here, American truly, yet of England, too, through him or 
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through other English men and women of courage and endurance, as this book shows! 
You lay your modern hand upon this table-stone and a mist comes before your eyes! This 
lovely little New England graveyard among Connecticut hills is to you home, because it 
is your ancestors’ burial place! 

The sun sinks in glory behind these hills and you know yourself as a part of them, 
for your ancestor and his son lie here, three thousand miles from home, yet home at last 
for at least three hundred years! 

This is what genealogy means; this is what it is; this is where it triumphs. For it is 
thus and for all time indeed “the first fruits of them that slept.”
